Today, THE WOBURN JOURNAL becomes a daily paperand will 
hereafter beissued every week day except on holidays. A corporation has 
been formed under the laws of Massachusetts, styled the Woburn 
Journal Company, with cash capital deemed ample for the require- 
ments of the business. ‘The corporation has acquired the plant and 
good will of THEY, OBURN JOURNAL from its late owner, Mr. George 
H. Neweomb, who will still continue to be connected with the publica- 
tion ond busiess. Tt has also bought the entire plant, good will, etc., 
recently owned by the News Publishing company, which has issued 
daily for many years the Evening News. The Journal will 
hereafter be issued from 428 Main street. 

Mr. Albert B. Grimes, a journalist of long experience, and for the 
past ten years connected with Woburn papers, has been made manag- 
ing editor of the Journal. The Journal will be mailed or de- 
livered daily tosubscribers both to THE WOBURN JOURNAL (weekly) 
and the Evening News, during the period of unexpired, paid sub- 
scriptions. 

So much as to the bare facts of the changes in The Journal 
agement and its new departure. 

Now, though retrospect may be tiresome, there is enough in the 
story of THE WOBURN JOURNAL to warrant rehearsal and provoke 
terest. To begin with, it is an old, long established paper. Every 
SFriday since early in the year 1851, THE WOBURN JOURNAL has 
made its weekly appearance. Its founders were George 
and John Fowle, the former of whom is still alive and 
was in attendance at the funeral of Mr. George A. Hobbs, 
its editor, in September last. Several proprietors followed him. In 
the late sixties, the Reading Chronicle was established by the then 
owner of The Journal. From 1871 to 1880, John L. Parker was the 
proprietor, and in those years so established himself in the esteem of 
Woburn people and conducted the paper on so high a plane, that his 
name is still cherished here and his friends of those and later years, 
always welcome his visits among them and rejoice in his successes and 
honors gained elsewhere. Representative Henry L. Andrews was a joint 
owner for a few months in 1880. 

In August, 1880, George A. Hobbs became editor and proprietor, 
and from that time until his death, September 20, 1912, the paper was 
the reflection of his unique, rugged personality. Coming to Woburn 
after a large experience both in Maine and the West, hesoon discovered 
to our people, a vigorous mind, ar independence of thoughtand action, 
and a rare vein of humor, which never lost their strength or flavor down 
to the latest days when, feeble in body and confined to his bed, he con- 
tinued to strike off sparks from the anvil of his intellectual workshop. 

But this is no time or place to adequately analyze Mr. Hobbs’ 
‘character and work. The present proprietors of The Journal, are, 
however, glad to pay tribute to his memory and to regard themselves 
a in a sense, successors in the line to whieh he added honor.

ELECTRICITY MAY 
REPLACE CLUBBING 


With inauguration day less than 
a week away, and the prospect of 
a city council composed of seven 
democrats-elect, seven republicans- 
elect and a republican holdover, 
facing the problem of organiza- 
tion, followed by the election of 
sundry important municipal offic- 
ers, the exact status of the hold- 
over member Alderman James F.

RENEWAL OF REGISTRATION 


Three years ago today the library adopted the term plan of regis- 
tration of borrowers. This’ system, now quite generally in operation 
in Amierican public libraries, provides for a registration term of three 
years, upon the expiration of which the borrower may either renew his 
membership, or allow it to lapse. In this way the statistical records 
which are necessary for an intelligent conduct of the business affairs 
of the library, and which, furthermore, are required by the Massa- 
chusetts Free Public Library Commission, are assured of a real and per- 
manent significance. Registration which has become inactive by reason 
of the decease, or removal from the city, of the applicant, automatically 
drops out, names and addresses are checked for possible changes or 
inaccuracies, and, in a word, a continuous process of revision takes place 
which reduces to a minimum the margin of error. 

Renewal of expired applications begins today. For the information 
of the borrower the date of expiration has been recorded in the upper 
right-hand corner of the card. Thirty days from this date will be al- 
lowed the holder in which to renew. During this period books may be 
borrowed with the original card as usual. At the end of the thirty-day 
period the card will be permanently retired. A new application, how- 
ever, may be taken out at any time. The process of renewal is quite 
simple, and imposes no delay nor inconvenience, upon the borrower, 
In most cases the card-holder merely assents to the renewal when his 
attention is called to the expiration, and promptly receives a new card 
and number, 


Requests for renewal may be made personally, in writing, or by 
telephone.

Massachusetts In 1649. 

The following protest signed by Jo- 
seph Endicott, governor; Thomas Dud- 
ley, deputy governor; Richard Belling- 
ham, Richard Saltonstall, Increase 
William Hibbins, Thomas 
Flint, Robert Bridges and Simon Brad- 
street was published in Massachusetts 
in 1649: 
“Protest, against wearing long hair, 
of the governor, et:., of Massachu- 
setts: 
“Forasmuch as the wearing o1 long 
hair, after the manner of Russians and 
barbarous Indians, has begun to in- 
vade New England, contrary to the 
rule of God's word, which says it is a 
shame for man to wear long hair, as 
also the commendable custom gener- 
ally of all the godly of all our nation, 
until within these few years: 
“We, the magistrates, who have sign- 
ed this paper, for the shewing of our 
own innocency ip this behalf, do de 
clare and manifest our dislike and de- 
testation against the wearing of such 
long hair, as against a thing uncivil 
and unmanly, whereby men doe de- 
forme themselves and offend sober and 
modest men and doe corrupt good man- 
ners. We doe therefore earnestly in- 
treat all the elders of this jurisdiction, 
as often as they shall see cause, to 
manifest their zeal against it in their 
public administrations, and to take 
care that the members of their respec- 
tive churches be not defiled therewith;

BRAVE MOTHER STORK. 


Her Nest Ablaze, She will Stay by 
Perish With Her Young. 


So strong is the mother love devel- 
oped In the stork and the lark that ft 
| 


amounts to herole passion. ‘The 
stork, which spends the winter tn 
Egypt and the summer in northern and 
western Europe, likes to build its nest 
on the top of some steep gable roof. 
Such a nest Is often a real nuisance to 
man, Itis from three to five yards in 
diameter. It swarms with lizards, frogs, 
toads and other disagreeable creatures. 
It becomes In course of time so heavy 
that it will break the roof if not arttl- 
ficlally propped up. 

Nevertheless for various supersti- 
tious reasons the stork is not only wel- 
come but even courted by the Euro- 
pean peasants, and it cannot be denied 
that the respect with which the bird is 
regarded is to some extent deserved. 
If the house takes fire and the young 
storks happen to be of an age at which 
they cannot be saved by being taken 
away from the nest the stork mother 
does not abandon them. Standing 
erect in the nest, flapping her wings to 
waft away the smoke and the flames 
and crying out now and then, she re- 
mains with her young, perishing with 
them. 

The skylark, which builds its nest in 
the meadows, runs away from it when 
frightened. She proceeds for four or 
five yards under the clover and rises 
perpendicularly in the air, pouring forth 
her song In its wildest strains in order 
to divert the intruder’s attention. But 
the peasant boy knows that so long as 
she remains hanging at the same point 
in the air he ts still four or five yards 
from the nest, and he uses the direc- 
tion of her movements and the ring of 
her song to ascertain the exact spot. 

If it chances that the young larks are 
just about to break through the shell 
at which time the mother 
instinct is at its height, ft is said that 
at the very moment when the nest is 
touched the little bird will acually at- 
tack the intruder.—Harper's Weekly.

VILLAGE LIFE IN EGYPT. 


Crude Mud Houses, the Roofs of 
Which Are Garbage Oumps. 

Egyptian village life is quaint aud in- 
teresting, says the Wide World Maga- 
zine. The houses are crude, one storied 
structures of sun baked mud. with pos- 
sibly a couple of tiny square holes cut 
in the wall for ventilation. 

Each home consists of a sitigle room, 
absolutely devoid of furniture, one or 
two drinking jars and cooking uterSils 
being usually the only articles to he 
seen. The roofs of these hovels are 
thatched with cornstalks, and for some 
unaccountable reason all the house- 
hold rubbish is dumped op the roof! 
For this purpose a ladder may tfre- 
quently be seen reclining against the 
side of the house. From a distance a 
village is apt to look like an immense 
rubbish heap. These primitive erec-

EVOLUTION OF THE CHAIR. 


The Leisurely Progress From the Three 
Legged Stoo! to the Luxurious Rock- 
or—Origin of the Table Drawer—The 
First Picture Frames, 


If you only knew if, queer little ro- 
mances are peeping out at you all over 
your house, from attic to cellar. They 
are well worth looking for. 

Framed pictures had to have a begin- 
ning. They date back to about 500 
years ago, when peaceful monks paint- 
ed the walls of their living rooms with 
Scriptural subjects. Then one day 
some one conceived the bright idea of 
nailing wood around these frescoes so 
as to separate the subjects. A little 
Inter came gilding~—and the evolution 
of the modern picture frame was sim- 
ply a matter of time. 

The drawing room is a perfect mine 
of history. As most people know, this 
is, strictly, the “withdrawing room,” 
to which one withdraws after dinner, 
as the name implies. 

The antimacassars over the backs of 
the chairs similarly carry their object 
in life in their name, These more or 
less artistic things had their begin- 
pings some 150 years ago, when every 
one used macassar oil for the hair. 
The mistress of the household then 
would no more permit greasy polls to 
spoil her fine chairs than would the 
modern mistress. And, lo, the antima- 
cassar! 

Of chairs themselves, perhaps the 
most interesting feature is the familiar 
crossbar—technically known as_ the 
stretcher—which joins the front legs 
Nowadays its purpose is usually for 
ornamentation, sometimes strength, 
though often it is absent altogether. 

It harks back to the days of the first 
chairs, when knights and dames want- 
ed to keep their feet off the cold, 
drafty, rush ilttered floors; hence 
the stretcher. Originally the. stretch- 
er was only a few inches above the 
ground, but when, later on, rugs and 
carpets came into more general use 
and rooms hecame more comfortable, 
the stretcher gradually lost its impor- 
tance. 

It is curious to note that the cozy 
armehair was the last stage of all. 
Cushions and padding were the first 
additions to the plain seat. Then 
came painted chairs and afterward 
carved legs, and finally—a leisurely last 
—came backs and arms and with them 
the luxurious rocker. 

In point of fact the chair is easily the 
most important piece of furniture you 
have, historically speaking. To this 
day, “taking the chair” denotes taking 
the head of affairs, reminiscent of the 
time when there was only one chair in 
a room, three legged stools at the most 
being provided for less important folk. 

Window curtains, again, have their 
little romance. Originally all windows 
were in the roof, but in time came open 
windows in the wall. In the middle 
ages some one brought from China the 
idea of using cloth to cover the win-

WOBURN PATROLMAN, DE- 
FENDANT IN ACTION 
ALLEGING SLANDER 


Patrolman Timothy E. Walsh 
of this city, has been named as 
the defendant in a civil suit for 
$10,000 alleging slander, brought by 
Felix T. MceGettrick of Boston 
in behalf of James R. Ray of Ev- 
erett. 

The action of tort is based, 
is said, upon testimony given by 
Mr. Walsh recently, at a hearing 
on aliquor]case before the Taunton 
excise board, and is returnable 
in the Bast Cambridge court on 
February 1, 1913. 

A JOURNAL representative in 
conference with the law office of 
Mr. McGettrick this morning, was 
informed that the attorney for the 
plaintiff wes not inclined to talk 
any more about the case than was 
necessary. 

Mr. MeGettrick said that slan- 
der is alleged, and damage to the 
extent of $10,000 is being claimed, 
because Patrolman Walsh 
fied James R. Ray of Everett the 
plaintiff, and Mr. McGettrick’s 
client, as a man who was arrested 

Woburn in 1907 charged with 
highway robbery. The complaint 
was afterwards changed to one 
of larceny from the person, and 
the defendant plead guilty to the 
latter charge, and was sentenced 
to six months in the house of cor- 
rection. 

Mr. McGettrick says that the 
identification before the Taunton 
excise board by Mr. Walsh of his 
client Mr. Ray, as the person 
who committeed the Woburn rob- 
bery, was wrong, and the action ! 
of tort has been brought in con- 
sequeace. 

Mr. Walsh when approached and 
asked to discuss the suit, refused 
to say anything, beyond that he 
knew of no reason why Mr. Ray 
should bring action, and when 
asked if he thought it was in re- 
lation to testimony he had given 
in some case, replied, that all the 
testimony he ever gave he believed 
to be absolutely true.

LONG HAIRED MEN. 


They Caused a Vigorous Protest in 
Massachusetts In 1649. 
The following protest signed by Jo- 
seph Endicott, governor; Thomas Dud- 
ley, deputy governor; Richard Belling- 
ham, Richard Saltonstall, Increase 
Nowell, William’ Hibbins, Thomas 
Flint, Robert Bridges and Simon Brad- 
street was published in Massachusetts 
in 1649: 
“Protest, against wearing long hair, 
of the governor, etc., of Massachu- 
setts: 
“Forasmuch as the wearing of long 
hair, after the manner of Russians and 
barbarous Indians, has begun to in- 
vade New England, contrary to the 
rule of God's word, which says it is a 
shame for mau to wear long hair, as 
also the commendable custom gener- 
ally of all the godly of all our nation, 
until within these few years: 
“We, the magistrates, who have sign- 
ed this paper, for the shewing of our 
own innocency in this behalf, do de 
clare and manifest our dislike and de- 
testation against the wearing of such 
long hair, as against a thing uncivil 
and unmanly, whereby men doe de- 
forme themselves and offend sober and 
modest men and doe corrupt good man- 
ners. We doe therefore earnestly in- 
treat all the elders of this jurisdiction, 
as often as they shall see cause, to 
manifest their zeal against it in their 
public administrations, and to take 
care that the members of their respec- 
tive churches be not defiled therewith; 
that so, such as prove obstinate, and 
will not reforme themselves, may have 
God and man to witness against them. 
The third month 10th day, 1649."

BRAVE MOTH ER STORK. 


Her Nest Ablate, She wi ll Stay by 
Perish With Her Young. 

So strong fs the mother love devel 
oped In the stork and the lark that ft 
amounts to o herole passion. The 
stork, which spends the winter tn 
Egypt and the summer in northern and 
western Europe, likes to build its nest 
on the top of some steep gable roof. 
Such e nest Is often a real nuisance to 
man, It is from three to five yards In 
diameter. It swarms with lizards, frogs, 
toads and other disagreeable creatures. 
It becomes In course of time so heavy 
that it will break the roof if not artl- 
ficlally propped up. 

Nevertheless for various supersti- 
tious reasons the stork is not only wel- 
come but even courted by the Euro- 
pean peasants, and it cannot be denied 
that the respect with which the bird is 
regarded is to some extent deserved. 
If the house takes fire and the young 
storks happen to be of an age at which 
they cannot be saved by being taken 
away from the nest the stork mother 
does not abandon them.

If it chances that the young larks are 
just about to break through the shell 
of the eggs, at which time the mother 
instinct is at its height, it is said that 
at the very moment when the nest is 
touched the little bird will acually at- 
tack the intruder.

EVOLUTION se THE CHAIR. 


The Leisurely Progress From the Three 
Legged Stoo! to the Luxurious Rock- 
er—Origin of the Table Drawer—The 
First Picture Frames. 


If you only knew if, queer little ro- 
mances are peeping out at you all. over 
your house, from attic to cellar. They 
are well worth looking for. 

Framed pictures had to have a begin- 
ning. They date back to about 600 
years ago, when peaceful monks paint- 
ed the walls of their living rooms with 
Scriptural subjects. Then one day 
some one conceived the bright idea of 
nailing wood around these frescoes so 
as to separate the subjects. A little 
later came gilding-—and the evolution 
of the modern picture frame was sim- 
ply a matter of time. 

The drawing room is a perfect mine 
of history. As most people know, this 
is, strictly, the “withdrawing room,” 
to which one withdraws after dinner, 
as the name implies. 

The antimacassars over the backs of 
the chairs similarly carry their object 
in life in their name, These more or 
less artistic things had their begin- 
pings some 150 years ago, when every 
one used macassar oil for the hair. 
The mistress of the household then 
would no more permit greasy polls to 
spoil her fine chairs than would the 
modern mistress. And, lo, the antima- 
cassar! 

Of chairs themselves, perhaps the 
most interesting feature is the familiar 
crossbar—technically known as the 
stretcher—which joins the front legs. 
Nowadays its purpose is usually for 
ornamentation, sometimes strength, 
though often it is absent altogether. 

It harks back to the days of the first 
chairs, when knights and dames want- 
ed to keep their feet off the cold, 
drafty, rush ilttered floors; hence 
the stretcher. Originally the. stretch- 
er was only a few inches above the 
ground, but when, later on, rugs and 

carpets came into more general use 
and rooms hecame more comfortable, 
the stretcher gradually lost its impor- 
tance. 

It is curious to note that the cozy 
armchair was the last stage of all. 
Cushions and padding were the first 
additions to the plain seat. Then 
eame painted chairs and afterward 
carved legs, and finally—a leisurely last 
—came backs and arms and with them 
the luxurious rocker. 

In point of fact the chair is easily the 
most important piece of furniture you 
have, historically speaking. To this 
day, “taking the chair” denotes taking 
the head of affairs, reminiscent of the 
time when there was only one chair in 
a room, three legged stools at the most 
being provided for less important folk. 

Window curtains, again, have their 
little romance. Originally all windows 
were in the roof, but in time came open 
windows in the wall. In the middle 
ages some one brought from China the 
idea of using cloth to cover the win- 
dows, and there is the origin of your 
curtain, with its frills and loops. 

The glass chandelier, if you have one 
—they are out of fashion now—can be 
put down to the workmen refugees 
from France driven from their homes 
by Louls XIV. by the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes in 1685 

Even the drawer in the kitchen table 
—any table drawer, for the matter of 
that—had to be thought of, but nobody 
did manage to think of fixing a drawer 
to a table until some inveterate card 
player—his name is forgotten—wanted 
a handy place for the cards when they 
were not in use. The very thing! And 
table drawers were invented 

“Kitchen,” by the way, is derived 
from an Anglo-Saxon word meaning 
“to cook,” while “scullery’—which pos- 
itively has nothing to do with “scul- 
lion’—comes from a word meaning “a 
bowl.”

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MUSICAL CONTROVERSY 
IN WOBURN FIFTY 


YEARS AGO 


By WILLIAM R, CUTTER 

An article on Congregational 
singing was published in the WO- 
BURN JOURNAL for December 
18, 1858, in which the author com- 
mends a suggestion of Rey. Daniel 
March, that the congregation join 
with the choir in singing the last 
hymn of the service, and the writer 
suggests that more than one of the 
hymns be sung as congregational 
music in the present acceptance 
of that term. This would show 
that the choir performed the whole 
singing of the service previously. 

An article on “Sacred Music,”’ 
was printed in the WOBURN 
JOURNAL, for January 14, 1860. 
This article was very general in its 
statements. But a series of arti- 
cles which followed this inquiry, 
on the subject of “Pronunciation 
in Singing,’”’ are far more definite. 
The inquirer was a correspondent, 
signing himself “B’’, and his first 
respondent wrote under the initial 
of “G.”’ His subject was, “Why 
are words pronounced differently 
when sung, than when they are 
spoken?” 

“GQ” in his letter, laid down a 
number of rules, as reasons. But, 
in particular reply to “B” who was 
inclined to be facetious, states, that 
the false taste, ‘“B’’ complains of, 
is not due to attending the Italian 
Opera, but comes from attending 
the performances of “itinerant cri- 
ticizers’’ whose faulty style and 
methods are frequently adopted by 
those who hear them. He then 
xplains some exceptions to the 
general rules laid down; for ex- 
ample, the use of the word the, 
to which ‘“B’’ in his article, had 
referred. ‘When the “GQ” 
‘Gs succeeded by a word commenc- 
ing with a consonant, it is always 
to be pronounced thet, but when 
followed by a word beginning with 
a vowel, the final e should be made 
long, as in the ordinary use of the

word.”

“Another word 
used in music,’’ he says, ‘is Amen. 
The first syllable in this word is, 
in singing, always pronounced as 
ah or at, but is never so used in 
speaking;’’ and he enlarges very 
interestingly on this point. 

The present writer regrets that 
his space is too limited to repeat 
much of this article, and that he 
must proceed to mention other 
essays of “G’’ which were simply 
appeals for music in its higher 
forms, and in opposition to those 
persons, who disparage and decry 
the use of such compositions in 
our ordinary churches. 

“G”’ continues the subject, at 
the suggestion of the editor, in 
the next issue of the paper. He 
takes up this time the use of a 
in singing, and also the other vowel 
sounds, also the consonants, and 
principles of taste and style, be- 
sides other musical matters.

We are encouraged to expect additional 
articles from ‘G’ by and by. His excel- 
lent taste and familiar acquaintance with 
the works of the best composers and the 
style of the best performers, qualify him 
to write upon musical topics. We trust 
our readers will yet many articles 
from his intelligent and ever ready pen. 
No person can continue to be a good singer 
without careful practice, any more than 
can an instrumental performer. And yet 
some people seem to think they can sing 
any time at sight with the choir, although 
they are but seldom seen in their place. 
Such assistance is by no means desirable, 
and is a serious injury to the performance

“Tndividuals,” he continued, who 
have prominent leading voices are 
apt to forget that they are members 
of a body of singers: 

“Tf a bass voice is thus stentorially 
constituted, we are then treated to 
volume of tone on that part, which make 
tenors and trebles weak and thin, and 
quite establishes the claim of its proprietor 
to be called a ‘son of thunder’. A 
similar disturbing element is found when 
a tenor or alto voice is liberally endowed, 
and then poured forth with distressing 
energy Frequent and careful re- 
hearsals are as necessary to good choir 
singing, as constant study to the attain- 
ment of proficiency in any art or science, 
or habitual drilling to celerity, ease and 
unity in military bodies.”

POWER OF THE SEA, 


Fearful Force of Ocean Waves When 
They Run Wild. 

The average inland American who 
has never seen the ocean bas no reel 
idea of the force of its waves. He 
reads about the storm, of bonts being 
carried away and bulwarks stove. But 
he does not realize the steam hammer 
blows that may be struck by mere 
water. 

A recent storm on the British coasts 
recelyed the official designation of a 
Btorm of “extreme ferce.” A picture 
taken in Bastings harbor shows the 
concussion with which the waves 
struck the sea wall, sending the spray 
apparently higher than the buildings 
along the street. Blocks of concrete 
and iron railing were torn from the 
new parade extension at Caroline place 
and tossed back into the roadway as if 
they had been bits of plank. Timber 
work that had withstood the stress of 
years was torn apart and carried away. 
Basements were flooded along all the 
seaward face of the town. 

Such a storm when it sweeps over-a 
ship will sometimes carry away almost 
everything on deck. Deck houses are 
often smashed, and the lifeboats are 
often stove in and ruined. 

Various attempts have been made to 
devise motors to develop power from 
the force of the waves. The amount 
of energy wasted through their lack of 
success is beyond estimate. If the 
power of the sea could be used it 
would drive the machinery of an un- 
limited pnumber of plants.—Chicago 
‘Tribune. hb

A Chilly Forecast. 

The earth is growing in bulk on ac- 
count of the meteoric dust that falls on 
it. It has recently been estimated that 
100 tons fall daily over the surface of 
the globe, and that millions of years 
hence this will have increased the 
thickness of the earth considerably. 
This would have a tendency to bring 
us closer to the sun. But centrifugal 
force is augmented at the same time in 
greater proportion and counteracts this 
tendency; consequently the earth would 
be swept away from the sun, with the 
result that its distance from that body 
would be considerably augmented. 
This is spoken of as having possibly 
happened to some of the larger outet 
planets, notably Jupiter, in the remote 
past.—Harper’s.

WON FAME ALL OVER EUROPE. 


Only Beat Their Own Countrymen, 
but Went to Havre and Outrowed 
Half a Dozen Crack French Crews. 


In the boat races that have from 
time immemorial been rowed on the 
Hamoaze, the estuary of the Tamar 
and the Tavy that forms part of the 
harbor of Plymouth, the women of 


Saltash bave often distinguished them 


selves. In “Around and About Saltash" 
P. E. B. Porter writes of Ann Glan- 
ville, whose amazounian feats of oarts- 


manship made her famous all over Eu- 
rope: 

“Some sixty or seventy years ago the 
crew of Saltash women was often seen 
not only on the Hamoaze, but wherever 
aquatic sports were held. It was not 
often that Ann and the crew that she 
stroked were beaten in a mateh—never 
by other women 

“They competed for prizes at Hull, 
Liverpool, Portsmouth and Dartmouth, 
and it must not be supposed that a 
crew of men ever yielded the palm out 
of masculine courtesy, for, as a mat 
ter of fact, the men did not at all relish 
being beaten by a ‘parcel of females.’ 

“In some of these contests Mrs. Har- 
riet Screech, a daughter of Ann Glan 
ville, who bad fourteen children, row- 
ed with her mother. As she was the 
youngest member of the crew she 
pulled bow oar, the least arduous post 
in the boat. 

“Once this crew, rowing a match at 
Fleetwood in the presence of Queen 
Victoria, gave the men so sound a beat- 
ing that ber majesty asked to have 
Ann presented to her. 

“However, the most famous event 
of Ann's life took place in 1850, when 
Captain Russell of H. M. S. Brunswick 
suggested to her that she and her crew 
should go to Havre to the regatta there 
and challenge the Frenchmen, a_ pro- 
posal to which she readily assented. 

"When the Frenchmen beard of the 
challenge from les Ahglaises de Salt-

ashe they shrugged their shoulders, 
for they scarcely regarded it as se- 


rious. And when the women appear- 
ed in their white frilled caps prinked 
out with blue ribbons, in their short 
petticoats and white dresses, with blue 
neckerchiefs tied over the shoulders 
and crossed behind the back, they look- 
ed puzzled. - 4 

“The challenge of the Englishwomen 
created a stir not only in Havre, but 
for miles along the French coast and 


for many leagues inland too. And in 
England the greatest interest was 
aroused. 


“When tbe day of the regatta came 
there was a vast concourse of people 
to witness the contest. Every quay, 
hilltop and bousetop from which a view 
of the course could be had was crowd- 


ed. Every one was on tiptoe of ex- 
pectation. Before the start the Salt- 


ash crew had a pull round ‘to show 
themselves.’ Their steady stroke, the 
way in which they bent their backs to 
their work and the perfect ease and 
grace with which they pulled made 
the French open their eyes. 

“Ann and her crew had not the best 
start possible. nor at first did they 
have the advantage. Five minutes aft- 
er the start six boats were ahead of 
them, But they soon tested their op- 


ponents’ nerve. Ann. who had the 
stroke oar, gave the word: 
“*Bend your backs to it, maidens, 


and hurrah for old England!’ 

“One by one, with a cheer from old 
Ann, they passed the six boats. At 
last they drove their boat, with the 
British color flying gayly at the fore, 
into the lead. It was a long course 
and a hard pull, but they soundly 
thrashed the Frenchmen. Ann and her 
‘maidens’ beat them by 100 yards. The 
members of this famous crew were 
Ann Glanville, Harriet Hosking, Jane 
House and Amelia Lee. A man acted 
as coxswain 

“Mrs. House was so elated at the 
victory that on reaching the commit- 
tee boat she plunged into the water. 
dived under the vessel and came up 
with a dripping and drooping cap on 
the opposite side. 

“Ann Glanville died in 
age of eighty-five, dignified, vigorous 
and handsome to the last.

trude. 

The barber bas two prones of steel 
through which he draws oa spike und 
thus inakes a loud whir The seller of 
6weetmeats holds in his right land two 
brass cups which he Jancles towether. 
The buyer of old clothes taps a smal 
drum with a bit of tarred bamboo, get- 
ting by this combination a plunk, plunk 
that attracts trade. The man who has 
wicker baskets to beats half a 
gourd with «a druinstick, the clothes 
feller swings «a drum which has two 
bits of metai attached to it by strings, 
the toy dealer strikes a brass gong of 
a pecullarly penetrating tone, the knife 
grinder claps three blocks of fron to- 
gether, and the seller of charcoal an 
nounces his coming by a repeated tap, 
tap on a block of wood 

The watchman manages to introduce 
a little variety. He is armed with @ 
wooden drum, which he taps in differ- 
ent measures to mark the different 
hours of the night. The sound of his 
drum, however, carries no certain as- 
surance. On the night when Peking 
was looted you would not have known 
from bim that anything was wrong 
In the intervals the .rifle fire the 
sound of his drum rose undismayed, 
signaling in superb nvonchalance the 
exciting hours 

The fact is that he is not on duty te 
catch thieves or even to scare them off, 
as are some of the Japanese watchmen. 
His function is nobler. The sound of

Next Monday will be aaa ae At three o’clock in the after- 
noon, Mayor elect Henchey, and the new city council will be sworn into 
office. Considerable interest is manifested as to some of the probable 
appointments by the next mayor, that of city solicitor occupying the 
most attention. 

Mr. Sullivan who now holds the position said this morning, that 
he did not expect a re-appointment. Who his successor will be the city 
solicitor could not say, but he did say that Mr. Henchey after he takes 
the obligation of office will name somebody other than himself. 

Other appointive positions to be filled by the mayor during the 
month of January, are:acity physician, member of the board of health, 
for three years, member of the board of assessors for three years, mem- 
ber of the board of overseers of the poor for three years, a city messenger. 

Dr. Thomas E. Caulfield is now city physician, Dr. Vernon C. Stew- 
art is the member of the board of health whose term expires, and on 
the board of overseers, William H. Jones, recently elected to the board 
of public works is the retiring member. Frank W. Jcllew is city mes- 
senger. 

Interest also centres in the selection of a president of the city 
council. The contest for this position is a friendly one and appears 
to be between Aldermen Jones and Poole. The republicans control the 
council 8 votes to 7. 

A hot fight is brewing for clerk of committees, John J. Geary the 
present incumbent, being opposed by President Callahan of the city 
council. There is no republican aspirant for this position, and the re- 
‘publican aldermen are expected to divide their support between the two 
democratic candidates. 

While there is not much surface indication of opposition to the 
re-election of tax collector Golden, there is a persistent rumor that 
refuses to down that the republican aldermen elect will have a candidate 
for this office on next Monday. Nobody has as yet publicly announced 
+4 desire to succeed City Treasurer McAvoy, and it looks as though he 
would hold his place without a contest. 

Both the democratic and republican aldermen-elect will caucus 
or at least confer again before the inaugural ceremonies, and the result 
of these conferences may change the whole slate.

He declared that these new fads and fallacies of the politicians if 
adopted would totally change our form of a representative republic 
into a simple democracy giving its power and cc utrol into the hands of 
the” unscrupulous, unskilled, the idle and the vicious, and that the at- 
tack upon our present system of government and the curse of the time 
is the appeal to ignorance and prejudice and was based upon the prin- 
ciple that our Senators could not be trusted.

I 
‘was not alone in my ignorance; some 
very eminent ornithologists have won- 
lered about the matter as well. 

After a five mile pull one hot June 
day I let my boat lle in the shade of 
some lofty cottonwoods that grew on 
the lake shore, while I lay back and 
watched the play of shidows on the 
calm water. 

A splash near by attracted my atten- 
tion, and I looked round to see a moth- 
er wood duck just alighting. There 
was a little one by her side, but I did 
not see how it got there. In a mo- 
ment the old duck rose, circled a few 
times to gnin altitude, and made di- 
rect for a hole in a large dead tree a 
few rods away. The hole was at least 
sixty feet from the ground. The duck 
squeezed her body through the open- 
ing and disappeared. She came back 
in a few moments with a duckling in

Egyptian village life is quaint and in-

structures of sun baked mud, with pos- 
sibly a couple of tiny square holes cut 
in the wall for ventilation. 

Each home consists of a single room, 
absolutely devoid of furniture, one or 
two drinking jars and cooking utensils 
being usually the only articles to be 
geen. The roofs of these hovels are 
thatched with cornstalks, and for some 
unaccountable reason all the house- 
hold rubbish is dumped on the roof! 
For this purpose a ladder may fre- 
quently be seen recliniug against the 
side of the house. From a distance a 
village is apt to look like an immense 
rubbish heap. These vrimitive erec- 
tions are inhabited solely by the fella- 
alin, as Ngyptian peasants are called,

LANDS OF FIRE. 


Yet Iceland and Tierra del Fuago Are 
Glacier Bound Regions. 

It is rather singular that both or 
the “lands ef fire’ are neur the cold 
extremities of the globe—Iceland, far 
to the vorthward, and ‘Tierra del 
Fuego, remotely south 

Iceland, to the eye. seems at first 
glance to be better named by the cold 
appellation. Its glacial fields are not 
only numerous, but in some cases these 
and the connected snow stretches are 
hundreds of square miles In extent. 

But only a little travel into the in- 
terior, suy to the site of the ancient 
Icelandic parliament at Thingvallavatn, 
discloses miles upon miles of such deso- 
lation as ts possible only in a “land of 
fire.” It is a very islund of volcanoes, 
and, while they have been exceedingly 
well behaved for a hundred years or 
so, the great hot springs in tbe neigh- 
borbood of Reykjavik, the capital, in- 
dicate that the subterranean heat, if 
passive, is still very much alive. 

Huge glaciers also mark the “cold 
land of fire’ at the other end of the 
earth. Thus each of the two parts of 
the universe is properly named, wheth- 
er the name be warm or cold.—New 
York Press. 


How Frostbite Comes. 
The first effect of cold on the skin Is 
to contract the tiny vessels that connect 
arteries and veins. Arteries are ves 
sels that take blood from the beart, 
Veins are those that bring blood back 
to the heart, and the connecting ves: 
sels are called capillaries. While these 
little vessels are contracting the skin 
itself becomnes tenser. In a few mo- 
ments or minutes the effects change 
The tiny nerves whose stimulation 
caused coutraction of the capillaries 
fire more or less paralyzed, and the ves: 
sels dilate so the skin gets red. Soon 
the veins are dilated, and the skin be 
comes bluish, Then the nutrient fuid 
in the skin (the lymph) is coagulated, 
and the stretched skin ruptures ot 
“chaps.” If the cold is more severe Its 
action is deeper, and the blood itself 
may be coagulated. This is frostbite.

BRAILE’S BIG WELL. 


tt Would Have Worked Wonders Only 
It Was Never Dug. 

Perhaps the most idiotic of all the 
many idiotic schemes with which Brit- 
ons have been enamored in days gone 
by was that which was known at the 
time as Braile’s big well. M. Braile 
was a Belgian engineer, residing tem

This it was 
proposed to keep under by pumping, 
caissons being used for the purpose of 
further excavation, while the finished 
portion of the shaft was to-be rendered 
watertight by a “jacket” of granite 
set In Portland cement. 

Mad as the scheme was, it found 
plenty of advocates, and a provisional 
bill had been, it was said, actually 
drafted, when the overthrow of the 
government on the franchise question 
was announced, and the whole busi- 
ness was thenceforth consigned to 
a well merited oblivion. — Pearson's 
Weekly.

The screws are of such tiny 
that fifty gross of them may be put 
in a woman's thimble, while of others 
there are a thousand to the 
pound. 

Balances are cut from the solid steel, 
ground down, worked up and drilled 
with their twenty-five screw holes 
apiece at the rate of 100 wheels a day 
from each machine, 

Wheels have their teeth cut, a couple 
of dozen at a time, some with from 
sixty to eighty teeth, at the rate of 
1,200 wheels a day from each machine. 
—Harper'’s Weekly. 

The Physiotype. 

This is an English invention for mak- 
ing pictures by impression of leaves, 
ferns, lace, feathers and various other 
objects. It depends upon the chemical 
action of a fine powder. The object of 
which a representation is to be made 
is placed upon white paper and pressed. 
either by the hand or by other means. 
When the object is removed no impres- 
sion is visible on the paper, but upon 
sprinkling the powder over the paper 
the picture at once appears, sharply de- 
fined, aud remains permanent. Sec- 
tions of wood and designs of coins and 
Medals can thus be represented, and 
the prints can be transferred to litho- 
graphic stone, zine or aluminium, thus 
producing records from which any 
pnumber of copies can be taken,—Chi- 
cago Record-Herald.

Ceremonies in 
Lyceum Hall Today--Mayor Henchey 


Advises Co-operation and Economy 


LARGE AUDIENCE APPLAUDS ADDRESS 


Lyceum Hall was filled this afternoon, when shortly after three o’clock William H. Hen- 
chey took the oath of office, and became mayor of Woburn for the ensuing year. There was a 
fair sprinkling of women in the audience. The ceremonies were simple and impressive, the 
youthful mayor delivering his well balanced inaugural address in a clear, steady tone and when 
he finished he was vigorously applauded. 

At 2:30 o'clock the city council of 1912 held its final meeting, adjourned from last Thurs- 
day, and after referring practically all unfinished business to the incoming city council, the 
customary complimentary votes of thanks to the president, clerk, messenger and other public 
officials were passed. The council then adjourned sine die. 

A few minutes before three o’clock the procession from city hall to Lyceum was formed, 
and the aldermen who had just completed their public duties, accompanied by the aldermen- 
elect, under escort of City Messenger Bellew, marched to the scene of the inaugural. Mayor 
Murray and Mayor-elect Henchey headed the procession. 

Promptly at three o’clock City Clerk McHugh read the vote cast at the recent city election, 
and after announcing the mayoralty vote administered the oath to the mayor-elect. He then 
obligated the aldermen, Alderman McGovern, from ward one who is holding over under the 
charter, sitting with the new council and not being obliged to be sworn. When the city clerk 
had concluded, Reverend Francis G. Russell of St. Charles church invoked the divine blessing, and 
Mayor Henchey began his inaugural address. 

He said that the schools, the library, and the water supply are among the best in the state, 
and he urged that individuals in the city government, and citizens generally co-operate to make 
the city a contented community, of law respecting and law abiding citizens. 

He suggested that the different department heads recognize the great fleed for economy, 
and with the resources at command endeavor to live within the city’s income.

THE WORK OF THE YEAR 1912 


The fiscal year of the library coincides with the calendar year, 
and the balancing of accounts and compilation of statistics provides a 
Some of the facts 
thereby disclosed may be of interest to readers of this column. 


good opportunity for an annual review of our work. 


The home circulation for the year has exceeded 60,000, an average 
of approximately four books to every man, woman and child in the 
city. Registered borrowers to the number of 3884, a little over one 
fourth of the population of the city, have borrowed for home use an 
average of sixteen volumes each. Of this circulation. 19,367 bookg 
were lent from the children’s room from a collection of only {2282 
volumes, a circulation of 8 and 1-2 times for each book. The 'cireula- 
tion of 40,655 from the adult collection of 48,842 books is only .83 for 
ach book. ‘These figures show that the books in the children’s ‘depart- 
ment do over ten times as much work per volume as those in the adult 
While the disparity here is more apparent than real, the 
exhibit shows the very great usefulness of the children’s books. lin’ 
provement in the quality of reading is shown in both departments by 
a relatively greater circulation of non-fietion, the change in this direc- 
tion in the past year amounting to 2600 volumes. 


Seven hundred new borrowers have registered during the year, of 


whom 362 were juvenile, and 350, adults. 


There were added to the library 970 volumes, of whieh 78 were 
given, and 892 purchased, at a total outlay of $ This (is a seant 
allowance with which to serve a population of 15,000. 

[t has been necessary to veto many desirable but expensive books 
to keep the expenditure within the limits of our budget. The greatly 
increased cost of labor and materials affects the library in common with 
other individuals and institutions. Repairs to building and grounds 
naturally become more frequent and urgent with the passing years. 
is fortunate that the library is fairly well supplied with standard books, 
as under present conditions it ean hardly expect to do more than main- 
tain its position in this respect. 

Extension work has been taken up in aw modest way during 1912, 
The opportunities of service in this field are great, and will be culti- 
vated as rapidly as the resources of the library allow. Experimental 
deposits of books in the Johnson and Goodyear schools have shown 
noteworthy results, and the work will be extended. to other outlying 
schools. Suitable collections of books have also been placed in such 
local institutions as the hospital and the Home for Aged Women. 

The 


advancing the usefulness of the library through the institution of this

WRITER CONDEMNS ACTION DUR. 
ING REVOLUTIONARY WAR. 


In Life of John Hancock Lorenzo 
Sears Polnts Out That Decree of 
Banishment Was a More Bit- 
ter Story Than Evangeline. 

If the Tories had seen the crewn tri- 
umph, their treatment of the rebels, 
as they called the Whigs, might have 
been no better than they themselves 
received. The human nature of a sin- 
gle race is not changed by party 
names or the fortune of war. There- 
fore, it is an interesting speculation 
to conjecture what a victorious Tory 
would have done with defeated patri- 
ots. It is safe to say that Samuel 
Adams and John Hancock would have 
been sent to Hngland for trial, if not 
for execution as traitors; but toward 
the people at large there was a grow- 
ing spirit of conciliation as the war 
went on, for reasons which cannot be 
detailed here, 

It is unfortunate that it cannot be 
said with equal truth that as the pa- 
triot cause looked more hopeful, and 
even when independence was assured, 
the hostility toward resident or ban: 
ished loyalists was diminished. Dur 
ing the war every species of intimida. 
tion had been used to bring them into 
the patriot ranks; indignities not usu: 
ally practiced in dignified warfare had 
been thrust upon them. Highty-five 
thousand had been driven into Cana. 
dian exile alone, besides other thous: 
ands who had fled to other British pos- 
sessions, leaving houses and lands, 
business and friends. Confiscation fol. 
lowed exile, with poverty and distress 
in strange and inhospitable regions. 
The Acadian story which excites 
American sympathy has at least the 
mitigating feature of removal south:

main of a chilly goddess with a name 
which, by a singular inversion of 
meaning, and the addition of one let- 
ter, now belongs to a place of fiery 
torment. So the exiles themselves 
used to place in the same _ category 
“Hell, Hull and Halifax.” 

Yet the best terms that Great Bri- 
tain could secure for its loyal colon- 
ists when terms of peace were agreed 
upon were, that congress should “rec- 
ommend leniency to the _ several 
states” in their treatment of Tories. 
For its own part the home govern- 
ment employed as many as it could, 
and for the temporary support of the 
unemployed it expended more than 
$200,000 annually before the end of 
the war. Afterward additional bur- 
dens were ungrudgingly assumed for 
the expatriated; five hundred acres of 
land to each family, building mate- 
rials, tools and even food. In this way 
nearly nine million dollars were spent 
in Canada before 1787. In addition, 
some nineteen million dollars were 
paid for losses of property by the well- 
to-do on their claims for forty mil- 
lions. Among these were governors, 
judges, councillors, commissioners, col- 
lege presidents and clergymen. After 
all that was done for them they were 
dissatisfied and unhappy. In Canada 
they were wretched; in England they 
were disregarded and thrown back up- 
on the companionship of the lower 
classes. There was little left for them 
but to drag out a lonely existence to 
the end of their days.——From “John 
Hancock,” by Lorenzo Sears, 


Lands of Fire. 

It is rather singular that both of 
the “lands of fire’ are near the cold 
extremities of the globe—Iceland, far 
to the northward, and ‘Tierra del 
Fuego, remotely south. Iceland, to 
the eye, seems at first glance to be 
better named by the cold appellation, 
Its glacial fields are not only numer. 
ous, but in some cases these and the 
connected snow stretches are hun- 
dreds of square miles in extent, But 
only a little travel into the interior, 
say to the site of the ancient Icelandic 
Parliament at Thingvallir, discloses 
miles upon miles of such decola 
tion as is possible only in a “land of 
fire.” It is a very islandgof volcanoes, 
and, while they have been exceeding: 
ly well behaved for a hundred years 
or so, the great hot springs in the 
neighborhood of Reykjavik, the capi 
tal, indicate that the subterranean 
heat, if passive, is still very much 
elive. Huge glaciers also mark the 
“eold land of fire’ at the other end 
of the earth. Thus each of the twe 
parts of the universe {1s properly 
pamed, whether the name be warm or

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NEVER WITH RED HAIR 


HISTORY RECORDS NO GREAT 
GENIUS THUS ADORNED, 


Men of Eminence Have Been, but Not 
Those of Genuino and Deathless 
Fame-——As to Beards and 
Ringlets. 

History shows that no great genius 
ever had red hair, Alone among the 
poets of the world was Swinburne, 
whose hair was distinctly reddish, and 
among the great reformers only John 
Bunyan’s hair was really red. The 
simon-pure carrotty head, however, ap- 
pears nowhere linked to world fame. 
The flaxen-haired blonde or the man 
whose hair when an adult is a true 
yellow also remains marled apart ar 
being unlikely to possess genius. 
Should one such be, his only com- 
panion will be Thackeray, whose hair 
{s described as yellow. Mr. Charles 
Kassel has reviewed the biographies 
of most of the eminent people of the 
world’s histories and tabulated his re- 
sults so far as the color of the hair is 

concerned. 


Dark brown to black is the prevail- 
ing hue on the heads of great men. A 
list of fifty names has been compiled 
{n which the color of the hair is given 
by biographers, and 90 per cent. are 
dark brown or black. There is not, 
strange to say, a single mention of 
premature grayness, nor a single case 
of that ashen brown hair known as 
“singed” or “mcuse color.” 

The structure of the hair—whether 
straight or curly—is given in twenty- 
six of Mr. Kassel’s list of geniuses, 
and of these all but four possessed 
curly or wavy hair. It is extremely 
notable that of the remaining, four, 
Napoleon and Andrew Jackson were 
the two remarkable for ‘wiry hair,” 
and that James Russell Lowell and 
jreig were those having lank straight 
hair. The poet's “ringlets” and the 
musician’s shock of hair are by this 
list seen not to be mere accidents, 
but in some strange way are co-ordi- 
nated to their powers and the general 
popular instinct is not at fault. 

The color of beards also arouses 
many points of interest. All the an- 
cient tapestries show Cain and Judas 
Iscariot with yellow or red beards, 
and Pontius Pilate in ancient art al- 
Ways was given a beard. (Being a Ro- 
man of good family, he probably had 
no beard, but those details did not 
trouble the old masters.) A reddish 
beard, however, does not carry the sig- 
nificance that goes with red hair, for 
a large number of eminent men with 
dark brown hatr have had_ reddish 
beards. Sometimes the eyelashes have 
been ruddy, Savonarola, who had al- 
most black hair, having startlingly 
red eyebrows and eyelashes. But, as 
a general rule here also, a silky brown 
beard when accompanied by fine cur 
ling dark-brown hair, is the most 
usual characteristic shown in the 
biographies of those men whose 
names have been handed down to 
fame.—New York World. 


Honorable Career Rewarded. 

Professor Luigi Pagliani, who repre- 
sented the Italian government at the 
Congress of Hygiene and Demogra- 
phy, held in Washington recently, has 
returned home, after studying sanitary 
conditions in several large eastern 
cities. He is professor of hygiene 
and dean of the medical faculty of the 
University of Turin, and was founder 
of the first chair of hygiene in his 
country. While director of the de- 
partment of health, Dr, Pagliani 
stamped out the cholera in the mem- 
orable campaign of 1886-89. In rec 
ognition of his good work the Itallan 
government has awarded him the Mau- 
rizian Order in the grade of command- 
er, and the crown of Italy as a grand 
officer. He {is also an officer of the 
French Legion of Honor, a member 
of the Academy of Medicine of Paris, 
and of the Royal Sanitary Institute 
of London, 


Out of the Past. 

Not long ago, fvom the clay of a 
railway cutting near Spokane, Wash., 
there was taken a Httle bit of vege 
table fiber—the leaf of a gingko tree 
which must have flourished something 
like 100,000 years ago. There are 
fossils of even greater age, of course, 
but this leaf 1s still a leaf, not a mere 
imprint in stone; and it is undoubt 
edly the oldest known bit of vegetable 
matter in the world.

{ts only surviving rglative is the ging. 
ko tree of Japan. Its appearance at 
the point where it was found proves 
to geologists that it grew and fel) 
when the Cascade and Coast Range

With 
the lady managing a fiery, fuming 
Samovar and her lord smoking innu- 
merable cigarettes, with perhaps a vis- 
itor to help, one can easily imagine— 
not forgetting the hermetically sealed 
windows—the atmosphere in which 
some worthy Russians go to bed.”

MOLTKE ACCEPTED THE FEE 


Occasion When Great, Though Tacl- 
turn German Soldier, ust Have 
Felt Like Laughing. 

Sidney Whitman's book, “German 
Memories,” 18 full of interesting 
fttories about Prussian statesmen, sol- 
diers, artists and writers. Here are 

two: 

“Moltke pald repeated visits to his 
nephew's villa, and it was there that 
a droll incident occurred under the 
chestnut trees of the picturesque gar- 
den. One day a stranger looking over 
the garden railing saw an old man, 
whose well worn straw hat seemed 
to betoken the gardener. ‘They say 
that Moltke is on a visit here, Could 
you tell me, sir, whether it might be 
possible to catch sight of him?’ The 
old man replied that if the gentleman 
would come again in the course of 
the afternoon he might perhaps see 
Moltke in the garden. In his joy the 
stranger tendered a mark to the com- 
municative ‘gardener,’ who promptly 
pocketed {tg The stranger's conster- 
nation may well be imagined when on 
his return in the afternoon he be- 
held the identical old ‘gardener’ walk- 
ing arm in arm with Major von Burt. 
Moltke waved a greeting, and with 
a smile called out to him: ‘I have 
still got your mark.’ 

“Any one who happened to be in 
Berlin at the beginning of the ‘808 
and was in the habit of riding in the 
tramcar from the Brandenburg gate 
to Charlottenburg between six and 
eight o'clock of an evening might 
often have noticed an elderly gentle- 
man of striking appearance among the 
passengers, He was of medium height, 
of slight figure, his face clean shaven 
and full of wrinkles, set off by a head 
full of long silvery hair. A pair of 
dark, {lluminatingly expressive eyes 
peered through his spectacles. On en- 
tering the tram he always looked out 
for a seat near the lamp at the back 
of the car, and,invariably succeeded in 
obtaining it. Thereupon the old gen- 
tleman would draw a newspaper from 
his pocket and soon be engrossed in 
{ts contents, notwithstanding the dim- 
ness of the light. When the tramcar 
stopped at Charlottenburg he _ had 
generally finished reading. He would 
get up and hurry to the March Strasse, 
in which his unpretentious house 
stood. This was Theodor Mommsen, 
the renowned historian of ‘Ancient 
Rome.’” 


Victimilzed French Government. 

The European spy mania {is likely to 
reach the reductio ad absurdum if 
there are many imitators of the in- 
genuity of a certain Herr Glitch, who 
has succeeded in victimizing the 
French government to the tune of sey: 
eral thousand dollars. The resource- 
ful Glitch has a considerable knowl- 
edge of military tactics, sufficient to 
enable him to prepare an assortment 
of plans for the invasion of the French 
frontier and to give them the neces- 
sary professional tint. These he sent 
to the French government with a 
hard luck letter about gambling debts 
and the pressing need for money. By 
return mail came a letter enclosing 
$5,000 in bank notes and a request for 
as much more of the same kind of in- 
formation as could be _ procured. 
Glitch put the money in his pocket 
and laughed. Moreover, he told every 
one why he was laughing, so that they 
also might laugh. But there were no 
corresponding sounds of revelry from 
Paris, 


Changes In Faces of Cards. 

Faces of playing cards as printed 
today date from the middle of the sev- 
enteenth century, at which time the 
portraits were becoming conventional- 
ized. In France they underwent a 
number of changes, between the time 
when Louis XVI, was beheaded until 
the fall of the second empire, Then 
republican cards were again devised. 
Their inventors tried in each suit 
to symbolize one of the great repub- 
lics of the world—the Roman, Ameri- 
can, Swiss and French being those 
most usually selected. The symbolic 
figure of each republic became the 
queen of the suit; its great hero be- 
came the king, while the jacks were 
secondary heroes, and the aces show- 
ed historic pictures. It is from this 
time that dates the card in which 
the American republic was the spade 
sult and George Washington's portrait 
appeared in place of the king, 


Overcoming Insomnia, 

One hears frequent complaints of 
insomnia from persons who tell in 
the next breath that they have slept 
from four to five hours but who think 
that in order to maintain perfect 
health eight or nine hours of sleep 
are necessary. As a matter of fact, 
there are periods in everyone's life 
when health is so abundant that five 
hours, and, in exceptional cases, four 
hours sleep are ample. Persons who 
sleep for five hours and no longer 
are not suffering from insomnia, They 
are enjoying exceptional bodily health 

But the entire five hours must be 
devoted to a sound sleep, or other. 
wise the body will not be sufficiently 
rested,

WEDDING DAY 


PENALTY OF $350 IMPOSED | EDITOR AND MRS. CHARLES 


FOR DRIVING AUTO RECK- 
LESSLY UN. WILMINGTON 


Ralph Dunslow of Everett was 
finned $50 by Judge Johnson this 
morning for recklessly operating 
an automobile while under the in- 
fluence of liquor. 

Dunslow was prosecuted by 
Chief of Police Hill of Wilmington 
and Edward N. Eames, Chairman 
of the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men, Albert Butters, Leon South- 
made, and Edward Haskell, all of 
Wilmington, testified against the 
defendant. Dunslow pleaded guilty, 

According to the stories told by 
the Wiknington citizens, who were 
witnesses, it developed that at 
about 4.15 o’clock last Monday 
afternoon, Dunslow while driving 
his machine by Hart’s Crossing, 
at the junction of Main street and 
Middlesex avenue, Wilmington at 
a terrific rate of speed, lost all con- 
trol of the auto, ran up onto the 
sidewalk, and struck a telegraph 
pole with great force, smashing 
one of the hind wheels, and dis- 
abling the machine. Witnesses to 
the accident said that it was ex- 
tremely fortunate that no teams or 
persons happened to be in the path 
of the flying auto or a bad acci- 
dent, that surely must result in 
loss ef life would be inevetable. 
All the witnesses said that Duns- 
low ‘was under the influence of 
liquor, and he admitted that he 
was intoxicated. He said that he 
had not taken much liquor but 
that before leaving Lowell for his 
return trip, he did drink some, and 
the liquor had affected him. He 
offered no defence beyond that he 
had never been arrested before. 

Judge Johnson before pronoun- 
cing sentence, lectured the defend- 
ant severely on the serious nature 
of the offenc> he was being tried 
for. The Judge enumerated the 
many possibilities of fatal acci- 
dent, wheu an operator under the 
influence of intoxicating liquors 
drives a machine along the public 
highway, at the rate of speed Dens- 
low was going. He warned 
Dunslow that he was going to let 
him off with a fine of $50 because 
of his good record, and because 
Dunslow’s employer, who had 
beeu in conference with the court, 
han spoken highly of his reputa- 
tion and character. The maxi- 
mum penalty for the offences with 
which Dunslow was charged is a 


fine not exceeding $200, or impris- 
onment in the house of correction 


for 6 months, or both. 

Dunslow, besides the fine of $50, 
suffers the loss of his chauffeurs 
license, as the statutes provide that 
the action of court in finding 
gutlty and penalizing the driver 
of an automobile for such offenses, 
automatically revokes the license.

At a height of 215 feet above Clear 
creek in Virginia stands the famous 
| Saba bridge known all over. the 
world. Built of solid rock forty feet 
thick, it spans the creek.

Smoke Abatement In Scotland. 

The gas and electrical departments 
of a corporation in Glasgow, Scotland, 
are competing keenly in the exhibi- 
tion of appliances for the reduction of 
smoke from furnaces and Kitchen 
ranges. The electricity department 
has a complete electrically fitted res- 
taurant, where all the cooking, the 
kitchen work, the cleaning, the heat- 
ing and the lighting are effected by 
electric current. The gas department 
has a “gas equipped house,” in which 
all the cooking and heating is done by 
gas fires, as well as many of the oth- 
er operations in connection with house- 
keeping, and in which all the lighting 
is obtained from incandescent gas 
burners of different types. The cor- 
poration is encouraging the reduction 
of smoke, not only by holding these 
periodical exhibitions, but also by 
lending gas cookers free to all the 
citizens. It has loaned 37,000 of these 
cookers since March 1. It is also 
supplying gas fires, and the demand 
for these has been so great that it 
cannot be met without considerable 
delay.

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EARLY DAYS OF YALE 


— 


WHEN THE FAMOUS COLLEGE 
WAS IN ¢TS INFANCY, 


Wonderful Changes Have Been Made, 
as the World Moved On—Athietic 
Fleld a Thing Unknown to 
tho Founders. 


On Saturday, November, 23, at New 
Haven, the Yale and Harvard football 
giadiators matched ‘their wits and 
stamina in a struggle for victory be- 
fore forty thousand persons of both 
sexes waving flags and shouting at 
the top of their lungs. It is a pity 
that Dr. David F. Atwater of Spring: 
fleld, the oldest living graduate of 
Yale, class of 1839, could not see the 
performance, for there was nothing 
like it in his days at college. The 
spectacle would be too strenuous fur 
the old gentleman, however, and as 
for getting to the fleld of battle and 
returning safely to his home without 
physical hurt or mental collapse, it Is 
not to be thought of as feasible at his 
age. Football as a visual diversion is 
a game for youth and for vigorous 
middle life. 

When Dr. Atwater was at New Hav- 
en the students were not athietic. 
What they spent on college sports 
would scarcely have filled a blind 
man’s cup with coppers. The doctor 
remembers a gymnasium, but it was 
very small, the apparatus was meager, 
and the students made little uso of it, 
One does not have to go further back 
than the late seventies at Harvard to 
remember that the gymnasium of that 
comparatively modern day was a cir- 
cular brick building not much Jarger 
than a prosperous farmer’s smoke- 
house; ridiculously primitive and in- 
adequate was the equipment accord: 
ing to latter day notions, and the su- 
perintendent was a stout gray little 
man who could spar and fence a bit, 
but that was about all. 

To return to Yale in 1834-39, physi!- 
cal prowess seems to have been de- 
manded only when “town” and “gown” 
fought together, and brvte strength 
was then more in evidence than skill 
in boxing and wrestling. The college 
leader in such affrays was known as 
Major Bully, the biggest and sturdiest 
man in his class, according to Dr. 
Atwater. Yale men were mpch given 
to debating and literary expression. 
“Linonia,” “Brothers in Unity” and 
“Calliope,” were some of the societies 
equipped with libraries and bristling 
with logicians, the rivalry between 
these organizations being intense. 
Amusements of any kind were limited, 
and from our point of view they were 
tame enough. The New Haven & 
Hartford railroad had not been built 
when freshman Atwater entered col- 
lege; so there was no running down 
to New York to see the sights and to 
dissipate. The stage coach and the 
canal to Northampton afforded the 
only means of transportation. Pro- 
fessor Benjamin Silliman was arguing 
that it would never be possible to 
build steamships powerful enough to 
cross the Atlantic. 

The college buildings then consist- 
ed of a row of brick dormitories, a 
plain chapel, an atheneum and lyceum 
building in which the recitations were 


held; round them all ran the old 
wooden “Yale“fence.” Entrance ex- 


aminations were oral and exclusively 
classical. Flint and tinder supplied 
ignition; imported friction matches, 
few in number, were regarded as dan- 
gerous. Dr. Atwater remembers a 
tremendous demonstration of livery 
stable men against the projected New 
Haven & Hartford railroad becauso 
{t would injure their business. Such 
was Yale in the old days in the mem- 
ory of an alumnus still living —New 
York Sun. 


Possum Paradise. 
Loris is the native heath of the 


opossum, Nowhere else does he 
abound so plentifully or thrive s0 
well. It is here that the Georgia peo- 


ple get their fine specimens when they 
wish to entertain President Taft at a 
possum dinner. Folks come from 
North Carolina here to hunt them, 
and our market supplies Delmonico’s 
and St. Regis and many other famous 
caravansaries. 

As the canvasback duck and the dia- 
mondback terrapin are to Baltimore, 
680 is the possum to Loris. The Mary- 
land duck feeds on wild celery, which 
grows on the flats of the headwaters 
of the Chesapeake bay. It is this that 
gives them thelr fine flavor, just as 
peanuts and acorns flavor the razor- 
back hog and produce the Smithficld 
ham, 

Tho Loris possum feeds on chick 
ens, nice young fat chickens, such as 
only Loris has, and many of them are 
from the postmaster’s private crop.— 
Loris News.

STATE BUREAU OF 
STATISTICS 


The Civil Service Commission 
has sent out notices of an examina- 
tion for special agent in the State 
Bureau of Statistics to be held 
February 6. Following is the text: 

“A competitive examination for 
Special Agent (male), in the State 
Bureau of Statistics, salary, $1,200 

per year, will be held on February 
6, 19138. From the eligible list 
established by this examination, 
names will be certified to fill two 
vacancies, and others as they occur. 

To be eligible for this'position one 
should have had practical experi- 
ence in the collection and correla- 
tion of statistical data, and he 
should also be capable of preparing 
the results of investigations in the 
form of written reports. 

The examination will consist of 
a test in statistics, including the 
practical handling of statistics as 
outlined above; arithmetic, 
handwriting, accuracy, spelling, 
and a sworn statement of training 
and experience. 

For one of these vacancies special 
aptitude is sought in securing and 
handling data pertaining to labor 
problems; for the other vacancy, 
special aptitude in securing and 
handling data pertaining to manu- 
facturing industries. In each case 
the examination will be framed to | 
test such aptitude. Hach appli- 
cant may elect to take whichever 
of the two examinations he desires. | 

Men desiring to take this exam- 
ination may secure application | 
blanks by applying, in person or 
by letter, at the office of the Civil 
Service Commission, Room 182, 
State House, Boston, Mass. 

Applications may be filed at any 
time; but in order to appear at 
this examination, the application 
paper must be filled out and placed 
on file in the office of this Com- 
mission on or before January 30,

MONTVALE VETERAN 
DIED YESTERDAY 


JAMES COGAN, OLD TIME 
SETTLER PASSES AWAY 


James Cogan, one of the oldest, 
Irish residents of Woburn, if not 
the oldest, passed away shortly be- 
fore three o’clock yesterday after- 
noon at his home, 75 Washington 
street. He has been ill for a long 
time, suffering for years from the 
effect of a bullet wound he received 
during the war of the rebellion, 
which contributed greatly to his 
failing health, but he has been 
confined to his bed for only two 
weeks. 

James Cogan was born in the 
County Monaghan, Ireland on 
April 15, 1844, and came to this 
country at the age of 7 years. “He 
came direct to Woburn, and has 
made Wobnrn his home ever since, 
being indeed one of the pioneer 
Irish settlers of this city. 

He followed the shoe business 
for a livelihood, working up to 
about 20 years ago for the shoe 
firm of P. Cogan & Sons of Stone- 
ham. For the past 20 years he has 
not been physically able to do 
much laborious work. 

Mr. Cogan has been honored to 
a great extent in public and social 
life by his fellow townsmen, and 
could undoubtedly have attained 
higher and more important  posi- 
tions if he so desired. 

He was of a retiring, conserva- 
tive nature, and never sought 
office of any kind, but on a few 
occasions has accepred positions 
pertaining to the needs of the 
Montvale’ district; when urged to 
do so by his legion of friends. 

He enlisted at the outbreak of 
the war of the rebellion,from Stone- 
ham in Co.D,33d Mass.,and served 
throughout, being badly wounded 
in the leg, the damaging effect of 
the bullet wound being a source of 
great inconvenience to him up to 
the hour of his death. When the 
war was ended he was honorably 
discharged, and returned to his 
Montvale home, resuming his work 
in the shoe shop which he had 
abandoned in order to go to the 
front to aid his adopted country in 
its hour of need. Since then Mr. 
Cogan has been President of Div. 
18, A. O. H. being the first Presi- 
dent of that organization, and held 
the office for a number of years, 
retiring voluntarily. 

He also had the distinetion of 
being the first warden to be ap- 
pointed in ward 5, and has held the 
position ever since Woburn became 
a eity, with the exception of one 
year. He acted as warden in the 
recent elections, 

He was assistant 
long time, and was sexton of St. 
Joseph’s church for a period of 
of years.

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INAUGURALS THAT INAUGURATE 


There are, to quote the well known formula of the Gld Farmer’s 
Almanac, “about this time’ so many inaugural messages that are abso- 
lutely colorlessand invertebrate, a perfunctory jumble of trite sugar- 
coated phrases, “full of sound signifying nothing” ,inflicted upon a long- 
suffering and miraculously-patient public, that anything which savors 
of the unusual is an exception, and is decidedly refreshing. 

Mayor Duane of Waltham set people thinking, and won a front 
page prominence and notoriety in cosmopolitan newspapers by advo- 
eating changes in the ordinances of the Watch City that would permit 
him to name two women for membership on municipal boards, at equal 
compensation with men, where the women candidates in question as 
subordinates had performe d the work of men for a long term of years, 
and were better acquainted with the duties and demands of the posi- 
tions than any male resident of the city. The mayor of Waltham had 
something to say, and said it. Whether you agree with him or not, 
the fact remains that he inaugurated something in his inaugural, and 
showed that he possesses the courage of his convictions and the quality 
of initiative. + 

Mayor Foster of Gloucester is another example of the municipal 
executive who has infused good red blood into hisinaugural and made it 
mean something. After reciting the city’s financial eondition, and 
pointing to the greatly reduced borrowing capacity, he says: “Here is a 
warning that we must readjust our financial resources to our business 
or our needs to our resources. The public naturally clamors for 
improvements but offers no new way of increasing revenues, and 
quick to quarrel with any increase of valuation or tax rate.” 

And then he tells the people of Gloucester how he proposes to 
meet the situation, and this is what lifts his inaugural out of the rut of 
the commonplace, and clothes it with significance. He says:— 

“Under these perplexing conditions, wise council is imperative. I 
have, therefore, conceived the idea that as this is a business problem, 
it ought to be handled by men who are at once public-spirited, pro- 
gressive and more or less expert in dealing with similar problems in 
their own business life. Following this thought, I have deemed it ad- 
visable to invite a committee to be known as “lhe Advisory Commit- 
tee,’ to serve without pay, whose duties will be: 

“To examine the financialcondition of the City and make such sugges- 
tions and recommendations to the mayor and council, concerning the 
same, as it shall consider wise and for the best interest of the city. 

“To suggest and advise the mayor and council concerning all 
matters relating to permanent improvements, and such other matters 
as the mayor and council may from time to time refer to the commit- 
tee for consideration. 

“To examine the manner or mcthod in which the business of the 
city is conducted, and to advise and suggest such changes, if any, as it 
shall deem expedient, and for the welfare of the city.” 

Mayor Foster told the people of Gloucester whom he had selected, 
twenty-four in all, and said their names were a guarantee of intelligent, 
non-partisan action, and he added what may be called the gem utter- 
ance in the message: “It is my plan not to direet this committee, but in 
the main to be directed by the committee.” 

It is a pleasure to note these two oases in the desert of platitudin- 
ous mayoralty utterances. ‘They show that in two cities of the Com- 
monwealth at least, it is understood that an inaugural is a formal state- 
ment of what is to be inaugurated, and not a parrot-like repetition of 
namby-pamby generalities.

The promoters of the society became disgusted and alarmed 
at the vulgarity and profanity which was heard issuing from the 
mouths of young people and the idea is to bring the boys and girls 
(mainly of course the former) to a serious consideration of the feol- 
ishness and wickedness of this awful habit, taken up and indulged in 
often, perhaps generally, through utter thoughtlessness. ‘The result 
of any thought on the subject would inevitably be the abandonment 
of the practice. 

The plan is simple and might well be adopted in Woburn. There 
is need enough of it--no more here possibly than in any other town of 
mixed population, but still crying need. Really, the language which 
greets the ears coming from youthful lips, often from boys not yet in 
their tecns, is frequently appalling. It is uttered in a hardened and 
sophisticated way, as though it were a necessary commonplace, In- 
stances are too familiar and frequent and too vile, in most cases, to 
bear repeating. But take these words heard on Main street the other 
morning from one of a group of boys on the way to the high school 
with their books They seemed to be talking in a casual way and 
making comment on some one not of their number, As the group

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passed a corner one of them ripped out this language, “The = fool 
turned and ran like —“whereupon they all laughed. Both the of- 
fender and his companions were apparently uueconscious of the wick- 
edness of the remark. It was merely, in their minds, a forcible way

The young people, sad to say, hear this style of talk from their 
elders who employ it freely on our streets, but the latter are hard to 
reach and reform and that is another atory, However, can’t we at- 
tract the attention of our youth to the enormity of this offence 
against decency and God and man?

Goats Used as Fire Preventers. 

California forest fire fighters have 
hit on a practical idea to prevent the 
spread of conflagrations. In their 
primeval forests when a fire has once 
started it is Mable to devastate enor- 
mous tracts of country, and so the 
fire fighters make huge clearings—or 
breaks, as they are locally termed— 
en the possible line of fires. These 
breaks, which are fifty feet wide or so, 
according to the height of the forests, 
are, however, rapidly filled with new 
vegetation, and so to keep it from de. 
6troying the usefulness of the fire 
breaks, thousands of goats are being 
pastured free of charge by the goy- 
ernment in order to keep down the 
growth of weeds and brush. Goats 
will perform this service while pick- 
ing up a living, thus saving the 
forest service much money every 
year, which would otherwise go to 
gangs of men armed with hoes and 
other weed exterminators. Such small 
growths are a serious menace in case 
of forest fires, as during the dry sea- 
son they will carry the flames right 
across the barrier designed to check 
them, and then no one knows what 
will happen. 


Crystals of Vitality Save Lives. 

About ten years ago a Japanese re 
searcher, Takamine, in the laboratory 
of Columbia university, made the dis- 
covery that a certain substange, se 
creted by a gland of the ox or sheep, 
when injected into the blood of other 
animals, had the power of greatly in- 
creasing their blood pressure and con- 
sequently their vitality. He called this 
substance adrenalin and succeeded in 
refining it to light yellow crystals, 
When the suprarenal glands which se- 
crete this substance were removed by 
an operation from the living animals, 
they invariably died, showing that it 
was necessary to the life of the ani- 
mals. However, only small quantities 
are needed by the animal, and hence 
but little is secreted by the glands, 
and then only in very weak condition, 
being mixed with other substances. 
The crystals are pure and have ex- 
tremely great power. One part of the 
adrenalin dissolved in 100,000 parts of 
water is strong and capable of per-

James Cogan, one of the oldest, 
Irish residents of Woburn, if not 
the oldest, passed away shortly be- 
fore three o’clock Friday  after- 
noon at his home, 75 Washington 
street. He had been ill for along 
time, suffering for years from the 
effect of a bullet wound he received 
during the war of the rebellion, 
which contributed greatly to his 
failing health, but he had been 
confined to his bed for only two 
weeks, 

James Cogan was born in the 
County Monaghan, Ireland, on 
April. 15, 18449 and came to this 
country at the age of 7 years. He 
came direct to Woburn, and has 
made Wobnrn his home ever since, 
being indeed one of the pioneer 
Trish settlers of this city. 

He followed the shoe 
for a livelihood, working up _ to 
about 20 years ago for the shoe 
firm of P. Cogan & Sons of Stone- 
ham. For the past 20 years he has 
not been physically able to do 
much laborious work. 

Mr. Cogan has been honored to 
a great extent in public and social 
life by his fellow townsmen, and 
could undoubtedly have attained

higher and more important posi- 
tions if he so desired. 

He was of a retiring, conserva- 
tive nature, and never sought 
office of any kind, but on a few 
occasions has accepted positions 
pertaining to the needs of the 
Montvale district, when urged to 
do so by his legion of friends. 

He enlisted at the outbreak of 
the war of the rebellion,from Stone- | 
ham in Co.D,33d Mass.,and served 
throughout, being badly wounded 
in the leg, the damaging effect of 
the bullet wound being a source of 
great inconvenience to him up to 
the hour of his death. When the 
war was ended he was honorably 
discharged and:returned to his 
Montvale home, resuming his work 
in the shoe shop which he had 
abandoned in order to go to the 
front to aid his adopted country in 
its hour of need. Since then Mr. 
Cogan has been President of Div. 
18, A. O. H. being the first Presi- 
dent of that organization, and held 
the office for a number of years, 
retiring voluntarily. He was for 
more than 80 years a member of 
the Woburn fire department. 

He also had the distinction of 
being the first warden to be ap- 
pointed in ward 5, and has held the 
position ever since Woburn became 
a city, with the exception of one 
He acted as warden in the 
recent elections. 

He was assistant assessor for a 
long time, and was sexton of St. 
Joseph’s church for a period of 
of years. 

He married Miss Eliza Coveney, 
who with two sons and four 
sisters survive him. The sons are 
James of Stoneham, and William 
of Montvale, and the sisters, Mrs.

Those who suggest the operation of express cars on the same. tracks 
with cars that make every stop, apparently fail to realize that, although 
the express car would not stop to leave passengers, it would, neverthe- 
less, be obliged to stop every time a local car ahead of it stopped, ii the 


two were close together. Assuming that an average stop requires 


about fifteen seconds, if is apparent that an express car would over- 
take a local car starting twenty-seven seconds ahead of it, at its second 
stop, and would thereatter proceed only as rapidly as the local car pro- 
ceeded, it is therefore obvious that there would be no gain in run- 
ning cars on the longer lines as express cars in accordance with the 
often made suggestion.” 


All of which is logical and comprehensible to the most 
patron of the street railway system, but is not a logical or satisfactory 
solution of the conditions which confront the patrons of the railway 
whose destination the “point midway in the run,” It 
is not so mucha question of “express” the running 
time, although this is devoutly to be 
convenience which it should be the purpose of the 
railway to furnish its patrons who pay for the privilege riding 
on its cars, considerations to which the railroad management ap- 
parently gives but little thought.

SPAIN CERTAINLY THE LAND OF 
RECORD COURTSHIPS. 


It Is Nothing for a Couple in That 
Country to Remain Engaged for 
Ten Years Before Their 
Marriage. 


Spain might be termed the land ot 
deliberation, for nothing—especially 
in the case of courtship and marriage 
—is done in haste. Indeed, in the 
country towns of Andalusia, a sudden 
marriage creates great surprise, for, 
as a Spanish writer says, ‘there is 
nothing in which procrastination is 
carried so far in Andalusia as in the 
matter of engagements.” 

The Andalusian peasant considers 


well the step he is about to take, and | 


this consideration is a very pleasant 
way of killing time, and time is of but 
little value in the south of Spain. It is 
quite a common thing for a man to be 
engaged ten years. There is also a 
monetary consideration to be taken 
into account, the marriage fee in 
Spain being a high one, $7 or $8.

If he gives it a party is 
given to celebrate the engagement, at 
which they drink aguardiente and eat 
cakes. Girls are never allowed to 
walk out with their sweethearts.

QUUHBE GF WATER 


Artesian Variety Comes From 
Molten Streams. 


Australian Chemist Gives Reason for 
His Bellef—He Makes Discoveries 
That Prove of Value to Culti- 
vators of Land. 


Sydney, N. S. W.—One of tbe most 
remarkable features of Australian ge- 
ography is the presence of vast un- 
derground seas which cover enor- 
mous areas in Queensland and New 
South Wales, the smaller ones in Vic- 
toria, and along the extreme western 
coast. The problems connected with 
their origin, constitution and distribu- 
tion are among the most interesting 
known to science, while there seems 
s0me ground for the claim that our 
great artesian system, with all its 
mineral contents, promises to be of 
more value to Australia than all her 
other mineral resources combined. 

R. Symmonds, a chemist attached to 
the public works department of New 
South Wales, who has made this sub- 
ject his own, hag just had a book pub- 
lished by the department which is 
full of original research and startling 
conclusions and in which he deals ex- 
haustively with the whole question 
from every point of view. He dif- 
fers entirely from the recent inter- 
state conference on artesian waters, 
which unhesgitatingly pronounced in 
favor of the meteoric origin of the 
water, i. e., that is, that the rainfall 
has percolated the porous beds under 
the influence of hydraulic conditions. 
The diminished flow in many of the 
wells, which has been so frequently 
noted of late, was attributed by the 
conference to the continual draining 
of the supply by the wells, which have 
been put down in much greater num- 
ber of late years, and, therefore, they 
recommended that some of them 


On the other hand, Mr. Symmonds 
holds that the supply is plutonic, or, 
in other words, that it comes from 
the molten lavas in the interior of the 
earth. It appears that when acrys- 
talline rock like granite is heated to 
redness in vacuo enormous volumes 
of gas and vapor are given off, which 
accounts for a great deal of volcanic 
action, for the presence of the large 
amount of gas found in artesian wa- 
ter, and apparently for much of the 
water itself. The fact that there is 
very little common salt and other 
chlorine compounds in the artesia 
waters at the lower levels, the amount 
diminishing with the depth, is regard- 
ed as strongly supporting the plutonic 
origin, as, if it were meteoric, the wa- 


ter would absorb more instead of 
less salt in its Passage through 
the soil. 


Several other facts are adduced in 
support of the conclusion that the ar- 
teslan waters have been expelled in 
a state of vapor from molten masses 
of rock in the interior of the earth, 
such as the’ high temperatures of 
much of the deeper water, the large 
quantities of gas imprisoned therein, 
the ascent of the water, which is so 
noticeable a feature in connection 
with the bores, being attributed by 
Mr. Symmonds to the presence of the 
gas and its expansive force. 

The complete absence of chlorine 
from the hot water encountered dur- 
ing the excayation of the Simplon tun: 
nel is now accepted, Bays Prof. 
Gregory, as proof that such water 
came from a plutonic, and could not 
have come from a meteoric source. 

Several most interesting discoveries 
have been made in connection with 
the artesian waters of recent years, 
One was that the constituent elements 
in some of the higher and lower ley: 
els in the same well differ very con- 
siderably, the former being generally 
injurious and the latter beneficial to 
vegetablo growth. The injurious ef. 
fects of the higher level waters are 
attributed to an alkali which com. 
bines wtih clay to form a substance 
known as a diffilusible colloid, which 
expands in soil treated with these 
waters, blocks the pores and renders 
the soil unfit for agriculture. Hence 
the bad reputation of artesian waters 
as an irrigant for agricultural pur: 
poses. But this diffleulty can be 
overcome by constructing the wells tn 
such a way as to enable the beneficial 
waters at the lower depth to be tap: 
ped to the exclusion of the injurious 
ones at the upper level,

“Mechanical Horse’ Used Abroad. 

A real ‘mechanical horse” is being 
experimented with abroad. It is a 
“tractor,” that is easily hitched to any 
horse-drawn vehicle, just as a team of 
horses may be, and combines all the 
advantages of the horse with those ot 
the auto truck at an exceedingly low 
price. The outfit comprises a steel 
bar and coupler and sprocket wheels 
designed to be attached to the wheels 
and tongue of the wagon. There is 
only one wheel on the “horse,” and 
that is at the front, the most of the 
Support for the tractor depending 
upon the front wagon wheels by which 
it is driven. The engine, mounted un- 
der the front hood as in an automo- 
bile, is of forty or fifty horsepower, 
and drives the wagon at a speed of 
from eight to thirty miles an hour, the 
latter speed only being used when it 
is designed for fire engine service, 
The front wheel is used to steer by, 
and it allows a turn being made at an 
angle of eighty-five degrees, thus giv: 
{ng remarkable turning ability in nar. 
row streets. One of the greatest ad 
vantages of the “mechanical horse" 
is the fact that it may be kept con: 
stantly at work while unloading or 
loading is going on.

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GIANT TREES ARE FOUND 


Centuries Old, Several Hundred Feet 
High and Growing In Little Ex- 
plored Canyon. 


Hood River, Ore.—‘In the forest 
reserve between the headwaters of the 
west fork of Hood river and the 
Bull Run lake are some large trees, 
bigger than any I have ever seen 
anywhere else in the northwest,” said 
George T. Prather, a pioneer news: 
paper man and orchardist of the Hood 
River valley. 

“My attention was first called to the 
giants of the forest about fifteen years 
ago by L. Ferdinand Floss of Latour- 
elle, who made a visit every summer 
to the northwest base of Mount Hood. 
Mr, Floss at that time had a com- 
munication in the Oregonian relative 
to the trees.” 

The trees are said to be several hun- 
dred feet bigh and to stand on the! 
flat of a hidden canyon. Steep bluffs 
on either hand shut in the gorge in 
which they rear themselves, and this 
reason is given for failure 
who fish in the Lost Lake distriet 
to have found the trees. There are 
two species of the great trees. 

One has a yellowish and not very 
rough bark. and is straight and as 
round as a candle. It has no limbs 
to a great height, and has a beautiful 
crown. The second species is cedar.

Village Life in Egypt. 

FPeyptian village life is quaint and 
interesting, says the Wide World Mag- 
azine. The houses are crude, one-sto- 
ried structures of sun-baked mud, with 
possibly a couple of tiny square holes 
cut in the wall for ventilation. Bach 
home consists of a single room, abso 
lutely devoid of furniture, one or twa 
drinking jars and cooking utensils be. 
ing usually the only articles to be 
seen. The roofs of these hovels are 
thatched with cornstalks, and for 
some unaccountable reason all the 
household rubbish is dumped on the 
roof! For this purpose a ladder may 
frequently be seen reclining against 
the side of the house. From a dis: 
tance a village is apt to look like an 
immense fubbish heap. These primi 
tive erections are inhabitated solely 
by the fellaheen, as Bgyptian peas: 
ants are called. 

In some of the Arab villages the ar. 
rangements for sleeping are even 
more unconventional. Huge cup-like 
structures made of mud, are built out 
in the open, away from the houses, 
and into these the babies are frequent 
ly placed during the day, and often the 
entire family sleep in them at night 
The idea is to escape the numerous 
snakes and scorpions which abound 
during the great heat of the summer.

In School. 

Paris.—France now has an Official 
cook with the title of professor of 
cooking at the National School of Ag- 
ricultural and Housekeeping Instruc- 
tion at Grignon. A title worthy of 
even a German business card, is the 
comment of the French newspapers. 

This new chair of cooking is the 
idea of M. Pams, minister of agricul- 
turs. The examinations, held on No- 
vember 11, in order to choose the 
bearer of this momentous title, con- 
sisted of competitions in all branches, 
cooking, the making of soups, sauces 
and other accessories, cutting and 
cooking meat, game, fish, vegetables, 
entries, patties, entremets, pastry, 
fruit and vegetable preserves\and the 
making of cakes and desserts. 

Those who took part in the compe- 
tition were requested to get up a 
luncheon, the menu of which was 
chosen before the examination by the 
jury. The concurrents aso had to 
prepare preserves and give a lesson 
before the students of the school. All 
candidates who presented themselves 
had to be between the ages of 25 and 
40 atid conform to many other require- 
ments, such as being able to show 
their birth certificates, a certificate 
showing their French nationality and 
also what previous experience they 
had

MME. BLOCH FREED BY court |; 


French Novelist, Who Killed Amert- 
can Woman for Wrecking Home, 
Acqultted, 

Paris.~. Mme, Bloch, a noveliat, who 
on July 31, last, shot and killed Mrs. 
Minnie Bridgeman, wife of James 4. 
Bridgeman, an employe of the Paris 
branch of an American life insurance 
company, was acquitted in the assize 
court here of the charge of homicide. 
The tragedy was the outcome of an 
attachment between Mme, Bloch’s 
husband and Mrs. Bridgeman, the lat 
ter a daughter of Henry Berhard of 
Milwaukee, The acquittal of the de- 
fendant had been said by her lawyers 
to be virtually a foregone conclusion 
owing to the circumstances under 

which the crime was committed, 

The jury quickly brought in its ver- 
dict of acquittal, but the accused wom- 
an was ordered to pay one franc dam- 
ages in connection with the civil ac- 
tion of which the shooting was the 
basis. 

“Mrs. Bridgeman betrayed me and 
robbed both of my husband and of my 
home, So I killed her.” This was the 
defense set up by Mme, Bloch. 

Several dramatic incidents marked 
the trial. At one moment the presi- 
dent of the court, Judge Bertulus, de- 
nounced Mme, Bloch’s husband, say: 
ing: ‘ 

“Your conduct in this affair is un- 
pardonable,” 

Mme, Bloch was accompanied by M. 
Dumoulin, who was a conspicuous fig- 
ure in the Steinheil case, 

Mme. Bloch, weeping, told how she 
had been driven to despair and had 
avenged her love and the honor of her 
home, 

The judge cautioned the accused 
that this hardly constituted a sufficient 
defense for homicide, and continued: 

“The real traitor and the real felon 
was your husband. Yet you gave him 
all your confidence while you killed 
the woman who was but his instru- 
ment,” 

M. Bloch admitted he was culpable, 
and as he left the stand hisses came 
from the crowd in the courtroom, in 
which were many American and 
French society people. 


JOHN D., JR. STUDIES POLICE 


Oll King’s Son Gives $20,000 to Learn 
Their Methods of Work In 
New York. 


New York.—John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr.,-has given $20,000 to the bureau 
of municipal research for systematic 
study of police department work. 
Fourteen experts have been at work 
since Dec. 9 on the investigation. The 
work will require three months for 
completion. Mr. Rockefeller has 
agreed to give $10,000 more if his 
original allowance does not prove suf: 
ficient. 

Henry Bruere, one of the directors 
of the bureau, made this statement 
regarding the gift and its purposes. 

“We are not seeking evidence of 
graft or of the failure of the police to 
cope with vice and crime. We want 
to find out ‘how the police machine 
works.’ 

“We are making first a sanitary in- 
spection of station houses, looking 
into conditions as they have a bearing 
on the efficiency of the men. Charles 
B. Ball of Chicago, formerly inspector 
of the tenement house department 
here, is in charge of this work. 

“We are studying the way in which 
policemen present their cases,”

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BG INCREASE IN 
WATER ~GONSUMPTION 


REGISTRARS FIGURES FOR 
1912, SHOW HEAVY PUMP- 
AGE, AND MORE COAL 
CONSUMED 


Water Registrar Walsh, who is 
just preparing his annual report, 
furnishes some very interesting 
figures with regard to water con- 
sumption during the year 1912. 

The total amount of water con- 
sumed was 737,137,722 gallons, or a 
daily per capita consumption of 
133.4 gallons. 

This shows an increase of 59,- 
597,436 gallons consumed as com- 
pared to 1911, when the tota 
consumption was 677,540,286 gal- 
lons. 

The average daily consumption 
during the past year was 2,014,- 
075.9 gallons. 

The total amount of coal used 
was 967 tons, an increase of 168 
tons over 1911, when the amount 
required was 799 tons. 

The increase in consumption of 
coal over the previous year is ex- 
plained by the additional pumpage 
of water, but the water department 
officials know of no good reason 
why the water consumption should 
increase, especially since replacing 
of defective mains which has been 
in progress for 3 years is expected 
to, and should save the city a sub- 
stantial amount of water every 
year. There was a decided increase 
in the amount of water taken 
through meters, approximately 
20,000,000 gallonsmore than in 1911 
being used. 

During the week commencing 
July 7, and ending July 18, the 
heaviest weekly pumpage for the 
year was recorded, 19,865,438 
gallons being consumed.

SUED FOR DAMAGES 


FIRST CASE UNDER NEW 
LIABILITY ACT HEARD 
SATURDAY 


The first case tried in the local 
court under the employers liability 
act, which went into effect last 
year, was heard by Judge Johnson 
Saturday morning. 

The plaintiff is Edwin P. Kelley, 
and the defendant is Forrest R. 
Whitcomb, both of Winchester. 
Kelley was represented by Willard 
I’, Carleton of Winchester, and H. 
Douglass Campbell of Boston was 
council for Whitcomb. The ad- 
damnum is set at $200. 

Whitcomb is the proprietor of a 
garage on Main street, Winchester, 
and Kelley was injured while in 
the employ of the defendant. In 
his declaration Attorney Carleton 
alleges that his client (Kelley), 
while in the employ of Whitcomb, 
on or about Nov. 19, 1912, and 
in the exercise of due care, was se- 
verely injured, by reason of the 
body of an automobile dropping 
upon his foot. The declaration 
further alleges that the defendant, 
(Whitcomb) was negligent, anP 
that the plaintiff has been paid in 
full, and that he files a general 
denial to all the claims filled by at- 
torney for the plaintiff. 

The trial occupied several hours, 
and Judge Johnson reserved his 
decision. The outcome of the case 
will be awaited with interest, as it 
is the first time that the local 
court has been called upon to in- 
terpret the conditions of the new 
employers liability act.

Taking his text from John 9.36,

Belicved to Have Been Built by 
Chinese in Mexico. 


| 


Three Towns Were Erected on the | 
Same Site by Three Civillzations 
Prior to the Aztecs—Mongolian 

Image Is Discovered. 


City of Mexico.—A sensation has 
been created in British scientific cir 
cles by advices received from Sit 
Martin Conway, Prof. William Niven 
and Senor Ramon Mena of the discov- 
ery of absolute Mongolian’ remains 
only a couple of hours’ walk from the 
City of Mexico, thereby confirming 
the hypothesis that has long been 
held that the most ancient civiliza- 
tion of Mexico and Peru preceding 
that of the Toltecs and the Aztecs 
was of Mongolian origin, says a cor- 
respondent, 

Close to and partly beneath the 
ruins of the anclent city of Tootihua- 
can, about nineteen miles northeast 
of the City of Mexico, the scientists 
uncovered the still more ancient city 
of Otumba, which flourished with a 
wondrous civilization centuries before 
the Aztecs or Toltecs rose to power, 
possibly even before Babylon and 
Nineveh swayed the destinies of west- 
ern Asia. 

With the financial assistance of the 
Mexican government the expedition 
began the removal of a six-foot layer 
of earth, representing the dust and 
detritus of more than twenty cen- 
turies. This soon brought into view 
many evidences of a vast and popu- 
lous city of a very high order of civ- 
flization. Chief among these was a 
great pyramid. It is 700 feet square 
at the base and its apex is 187 feet 
high, wile many of the giant blocks 
of stcne in its massive walls must 
have required extraordinary engineer- 
ing skill to handle. This pyramid 
also has its ri@dle, for the axis of the 
main gallery is coincidental with the 
magnetic meridian. 

The workmanship is of a high or- 
der, the figures being boldly drawn 
and carefully colored. 

Then came the greatest discovery 
of all. While excavating near the 
base of the great pyramid Professor 
Niven unearthed the remains of yet a 


. third civilization beneath the ruins of 


ancient Otumba, making three great 
cities of lost and forgotten races, 
built one above the other. 

In what appears to have been a 
tomb of the lowest city, whose age so 
far defies calculation, Professor Niven 
found the clay image of a Chinaman, 
with oblique eye slits, padded coat, 
flowing trousers and slippers. Only 
the queue was lacking to make a com- 
plete portrait of a mandarin of the 
recently defunct Chinese empire. It 
should be remembered, however, that 
the Chinese did not adopt the queue 
until after they had been conquered 
by the Tartar hordes from the north. 

The image is about seven ‘nches in 
length, and where the arms are 
broken the edges of the clay show 
red and friable in the center. The 
outer surface of the clay, however, is 
of granite» hardness and it is only 
with the greatest difficult) that it can 
be chipped with a hammer. 

“This Chinese image,” writes Pro- 
fessor Niven, “was not made by the 
Aztecs. It is much older and proves 
that the ancient people of Mexico 
were familiar with the Mongol type. 

“It should be borne in mind that 
this image was not a god or an idol, 
but an ornament—perhaps a portrait 
done in clay by some _ prehistoric 
6culptor. 

“The age of the figure is difficult to 
determine without further data. Cir- 
cumstances, however, warrant the 
rough guess that about 5,000 years 
ago Chinese navigators crossed the 
Pacific in their primitive junks and 
Giscovered America thousands of 
years before Columbus was_ born. 
Settling there, they built a city, and 
in a grave of one of their number, 
many years after, a clay image of the 
man was buried with him. 

“This great city fell into ruins— 
perhaps through conquest—but the 
image lay safe. The ruins of this first 
city were covered with earth and 
there arose through the centuries an- 
other splendid and mysterious city. 
This, too, fell into ruins, and upon it 
was raised a third metropolis of some 
forgotten race of men. At last the 
third city crumbled into dust, but un- 
derneath them all the Chinaman’'s 
{mage still lay safe and undisturbed 
until a little group of searchers in the 
cause of science in this wonderful 
twentieth century of ours have 
brought it to light, and perhaps 
through it we may now solve the 
enigma of the new world’s beginning.

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Police Permit Anti-Russian Dem- 
onstrations. 


Officlals Seem to Encourage Them— 
Fact Is Regarded as Significant of 
Feeling in Germany and Austria 
Toward Muscovites, 


Cracow, Austria.—November 29 was 
the anniversary of the insurrectionary 
outbreak {in 1881. An appeal was 
made here to which 8,000 persons re- 
sponded to show the resaliness . of 
Poles to fight for independence. The 
procession mustered in front of the 
Jagellomein university and marched, 
singing patriotic songs, such as “God, 
the Protector of Poland,” “With tke 
Smoke of Conflagrations a Thousand 
Braves Went Forth From Warsaw's 
Gates,” and others. They proceeded 
to the statue of Mickiewicz in the 
market place and there, with cries o! 
“Down with the czar!’ proceeded to 
burn the portrait of the-emperor oi 
Russia, to the great delight of the 
people, especially of the young stu 
dents from Russian Poland, for whom 
such an act would at home mean Sibe- 
ria, 

The police took care to arrive too 
late to prevent this attack upon the 
Russian monarch. When they came 
they took a very friendly part in the 
proceedings, singing as loud as any- 
body. Mr. Lewicki then made an ar 
dent appeal to the people to fight for 
their independence, concluding thus: 
“These are mere words, but if the time 
shall come, let us swear to act!” He 
was applauded with the greatest en- 
thusiasm. <A collection was made for 
a new society called “Stezelec” to pro: 
vide its members with rifles. It is a 
company of volunteer rifiemen cos: 
tumed as follows: High boots, gray 
trousers, gray coat, with buff belt and 
brown fur cap. The uniform is less 
showy but more practical than that of 
the “Sokol,” a patriotic gymnastic or 
ganization, which has up to this time 
drilled its members carefully for 
marching, but without weapons. How- 
ever, they may be armed at any time, 
and their discipline is excellent. 1 
am told that the collection made for 
the “Stezelec’ amounted to quite a 
considerable sum. It is certain that 
elmost every young man in Austrian 
Poland would like to “have a go” at 
Russia; the old men disapprove only 
because they have given up hoping for 
anything better to come. Their life 
has been spent in such bitterness and 
disappointment that it is not to be 
wondered at and perhaps they are 
right. The future alone will tell. 

It is a significant fact that a like 
procession of Poles took place on the 
same day in Posen, Germany, where 
all such manifestations are usually se- 
verely repressed. In its general lines, 
such as patriotic singing and shouting 
‘Down with the czar!” it was striking- 
ly like that in Cracow. The police, it 
is true, did not fraternize with the pro- 
cession, as in Cracow, but they let 
them demonstrate to their hearts’ con- 
tent. 

No doubt both Austria and Germany 
want to show Russia what is likely to 
take place if it upholds Servia by 
force of arms. Here the wildest sur- 
mises are spread broadcast, causing 
panic among the people and runs on 
the banks. A great number of persons 
are already buying provisions in view 
of a siege.

CONSISTENCY IN 
PUBLIC OFFICIALS 


The voters of the 20th Middle- 
sex representative district have no 
reason to find fault with either of 
their representatives in the nomina- 
tion contests that preceded the 
selection of U. 8. senatorial candi- 
dates. 

Representative Henry L. An- 
drews,republican,was a McCall man 
as long as the Winchester states- 
man remained in thé running, and 
could not be swung from his alleg- 
iance. He bowed, as he was bound 
to do, to the the outcome of the 
two-thirds rule, however much the 
result was foreign to his desire. 
And in the House yesterday he 
voted, asa man of honor should, 
for John W. Weeks. 

The democrats, although in a 
hopeless minority and without the 
ghost of a show to elect a member 
of their party, had troubles of their 
own, the difference being precipi- 
tated by an attempt of the so- 
called Boston democracy to run 
things their way, but the country 
democracy would not stand for any 
such arrangement, and refused to 
obey the Lomasney whip. The in- 
surgents refused to change the 
“conference” into a “caucus,’’ and 
finally 30-odd of them withdrew, 
among whom was Representative 
J, Henry Parker, Jr., our demo- 
cratic representative. 

And yesterday, when the first 
regular ballot was taken Repre- 
sentative Parker and one other 
voted for Hon. Charles 8. Hamlin, 
a democrat in high standing, a man 
of national reputation, whose voice 
has been heard far and wide 
wherever democratie policies have 
been discussed, and a man of un- 
sullied personal character. It is 
gratifying to men in this district, 
even those differing from Rep. 
Parker in political faith, that he 
rose above the petty things of the 
campaign and pinned his vote upon 
so clean a candidate. Rep. Parker 
was complimented by more than 
one of his fellow members of both 
political parties for his ¢hoice.

HAS HORRIBLE TAL 


28, Is Admitted to U. S.. 


Peruvian Writes Story and Immigra- 
tion Officials Allow Him to Go— 
Was Lost In Andes for 180 
Days—Found by Indians. 


New York.—A man with pure white 
hair, wasted frame and hollow, burn- 
ing eyes that bespoke the consump: 
tive, wrote in Spanish a brief history 
of himself that made the iminigration 
officials shudder, and they allowed 
the stricken man to go. 

The man who wrote his name, 
Miguel Rios, though white-haired and 
wrinkled, is but 28, Also he is stone 
deaf, 

When he arrived, a month ago, from 
Iquitos, he was held and was to be de- 
ported. Inquiry developed the fact 
that his father, in Lima, Peru, {8 im- 
mengsely wealthy, and also that young 
Rios has plenty of gold. : 

Rios, a year ago, was a gay young 
Benor in Lima, Peru, the only son of 
a rich father, and he turned night 
into day. When the good doctors told 
him he was a victim of the white 
plague he gathered a camping outfit 
and started for the Andes, which lie 
back of the town. The mountains 
had cured others of consumption and 
Rios went lighttheartedly, his guide 
leading the llama which carried the 
camp pack, 

While hunting one day he parted 
from his guide, and night fell. For 
days he wandered, living on berries 
and roots. 

One hundred and eighty days from 
the day he was lost some Putomayo 
Indians, a few miles from Iquitos, 
stopped to watch five vultures wheel- 
ing slowly overhead. By gauging the 
center of their flight the Indians 
found the pitiful wreck of what had 
once been young Miguel Rios. He 
was "Inconscious and nearly dead. His 
hair had turned snow white and he 
was totally deaf. Jabbering like an 
idiot, he shrieked at his rescuers 
Careful nursing at Iquitos brought 
back sanity. Then he learned he had 
crossed the Andes. 

Still dying of consumption, he sail- 
ed fer the United States, in hope of 
finding a specialist who might cure 
him. 


FRENCH MOBILIZE FOR WAR 


Twelve French Villages Pralsed for 
Quickness in Getting Ready 
to Fight. 


Paris.—The curious mobilization in- 
cident when 12 villages o nthe east- 
ern frontier were deceived into think- 
ing that France was at war, has end- 
ed in a storm of cgngratulations. 

The brigadier of gendarmerie, Blion, 
is at liberty. The fault for the mis- 
take was not his fault at all. The 
telegraphic apparatus in Ahracourt 
postoffice woke the postmaster up in 
the middle of the night, and, being 
half asleep, he muddled his instruc- 
tions and transmitted mobilization or- 
ders to 12 villages without adding the 
word “exercise,” which would have 
told those concerned that the order 
was merely for maneuvers on a small 
scale, 

M. Default, the postmaster, has now 
been rechristened “En Diffaut’” (‘in 
fault’) and has been temporarily sus- 
pended from his office. 

But everybody else has received 
warm congratulations from headquar- 
ters. All the mobilization operations 
were caried out without a hitch, and 
wonderfully quickly. 

Horses and food were requisitioned 
everything was done in capital order, 
the men came to the colots singing— 
all the reservists came from twenty 
to forty-five years old—and marched 
brightly and without excitement tc 
their posts. 

The result is an excellent object les 
son of the perfect readiness of the east 
ern frontier if war were to break out 
and M, Miller, the French minister 
of war, has telegraphed congratula 
tions to all concerned,

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STUDENT HUNTS BUG 


Member ef Entomological Staff 


Tells of Expedition. 


Small Beetle-Like Insects Are Never 
Known to Venture From Crevices 
During Daylight—Rare Species 
Are Worth $25, 


Washington.—Housewlves who wage 
incessant war on cockroaches and 
other vermin are cautioned by en- 
tomologists to stay their hands and 
inquire caréfully into the antecedents 
of any black beeltelike bug which 
peers around a corner of the kitchen 
sink. For the visitor may be none 
other than one of the amblychila 
baroni cicindelidac, the most aristo- 
cratic family in bugdom, whose mem- 
bers retail at as much as $25 apiece, 
provided they are delivered with limbs 
and feelers intact. 

A former student of the University 
of Chicago, who is now on the en- 
tomological staff of the department 
of agriculture at Washington, a few 
days ago described his expedition into 
the native haunts of the amblychila, 
which he explored long enough to 
gather in considerable pin money by 
the sale of whole families. 

“When I learned the baroni had 
been seen in an obscure part of Ari- 
zona only about’ half a dozen bugs 
were known to entomologists,” said 
the investigator. “One of these was 
in the Leconte and Horn collection in 
Philadelphia. Most of the others were 
in the River collection in San Fran. 
cisco. 

“The first had been caught near 
Globe, Ariz. A naturalist named 
Schaeffer also located a few southeest 
of Nogales, Ariz. 1 was familiar with 
the characteristic of the creatures 
through my studies under Curator 
Snow of the University of Kansas, 
now deceased, and’ when he invited 
mo to join a party into the moun- 
tains of Arizona to hunt the ambly- 
chila I was glad to go as if there had 
been buried treasure at the end of 
the journey, 

“We found conditions favorable at 
Peach Springs, near Ashford, Ariz. 
From there we went into the moun- 
tains. There were no amblychila to 
be seen, but we acted on the general 
supposition that they were in this 
neighborhood. We spent several days 
moving about in the mountains and 
finally selected a favorable spot for 
the bug to appear. 

“Now, the amblychila baroni family 
is most exclusive and has never been 
known to come forti in ‘broad day- 
light. Twilight and an hours before 
dawn are supposed to be the times 
when they appear. We tried several 
twilights and several dawns without 
result. One night a light rain fell 
and we agreed that the dampness 
might invite the bugs out, although 
it made it decidedly uncomfortable 
for us. 

“That night we scattered over the 
hills and kept watch near crevices in 
the rocks. I lay with my head resting 
on my elbow watching innumerable 
insects and bugs crawl by in the 
shady light. Finally I saw the long, 
black feelers of what might be one of 
the amblychila appear, and then an- 
other. I waited until they got well 
out of the crevice, for they are de 
cidedly cautious creatures, then 
scooped the two up in my hand. By 
their struggles I knew that I had the 
right species. No bug struggles as 
hard as the baroni. Then I stuck 
them into a small par of cyandie of 
potassium which I carried. The fumes 
killed them quickly. 

“I sold a number of my amblychila 
baroni for $25 end some for $15 and 
$10. Our expedition multiplied the 
number of know specimens consider- 
ably and the price went down a little. 
I don’t know how many specimens our 
entire party captured, but altogther 
the expedition was a success from a 
monetary as well as an tentomological 
standpoint.”

BONAPARTE HOME IS SOLD 
Jersey Place Fitted With Secret 
Rooms to Hide Napoleon Goes 


to Harris Hammond. 

Bordentown, N. J.—The 290-acre 
estate her which was once the home 
of Joseph Bonaparte, brother of Napo- 
leon and former king of Spain, is to 
be restored and its magnificent 
chateau rebuilt by Harris Hammond, 
son of John Hays Hammond, who has 
just purchased the property. Among 
the most interesting details of the 
work of restoration will be the ex- 
ploring and clearing of the three 
secret underground passages and sub- 
terranean rooms on which Joseph 
spent $200,000 in the expectation that 
the property would some day be used 
as a refuge for Napoleon, 

It has been often reported about the 
countryside here that great quantities 
of gold and silver are concealed in 
treasure vaults reached through the 
devious tunnels, which are supposed 
to give secret access from the chateau 
to the Delaware river, 

Joseph Bonaparte was Napoleon's 

eldest brother. He accepted the throne 
of Naples in 1806 and was transferred 
in 1808 to the throne of Spain. The 
Spanish people obstinately resisted 
the domination of the Frenchman and 
he was expelled in 1813. Two years 
later he emigrated to the United 
States, and took up his residence at 
fjordentown under the name of the 
Count DeSurvilliers. He went back 
to Europe in 1833 and died in Italy in 
1844.

THE WELFARE OF 
THE CHILDREN 


DISCUSSED AT FEDERATION 
CONFERENCE AT STONE- 
HAM YESTERDAY 


By invitation of the Stoneham 
Woman’s club, 450 women, repre- 
senting many of the Women’s 
clubs in the state attended a con- 
ference held yesterday afternoon 
under the direction of the State 
federation department of industrial 
and social conditions. The meet- 
ing which was held in the Baptist 
church was presided over by Mrs. 
Ruby P. Clark of Malden, the de- 
partmental chairman, and was 
devoted to a thoughtful and il- 
luminating consideration of child 
welfare, and a uniform child labor 
law. 

The topic was introduced by 
Mrs. Caroline 8. Atherton of Rox- 
bury, who described with much 
detail the investigation, that has 
been pursued by the federation, of 
the child in the home and on the 
street. The speaker was very 
optimistic, and pictured the bene- 
ficent results that» must follow 
such investigation. 

The new questionaire, that has 
been prepared by the State feder- 
ation was explained very clearly 
by Miss Georgia Bacon of Wor- 
cester, an ex-president of the State 
federation, and an enthusiastic de- 
votee of all manner of uplift work. 
By this inquiry it is hoped to find 
the conditions and gov- 
erning influences of the childin the 
school, the child at work, and the 
child at play. The new question- 
naire aims toround out the system 
of searching examination instituted 
by the federation, and with what 
has already been ascertained will 
furnish a splendid array of signifi- 
cant and reliable date upon which 
to base a method of reform. 

Hollis R. Bailey, who is a mem- 
ber of the U. S. commission 
charged with oversight and form- 
ulation of uniform State laws gave 
& very interesting resume of ‘the 
legislation relating to child 
enacted in the country since 1909,

FIGHTS AGAINST HER BABIES 


Children, Two, Three and Four Years 
Old, Are Kept at Cradle Age 
by Mother, 

Cleveland, Ohio.—Jn a little kitchen 
at her home, Mrs, Mood Thol has bat- 
tled with nature for years secretly in 
an effort to keep time from touching 

her babies. 

Around her feet crept three chil- 
dren, two, three and four years old. 
Victims of a strange code her in- 
genuity devised to prevent them ad- 
vancing beyond the cradle, they 
laughed, kicked their feet and waved 
thetr hands as she crooned over them. 

The eldest boy did not creep faster 
or with greater ease than the younger 
ones. He mumbled incoherently, and 
tugged at his mother's dress and slob- 
bered over a little bib, when she tick- 
led him beneath the chin. He is 
barely larger than a child of two years 
and apparently has not advanced in- 
tellectually beyond the cradle. 

To further defeat their development, 
the mother has never fed them any: 
thing except baby food. What lay be 
yond the door, through which a stran- 
ger never passed, they had no idea. 

Neighbors say the woman never took 
her children away from home. Occa- 
sionally in the hot summer, they say, 
she would wheel them away in the 
darkness, but always guarding them 
closely from the gaze of any persons 

“Sho has a strange desire to always 
keep them babies,’ Deputy Sheriff 
Sobczak said. “The four-year-old boy 
cannot talk or walk. He is not ae 
large as an ordinary youngster oj 
eighteen months old.” 

Several days ago William James 
clerk of the probate court, discovered 
the plight of the children and invest! 
gated. He continued the investigatior 
until he made sure the children were 
not imbeciles, 

James and Sobczak went to the 
house, arrested the woman and took 
her to the City hospital. The children 
will be placed in an infant institution

Dog Clings to Boy’s Coat by Hle 
Teeth When Both Fall Into the 
River, 

New Yort.-—Arthur Johnson, seven 
years old, was thrown from the deck 
of the barge Lima, of which his father 
is captain, when a lighter hit the 
barge as it was entering Pier 57, North 
river. His fox terrier, which stood be- 
side the boy, was also knocked into 

the water by the collision. 

Louis Johnson, head stevedore of 
the French line, and his assistant, 
Harry Smith, who had been starding 
on the stringpiece of the pier, saw 
the boy fall into the water and disap- 
pear, while the terrier swam over 
the place where he had sunk. John- 
son took hold of Smith by the feet and 
let him down from the pier near 
the place where the boy had gone 
down. As Smith was waiting to seize 
the boy when he should reappear, his 
head came near the end of the pier, 
showing that the boy was rapidly 
floating away. 

The two men ran to the end of the 
pier, and as they did so a tugboat 
arrived with Capt. William Johnson, 
father of the drowning boy, on deck. 
He threw a rope to the two men at 
the end of the plier. When the boy 
rose for the third time he was between 
the tugboat and the pier. The boy 
threw his arm over the rope and so 
worked his way to the plier. The 
little dog, which had been swimming 
from the side of the tug to the pier 
without being able to land, made his 
way to the boy and clung to his coat 
with his teeth. When the two got 
to the pier they were quickly Hfted to 
safety.

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SUICIDE HOLDS BIG LINER 


Passenger Jumps Overboard In Gale; 
Rescue Attempt From Ship’e 
Ladder. 

New York.—The story of a thrilling 
but fruitless attempt to rescue a man 
who had jumped overboard in mild- 
ocean was related by passengers and 
the crew of the French liner France, 
which arrived in port from Havre 
thirty hours late. The incident oc- 
curred during a ninety-mile gale which 
was whipping the waves into watery 
mountains. Only the hardiest passen- 
gers ventured on deck. During the 
morning a three-ton winch had been 

washed overboard, 

William Lees of Manchester, Hng- 
land, a first-vabin passenger, appear- 
ed on the promenade deck at 4 o'clock. 
He made his way along the cabins un- 
til he met a sailor, to whom he hand- 
ed a note addressed to the captain. 
Then without warning Lees leaped 
over the rail into the sea, 

The cry of “man overboard” was 
raised. Captain Poncelet and his of- 
ficers on the bridge could see a black 
object appearing at intervals on the 
tops of waves astern, The sea was 
too rough to admit of lowering a boat. 
Captain Poncelet swung his ship in a 
circle until he had the vessel directly 
alongside of Lees, who, while making 
no efforts to support himself, was 
floating. 

The skipper directed that a sailor 
be lowered over the side by a rope. 
Try as he would, the man could not 
reach Lees, who was floating face 
downward with arms extended. 

The sailor was drawn aboard after 
a few minutes and a ship’s ladder was 
lowered. Another sailor descended 
this and, hanging: to the bottom step, 
reached out every time the roll of the 
ship permitted and made a grab for 
Lees. After a dozen unsuccessful 
tries he managed to get his fingers 
clutched in the clothing of the man 
in the water, when a heavy wave roll- 
ed along and whipped the prize from 
his grasp. 

Then the captain lowered,a boat far 
enough to touch the water, but not 
floating on it. Im it were a dozen sail- 
ors. They were reaching for Lees 
with a boat hook when the body sank. 


DECRIES UNCLE TOM’S CABIN 


Man Declares Work Is Caricature and 
Has Done More Harm Than Any 
Other Volume. 

Camden, N. J.—In an address at the 
Camden high school, F. Hopkinson 
Smith, writer and artist, said that 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin” had done more 
harm than any other book ever writ- 
ten. He added that the general condil- 
tion of the negro had not improved 
‘since the Civil war, and that the ne- 
groes of the south were happier, bet- 
ter cared for and more content in the 
days of slavery than they were now. 

Mr. Smith’s criticism of Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” was based on his belief that 
the book gave the world an erroneous 
conception of the negroes’ life and 
condition before the war. He said 
the chief incidents in Mrs. Stowe’s 
work were such as never could have 
happened in the south. He attributed 
much of the bitterness that prevailed 
in the south years before the war to 
“misinformation conveyed broadcast” 
by “Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” 

Mrs, Stowe, he said, was to be 
blamed only for making such use of 
incidents that came to her knowledge 
at second hand. “Uncle Tom's Cab- 
ir,’”’ as a whole, he insisted, was a 
highly colored caricature that did not 
reflect real life in the south, 


BRACE UP; GET A FORTUNE 


Millionaire Makes Two Wills, and 
Son’s Conduct Will Determine 
Which Shall Be Probated, 
Denver.—Two wills have been pre- 
pared by Alonzo Thompson, octoge- 
narian millionaire and spiritualist of 
Denver. In the first will his son, 
Alonzo, Jr., is to be given the entire 
fortune “if he can brace up and be a 
man.” The young man’s conduct is 
to decide whether he becomes bene 
ficiary under the first will or under 
another one by which he is bequeath- 

ed $65. 

Both wills were signed by Thomp.- 
son yesterday afternoon, and placed 
in the hands of his attorney. If young 
Thompson's conduct meets with his 
father’s approval before the will be 
comes effective, the old man himself 
will tear up the will leaving the son 
only $5; but if he should die before 
the change in conduct has come 
about, the lawyer is to determine 
which will shall be probated. 

Thompson a short time ago declar- 
ed that his wife and son were at 
tempting to send him to an insane 
asylum in order to obtain his estate 
Later Mrs. Thompson filed petition 
for divorce, alleging non-support. She 
was granted her petition and $125,000 
alimony.

Queer English Election Cere- 
monies Seldom Heard Of. 


Water Is Drunk to the Memory of 
Sir Francls Drake—Perquisites of 
London's Mayor—One Sheriff 
Fined 50 Pounds for Insult. 


London.—There are several towns 
in the united kingdom which boast 
an annual show day. London's lord 
mayor’s show, so far as the proces- 
sion is concerned, has no rival; but, 
nevertheless, the election of mayors 
of provincial towns is attended with 
functions both interesting and curi- 
ous. 

For instance, the annual election of 
the mayor of High Wycombe 1s not 
considered complete unless his wor- 
ship is “weighed in.” The mayor, as 
well as each member of the corpora: 
tion, takes a seat on a pair of gigantic 
scales, and the result is entered in a 
big book kept at the town hall for 
the purpose. It is declared that the 
custom dates back to the reign of 
Edward I. 

When a man reaches the mayorship 
of Plymouth he is supposed, accord. 
ing to an ancient custom, to pay at 
least one visit during his reign of 
office to the Lake of Burrator. When 
this function takes place the whole 
corporation turns out in all its finery, 
and, led by the mayor, journeys to the 
lake, 

Arriving there, two lines are formed, 
and a couple of ancient golden gob- 
lets, filled with water taken from the 
lake, are passed round from mouth 
to mouth. The mayor and corpora: 
tion drink to the memory of Sir 
Francis Drake, who, when mayor of 
Plymouth, brought water to the town 
by means of a canal more than twenty 
miles in length. When the water 
placed in the goblets is consumed the 
vessels are filled with wine, and the 
mayor, holding one at arm's length, 
exclaims: ‘‘May the descendants of him 
who gave us water never want wine!” 

The visit to Burrator lake concludes 
with a feast, the first dish served be 
ing a sucking pig. 

The mayor of Peterborough’s show 
is held every October, and his worship 
and the members of the corporation 
make their way to Bridge Fair, and de 
clare it open from the bridge spanning 
the river. The bridge unites two coun. 
ties—Northamptonshire and Hunting: 
donshire—and the mayor, after adjur- 
ing all visitors to the fair to conduct 
themselves soberly and cfvilly, goes 
on to declare that “the fair may be 
held as well in Northamptonshire as 
in Huntingdonshire today, tomorrow 
and the day afterward.” 

A very ancient custom is the pre 
senting to London’s mayor and may- 
oress every year a selection of pears, 
apples and grapes by the master of 
the Fruiterers’ company and the gen- 
eral purposes committee of the city 
of London. 

It is interesting to know that in 
earlier times the lord mayor of Lon- 
don was entitled to a proportion of 
every consignment of fruit arriving 
in the metropolis by ship. The ax- 
action of this due caused a good deal 
of disagreement in days gone by, and 
it was finally arranged that a yearly 
presentation of fruit should be ac- 
cepted in its place, 

Ever since the days of William the 
Conqueror, the chief magistrate of the 
city has received four bucks from the 
Royal forests, while each sheriff has 
received three bucks, and the recorder, 
the common sergeant, the chamber- 
lain and other city officials one each. 

Since the title of lord mayor was 
bestowed on Sir Thomas Legge by 
Edward III., in 1354, the high office 
has carried with it all manner of titles 
and dignities. In early days he some- 
times used his power to the disadvan- 
tage of those in office under him. For 
instance, Harrison, referring to the 
lord mayor for the year 1479, says: 
“This year Thomas Byfleld, one of the 
sheriffs of London, was fined £60 by 
the court’of alderman for affronting 
the lord mayor, which aeose from no 
other cause than his kneeling too 
near the mayor during prayers at St. 
Paul's cathedral.” 


WINS BY WALKING SIX YEARS 


Peddies Patent Kitchen Utensil 
Pay His Way as He Travels 
the Country Over. 

Memphis.—Walking to cheat death, 
Robert #. Hillman, thirty years old, 
arrived in Memphis, covering the last 
lap of probably the strangest journey 
in the history of the country, 

Six years ago physicians told Hill- 
man in Waterville, Me., that within 
a month or two he would be dead, a 
victim of the white plague. A friend 
advised Hillman to “get plenty of 
fresh air; get out and walk, eat vege- 
tables, drink plenty of water and 
fregh milk.” 

And so Hillman started to walk and 
tramped all but 400 miles of the way 
to San Francisco, Hillman arrived in 
Memphis from Texarkana. He walked 
from Dallas to that city. Physicians 
declare him a well man, and he will go 
back to his old home town on a train.

Britt!eness of Glass. 

Brittleness of glass is due to the 
quick cooling of the hot substance. It 
is known that constant motion tends 
to rearrange the molectle tn any sub- 
stance and a similar effect is observed 
when glass is boiled in a weak solu- 
tion of salt in water and allowed to 
cool gradually, The toughness of the 
glass is increased very much and the 
effect of quick heating is less disas- 
trous to it.

DECISION 


Judge Johnson handed down a 
decision Tuesday in a suit to re- 
cover damages, in which Edwin 
P. Kelley of Winchester was plaintiff 

and Forrest R. Whitcomb of Win- 
chester was defendant. 

Kelley through his attorney 
sought to recover damages amount- 
ing to $200, for alleged injuries 
sustained by him while in the em- 
ploy of Whitcomb, proprietor of a 
garage in Main street, Winchester. 

Kelley claimed that he was 
severely injured by reason of the 
body of an automobile dropping 
upon his foot. Willard Carlton 
was counsel for Kelley, and H. 
Douglass Campbell of Boston repre- 
sented Whitcomb. 

Judge Johnson decided in favor 
of the defendant, basing his finding 
among other things on the failure 
of the plaintiff to prove negligence 
on the part eof Whitcomb. The 
case aroused more than the ordinary 
amount of interest, because it was 
tried under the provisions of the 
new employers’ liabiity act, and 
was the first case of its kind to 
come before the local court.

Oysters come nearer in composition 
to cow's milk than do most other 
meats, as all the four kinds of nutri- 
ments needed are present in good 
degree. Oysters have a larger excess 
of the flesh building substance rela- 
tive to the other constituents than 
milk, so we “balance the ration” by 
addition of starchy food and fats 
when eating oysters, thus securing a 
good meal at a cost that compares fa- 
vorably with that when other meats

passed was vetoed by Mayor Mur- 
ray. It was the last regular meet- 
ing of the 1912 body at which the 
mayor’s message was read, and it 
was referred with a lot of other 
unfinished business to the incom- 
ing city council. 

The order which was before the 
meeting last night for action reads: 
—‘That the director of the bu- 
reau of statistics be requested to 
install a system of accounts in the 
city of Woburn, as provided by 
section 598, of the acts of 1910. 

When in the regular course of 
business the order was taken up, 
President Jones called Alderman 
Blake to the’ chair, and took 
the floor in opposition to the 
veto. 


He briefly reviewed the finding 
of the state accountants in the 
recent investigation of Woburn 
finances, and accounting system, 
and he strongly urged that the 
order be passed notwithstanding 
the objections of Mayor Murray. 
Speaking about the expense of 
installing the proposed system, 
President Jones said that he had 
made some investigation, and in 
Haverhill he was informed that 
the cost. was less than $600, and 
that this outlay included all 
money paid for books and other 
incidentals, necessary to continue 
the system in thorough working 
order for at least two years. He 
further said that about 10 cities 
had already adopted the system 
recommended by 
bureau of statistics. 


as the state 


Alderman Blake wanted the or- 
der laid over, to give the new 
members of the council an oppor- 
tunity to become more familiar 
withits merits, but President Jones 
stated that the meeting of last 
evening was the second regular 
meeting of the city council, since 
the veto was received, and the 
charter stipulated that action 
must be taken at eitheir one of 
the two first regular meetings after 
the message was read. On a roll 
call 15 aldermen voted in favor of 
installing the system, despite the 
objections of Mayor Murray. 

A communication from Mayor 
Henchey, calling attention to the 
absolute necessity for immediate 
repairs to the fire steamer, was 
read and placed on file. Mayor 
Henchey urged that the council 
confer with the chief of the fire 
department, who had estimates of 
the probable cost of repairs, in his 
possession, and make an appropri- 
ation to cover the expense of the 
work at once. 

Later in the evening Alderman 
Poole introduced an order which 
was referred to the committee on 
finance, calling for a loan of $1800 
for repairs on the fire steamer, 

@ President Jones fannounced the 
special committee on rules and 


ground conduits; manholes, cables 
and wires on the above and in- 
tersecting streets, if required for 
distributing purposes. 

The petition was tabled until the 
company submit plans of the pro- 
posed work. 

The report of the chief of police’ 
for the year 1912 was received and 
accepted, and ordered printed in 
the city documents. 

The report shows 450 arrests for 
the year, 439 males, and 11 females. 
Of that number 238 were for 
drunkenness, 44 for assault and 
battery, 28 for larcency and 33 
for violation of the liquor law. 
The balance were for a number of 
scattering offences. ,There were 
330 residents and 120 non resi- 
dents arrested. Fines for the year 
anounted to $2,186, and prison 
penalties were imposed, aggrega- 
ting 23 years and 8 months, 

The total value of property 
stolen amounted to $664, and the 
value of property recovered was 
$5,586, ‘The latter sum includes 
$5,000 the value of the automo- 
bile which was found by the lo- 
cal police hidden in a North Wo- 
burn barn, but because the prop- 
erty was stolen in Swampscott, 
the chief does not include it in his 
estimate of the value of prop- 
erty stolen. f

The funny thing about this particu- 
lar story, however, is that it is true, 
says a writer. “It actually happenéd. 
It "was along abott fotr years ‘age 
thatthe *stéamér Osiris of the Kos- 
mos line of San Fratcisco was, lying 
off Obs, Guatemala, when an earth- 
quake shod®*thit’ part ‘of’ tte world 
and’‘vas followeil by’ a tidal ‘wave big 
enough to pick up the steamship as 
if she had been a fishing smack and 
her over the fntérvening sand 
banks to:a point néar ’ the * beach, 
where it dropped her neatly between 
two reefs just sufficiently far apart 
to provide her With a coftifortabte 
girdle. 

When her crew left her, judging 
her to be of no further usé, a citizen 
of Ocos, who had some éxperience of 
civilized: life, rowed ‘out ‘tothe unin- 
jured wreck and cast a speculative 
eye over her contents. Later, he sent 
to Mexico for the necessary mate- 
rials, and proceeded to form the Ocos 
Electric Light and Power company. 
Ocos took the hook all the way down 


its gullet-—and then struggled for 


more. To think of having’ a real elec- 
tric lighting plant! It was hardly to 
be believed. And every citizen of 
Ocos lorded it over the citizens of 
the other village “seaports along the 
Guatemalan ‘coast which could not 
boast such munificent luxury. 

“Then, behold, as joy and pride were 
at their height, ‘what should happen 
but a brief communication to the Ocos 
Electric Light and Power company 
from the Kosmos line of San Fran- 
cisco, stating that salvage operations 
would shortly’ be begin with an idea 
of getting the undamaged hull of the 
Osiris into deep water, so that she 
resume’ her peregrinations 
along the Pacific coast. 

Can you imagine the grief in Ocos? 
Can you conceive the misery of the 
mayor, who saw his streets deprived 
of their glowing decorations and em- 
blems of progress? 

It has been almost too great a bur 

den of disappointment for Ocos to 
béar. ‘They have seen their source of 
iMumination cut off, the salvage crew 
at work on the lighting plant’s regen- 
eration, presently they will even” be 
oblfged to witness its attual depar- 
ture! 
, Although the story of the Osiris 
stands alone for tragic interest, there 
are other instances on record of ships 
carried ashore and used for purposes 
foreign to the builders’ intentions. 
Perhaps the most noted case is that 
of the United States steam sloop-of- 
war Wateree, Which “was washed 
ashore by a tidal wave at Arica, Chili, 
under circumstances almost identical 
to those attending the wrecking of 
the Osiris. 

It was soon seen that it was impos- 
sible to get the Wateree off; it would 
have cost far more than the vessel 
was worth. So she was abandoned 
by the crew and sold for old junk. But 
Instead of breaking her up the Chilian 
who “bought ‘her had imagination 
ghough to see what a splendid’ chance 
he had to make really big money out 
of her as a curiosity. So he fitted 
the Wateree up as a hotel, cafe and 
restaurant, lerwing her hull just as 
it was, however, and his quaint es- 
tablishment soon became a recognized 
pilgrimage for all pleasure seekers in 
the vicinity.

New York School Teacher Sues Rich 
Envelope Manufacturer for 
Divorce. 


New York.—Mrs. Germaine Lewers, 
a teacher in public “school 33, ‘has 
brought suit in the supreme’court ask: 
ing for a separation from her husband, 
John G. Lewers, a wealthy envelope 
manufacturer on Pearl'street, alleging

Upon her return to New York her hus- 
band, she says, accused her of fiirt- 
ing with an ‘aged bachelor’ in Cam- 
bridge. 
Answering his wife’s application for 
alimony, Lewers states that not once 
in their married Hfe did his wifé lay 
out for him a freshly pressed suit or 
In any way seek to improve his wear 
ing “apparel and general appearance. 
He further states that his wife has 
developed a temper which makes their 
living together impossible, He charges 
that Mrs. Lewers gets a salary of' $60 
a month and is well able to provide

In his affidavit Lewers states that 
he was married after engaging in bus!- 
ness with his wife’s mother at 102 
West Fifty-sixth street.

NO PLACE FO FOR POOR) 


Mining at Dawson Available Only 
to Men With Big Capital. 


Ploneer Says There Are Sections of 
the Yukon That Have Not Yet 
Been Scratched by 
Prospectors. 


New York.—Henry Pinklert, who 
used to be a merchant in San Fran- 
cisco and went to the Klondike in 
1897, and has been in business in or 
around Dawson City ever since, ar- 
rived recently at the Breslin. He says 
chere are no mining opportunities in 
the immediate neighborhood of Daw- 
50n, except for men and companies 
with big capital. 

“Dawson is not growing,” sald Mr. 
Pinklert. “In the early days there 
were all kinds of mining right there 
on the ground for the individual, but 
now, for a radius of about 50 miles 
around the town, the territory is so 
worked out that only big corporations 
can make money working it, and these 
have taken up a great deal of the 
land. The biggest operations in the 
neighborhood are being carried on by 
a South African company, which owns 
or practically controls all the claims 
within that 50-mile radius that the 
Guggenheims do not control. 

“In the days of the gold rush a man 
would stake his claim, which would 
run 600 feet. The moment he got 
that worked down to low grade he 
was up against a proposition that re- 
quired dredges and _ hydraulic ma- 
chinery to work on a profitable basis. 
The majority of small claimholders 
sold out, and some gave options. A 
few are still holding out for their 
prices. The government gives a man 
the right to hold his claim so long as 
$200 worth of work is done on it in a 
year. 

“But the situation at Dawson does 
not end the Klondike for the prospec- 
tor by any means. I should say that 
part of Yukon territory is still in its 
infancy as a gold producer, in spite 
of the millions that have been taken 
out. The great difficulty has been 
getting into the interior. Small boats 
g0 up the streams now for hundreds of 
miles, but still there are regions prac 
tically unprospected. In the past few 
years the Canadian government has 
helped transportation by subsidizing 
these craft, and this makes it possible 
for miners to carry up their grub in 
the fall and continue their work in 
the winter. In my opinion, ‘one of 
these days we shall hear of discoveries 
up there that will make the Klondike 
finds seem insignificant. From Daw 
son to White Horse it is 410 miles and 
there are numerous regions on both 
sides of the way that never have been 
prospected. 

“We lost a lot of prospectors eight 
or nine years ago. They went over 
the border into Alaska, where they 
seem to have done weil. These includ- 
ed some of the best of our prospectors. 
Still about 250 men are working on 
Scrogge’s creek this winter, They 
take out the frozen soll by thawing 
with steam and using pickaxes, pile it 
up and then put tt in the sluice boxes 
for washing in summer. 

“Dredges are now working longer in 
the neigkborhood of Dawson _ than 
used to be possible. Of course, you 
cannot work a dredge in winter unless 
you boil the water about it to keep it 
from freezing. The dredge has to be 
turned around in order to be used. 
Pefore they got to doing this a dredge 
could not start to work until June 15, 
and it had to shut down in September. 
Now it can begin work May 1 and 
continue until the end of the year. 

“Commercially, there is nothing do- 
ing in Dawson, Still, the business peo. 
ple there are in fine condition. 

“The dance hall element and all the 
undesirable part of the former popula- 
tion of Dawson have been weeded 
out,” added Mr. Pinkiert, “and today 
the town is as clean as any in the 


world.”

DREADNOUGHT 0 OUT OF DATE 


British Ship of That That Name Assigned 
to Fourth Battle Fleet—Was 
Built Six Years Ago. 
London.—How fleeting is the glory 
of the modern fighting ship is fllus- 
trated in the case of the British bat- 
tleship Dreadnought, the building of 
which, as a result of the report of 
the British naval attaches who ac: 
companied Admiral Togo’s fleet in the 
first naval battles in the Gulf of 
Pechill against the Pacific fleet of Rus- 
sia, caused a revolution in battleship 

construction, 

This once proud vessel is now con- 
sidered so far out of date that she 
is being removed from the first bat- 
tle squadron and assigned to the 
fourth battle squadron, which is 
based on Gibraltar. The Dreadnought 
has been in commission less than six 
years, and while not considered obso- 
lete is more outclassed by the latest 
ships than were the pre-Dreadnoughts 
distanced by her when she was first 
built, 

A few weeks ago the battleship 
King George V. was commissioned. 
She has a broadside of no less than 
14,000 pounds. This gives her a su- 
periority of 106 per cent. over the 
Dreadnought, which was only 28 per 
cent, better than the last pre-Dread- 
noughts. The new armored criusers 
even are 60 per cent, more powerful 
than the Dreadnought. No British 
armored ship is reckoned effective to- 
day that has been launched over 18 
years. 

At the battle of Trafalgar the 27 
British ships averaged 27 years from 
the date of launching. The Victory 
herself was 50 years old. 


THIEF PUF BLAME ON MOUSE 


Confessed Forger Tells How His Moth- 
er's Fright Before His Birth 
Marked Him. 


New York.—That a mouse running 
up his mother’s skirt two months be- 
fore he was born left him with a birth- 
mark of a rodent’s figure on his leg 
and an irresistible impulse to steal 
was the unique defense offered in 
court the other day by Edward H. 
Huppe, after confessing to forging a 
check on the Corn Exchange bank for 
$90. He said he has also served a 
term in the Elmira reformatory for 
theft. 

Huppe is a well-to-do young German, 
who came to this country from Old- 
enburg, Germany. He said he _ be- 
came converted to Christian Science 
last fall, and after overcoming his 
parental influence to steal resolved 
to confess to the forgery and start 
life with a clean slate. 

The young man rolled up his trous- 
er leg and showed a birthmark on

Conscience Stricken Because It Fail- 
ed to Lay Its Share of High- 
Priced Eggs. 


Tarrytown, N. Y.—Mary, the pet 
hen of Miss Hannah Mace of North 
Tarrytown, attempted suicide. Miss 
Mace gravely insists that Mary was 
conscience stricken, because, at the 
high price of eggs, she had not been 
able to contribute her share. 

The hen flew up on a wire fence, 
and, then, sticking her head through 
one of the holes, jumped off. There 
she was slowly strangling to death, 
when her owner, attracted by the oth- 
er chickens cackling and making a 
great noise in the yard, ran out and 
rescued her pet. 

To a reporter Miss Mace = said: 
“Mary was hit by an automobile some 
months ago, and since that time she 
has not been able to lay any eggs.

Dealer Sunceasfully Deceives 
Italian Commissioners. 


Sells Them Imitation ahd Brags About 
the Affair Until He Gets Into 
Trouble, but Comes Out a 
Winner Financially. 


Rome, Italy.—A law was voted by 
the Italian parliament in June, 1909, 
for the preservation and defense of 
the artistic, historical and archaeolog: 
ical patrimony of the country. The 
object of this law was to prevent the 
smuggling abroad of art objects and 
old paintings, a practice which is re 
sorted to by art dealers who find it 
more profitable to sell abroad instead 
of in Italy any article of artistic or 
historical value. The exportation of 
art objects is now prohibited by law 
and it is only exceptionally allowed 
after the object to be exported has 
been examined by a special commis- 
sion and a permit of exportation grant- 
ed, in which case the would-be ex- 
porter must pay a tax amounting to 
20 per cent. of the value declared. 
The government commission is in ev- 
ery case entitied to exercise the so- 
called right of pre-emption and ac- 
quire the object to be exported at 
the price declared by the owner. 

Recently the members of the gov- 
ernment commission were instructed 
to exercise more care in the examina- 
tion of art objects, especially old 
paintings, and to apply the right of 
pre-emption more frequently. Last 
year an art dealer submitted to the 
commission an old painting for expor- 
tation, which he declared was worth 
only $2,000, despite the fact that he 
attributed it to the celebrated Dutch 
painter, Jakob van Ruysdael. The 
members of the commission immedi- 
ately jumped to the conclusion that 
the painting was a genuine master- 
piece of great, value and suspected 
that the dealer had only set a low 
price on it in order to pass it off as 
a worthiess, unidentified old canvas. 
They immediately exercised the right 
of pre-emption and acquired the paint- 
ing for $2,000, announcing that it was 
a genuine van NRuysdael worth at 
least $20,000, 

The dealer pretended to be greatly 
disappointed, but as a matter of fact 
he sold shortly afterward another iden- 
tical painting to an Italian collector 
for $15,000. He was so elated at his 
successful deal that he could not help 
bragging with his friends that he had 
“done” the members of the govern- 
ment commission, as the two pictures 
were the work of a Russian broken- 
down artist who had specialized in 
faking old Dutch masterpieces. When 
this story leaked out a great outery 
was raised and the press severely de- 
plored the ignorance of the members 
of the commission who wasted the 
public money in acquiring worthless 
imitations cf old masters. The case 
was brought before parliament and 
the minister of public instruction ap- 
pointed a special commission to exam- 
ine the painting. Surely enough, 
within a week Professor Cavenaghi 
submitted the painting to a chemical 
test and ascertained that it was mod- 
ern and consequently faked. The 
dealer was threatened with criminal 
proceedings, but he easily proved that 
he was in good faith, refused to di- 
vulge the name of the painter who 
s0ld him the painting on the plea that 
this was a professional secret and of- 
fered to take back the picture and 
refund to the government the $2,000 
paid for it, 

The scandal has been consequently 
hushed up, but, strange to relate, the 
dealer has not lost any money on the 
deal. 


ELECTRICITY TO HELP MIND 


Wired Rooms Make School Children 
More Healthy and Studious—Test 
Is Made in New York. 


New York.—A practical test of the 
invigorating influences upon human 
lite of high frequency electrical cur- 
rents will be made in New York. Su- 
perintendent Maxwell of the public 
schools and Nikola Tesla are arrang- 
ing to wire certain school rooms and 
repeat the experément that was suc- 
cessfully tried last year in Sweden. 

It is proposed to wire aschool room, 
unknown to either teachers or pupils, 
und, after a period, make close com- 
parison with pupils of the same class 
in an unwired room. It was found 
in Stockholm that the children in the 
electric room increased bodily vigor 
greatly more than others in the same 
school, and that their class standing 
averaged 92 per cent., as compared 
with 75 per cent. for the other classes.

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Quick Witted and Dangerous Per- 
sons Who Use Cocaine. 


Many Are Said to Have Become Ad- 
dicted to the Habit Through a Mere 
Toothache—Efforts Being Made 
to Stamp Out Evil. 


New York,—Disclosures made be- 
fore the grand juries of Kings coun- 
ty recently and inquiries at police 
headquarters reveal that the illicit 
sale of cocaine has grown so rapidly 
during the last two years that it stands 
at the head of the list of drugs which 
are sold illegally throughout the city. 
The police record for 1911 shows five 
arrests and three convictions for sell- 
ing the drug. Forty-three  indict- 
ments returned by the grand juries in 
Brooklyn in the last two months and 
25 cases brought into court by Man- 
hattan detectives show that the cru- 
sade against the evil is bearing fruit. 

Two detectives who have been busy 
running down illegal sellers of the 
drug for the last seven or eight years 
told recently of eccentricities of the 
victims. “It is a strange thing,” said 
one, “that more than two-thirds of the 
men who sell the drug illegally are 
numbered among the victims, Negroes 
are addicted to the habit to a great 
degree. In fact, it was in the south 
that the habit of snuffing the drug 
first came to light. In New York 
city there are hundreds who have be- 
come victims through a mere tooth- 
ache, 

“In running down those who _ vio- 
lated the penal code in selling the 
drug I have found the cocaine victim 
to be a quick-witted and dangerous 
person. I recall one place in particu- 
lar in lower Third avenue, where I 
took part in a raid on a saloon, and 
feund four drug users. One had sil- 
ver buckles on his suspenders and 
the buckles were in box form and 
contained grains of the stuff. Another 
had a seal ring ,the top of which 
opened on a hinge and the inside was 
filled with cocaine. I entered a pool: 
room near Chatham square looking 
for cocaine and was sure that the 
“white stuff’ was sold on the prem- 
ises. I searched for several hours, 
and finally came upon several books. 
A hole into the center of the leaves 
about an inch square was used as a de- 
pository for the drug. If the ‘hang- 
ers on’ had not appeared so studious, 
I believe I would have been complete- 
ly fooled.” 

The police of the large cities, from 
Maine to California, are fighting the 
evil. In Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Bal- 
timore, Denver, Salt Lake City and 
Sun Francisco the increased sale of 
cocaine has made the police suspi- 
cious, and they are trying to discov- 
er the medium through which the 
drug reaches the underworld. The 
temptation to sell the drug illegally 
is due to the enormous profit de- 
rived, The average cost of the drug at 
wholesale is about $3 an ounce ,and 
it sells at the rate of $16 an ounce. 


APPLAUSE MADE SHAW ANGRY 


But a London Audience Wouldn't 
Keep Quiet at Play Revived at 
Kingsway Theater. 


London.—George Bernard Shaw's 
appeal to audiences for “sobriety” 
was in vain at the first performance 
of his play, “John Bull's Other Is. 
land,” which was revived at the 
Kingsway theater. 

The audience tried to comply, but 
the witticisms of the play were toc 
much for a inajority of them and soli- 
tary guffaws more rapidly merged 
into general roars. 

Mr. Shaw appealed in advance for 
the cessation of applause and _ told 
the people that they would get out otf 
the theater half an hour earlier if 
they did not applaud until the end 
of the play; “that if you laugh loudly 
and repeatedly for two hours you get 
tired and cross, and that you are sor 
ry the next morning that you did not 
stay home. 

“Have you noticed,” he wrote, “that 
people look very nice when _ they 
smile or look pleased, but are shock- 
ingly ugly when they roar. with 
laughter, shout excitedly or sob loud 
ly. Will you think me very ungrate 
ful and unkind if I tell you _ that 
though you cannot possibly applaud 
my plays too much at the fall of the 
curtain, yet the more you applaud 
the performance the more angry you 
make me?”

500,000 SHOT OR WOUNDED 


Turks Lost 300,000 Men, Bulgarla 80,- 
000, Servia 22,000, Greece 7,000 
and Montenegro 6,500, 


London,—Nearly 600,000 soldiers 
have been killed or wounded in the 
Balkan war and hundreds of millions 
of dollars expended, according to sta- 
tistics compiled here. 

The Servians contributed 300,000 
soldiers to the allies’ ranks. Of these 
50,000 stayed at home for service 
there. They lost 22,000 killed and 
wounded. Of these they claim only 
4,000 were killed and the rest wounded. 

The Bulgarians sent to the field 300,- 
000, with 60,000 on the northern fron- 
tier. They lost in killed and wounded 
80,000 men, and at Kirk-Kilisseh they 
lost 20,000. 

The Montenegrins sent 75,000 men 
to the front, of whom they lost be- 
tween 6,500 and 7,000, 

The Greeks contributed 120,000 men, 
and they have lost up to the time of 
writing about 7,000 men. 

Servia was spending $100,000 a day 
from October 18 to December 23, 
making $6,600,000. It mobilized its 
army eighteen days previous to tlfe 
outbreak of the war, which cost it 
$1,800,000. It has reserve fund enough 
to fight four months longer without 
borrowing. 

Bulgaria for sixty-six days has been 
spending $120,000 a day, making $7,- 
920,000. Its mobilization cost another 
$2,160,000. 

Greece has paid out $3,660,000 up to 
the time of writing—that {s, about 
$60,000 a day. 

Estimates of the killed and wounded 
are: Turkey, 300,000; Servia, 22,000; 
Bulgaria, 80,000; Montenegro, 6,500; 
Greece, 7,000. 

The monetary cost to the warring 
nations as well as to the powers is 
calculated thus: Turkey, $40,000,000; 
Turkey, in revenue lost from lost prov- 
inces, a year, $30,000,000; Servia, 
$13,400,000; Bulgaria, $10,060,000; 
Greece, $3,660,000; Montenegro, $500,- 
000; Russia, $12,000,000; Austvia, 
including loss of wages and _ prof- 
its, $388.400,000; England, $300,000; 
Italy, including loss of wages and 
profits, $3,240,000; Germany, $440,000; 
France, $6,000,000.

Face Maue: Parioiiy: Famous by Greuze, | 
Whose Name She Disgraced. 


Famous Artist’s immortalization of 
His Wife’s Features Can Be Seen 
at the Great Galleries in 
U. S. and Europe. 
London.—Another ideal has been 
shattered. The babylike face that is 
known the world over as the fabulous- 
ly expensive and miraculous creation 
of the famous artist Greuze, was that 
of a commcéa little girl who, after 
marrying the artist, stole his money 
and disgraced his name. Greuze’s im- 
mortalization of this face cah be seen 
in almost any of the great galleries 

in Europe or America. 

John Rivers has shocked London by 
robbing this wonderful Greuze face, 
which adorns the royal palaces, the 
National and other picture galleries, 
of all its historic virtue. In a book 
just published Mr. Rivers thus de- 
scribes one of the most fascinating 
types of feminine humanity, for which 
American and European collectors to- 
day bid against each other with reck- 
less enthusiasm: 

“All the world knows her, and no 
one who has ever seen her can ever 
forget the sweet sting of her beauty. 
Her eyes are like the fish pools of 
Heshbon, and many a man has died 
happy for the kiss of a mouth such as 
hers. The noonday sunlight seems to 
have got entangled in her hair, and 
young men dream o’ nights of her 
warm and palpitating throat. And, if 
with innocent effrontery, she delights 
in showing to the best advantage her 
dimpled arms, her firm and delicate 

hands, and all the fresh graces of her 
rounded form, it is because she has 
just awakened to the life emotional; 
it is because her child's heart—the 
wide and troubled eyes confess it— 
has suddenly been thrilled and a lit- 
tle frightened by the eternal, delight- 
ful and foolish craving for something 
to love; and so, she lavishes the treas- 
ures of her heart on the pet lamb she 
holds in her arms, or the doves she 
fondly presses to her breast. 

“She was admirably proportioned. 
Neither too short not too tall, which 
is rare among women, who, for the 
most part seem either to have just 
failed to reach, or to have inadvertent- 
ly exceeded, the exact stature that 
nature meant them to attain. Saucy, 
impetuous, with the free-and-easy 
manners of a hoyden, her beauty was 
dainty rather than distinguished; a 
fresh color, a provocative nose, with 
slightly dilated nostrils; strange hu- 
mid, alluring eyes; beautiful teeth; a 
full red mouth, which seemed to give 
a subtle and wonderful meaning to the 
lightest word she uttered; and glori- 
ous auburn hair, gleaming like bur- 
nished gold as it caught and held the 
sunlight. The smooth, arched brow, 
the kindling dilated nostrils, the moist 
lips curved like Cupid’s brow—her 
every feature, in short—announced a 
hasty, passionate and rather voluptu- 
ous nature.” 

The L.ographer of Greuze then ruth- 
lessly explains that this fascinating 
type was Mlle. Anne Gabrielle Babuti, 
the daughter of a bookseller in the 
Quai des Augustins, who was more in. 
terested in her father’s customers 
than in her father’s books. She wag 
attracted by the shabby young artist 
Greuze and, because he was too poor 
or too shy, herself proposed marriage. 
After a few years of happy Bohemi- 
anism she became a spendthrift and 
eventually a wanton, who neglected 
her children, stole her hugband’s mon- 
ey and then dragged his name in the 
mire. 

Sad as the story may be, her hus. 
band’s corception of what she might 
have been will live long after her own 
lack of charactor is forgotten. As 
Hippocrates wrote, many centuries be. 
fore Greuze met his bewitching model] 
in her father’s Paris book store, “Ars 
lomga, vita brevis” (Art is long, life 
is short). 


CALIFORNIA HAS AGE PUZZLE 


Why Golden State Is in Quandary 
Over Men for Service in State 
Militia. 

San Francisco, Cal.—By catering to 
the feminine desire to conceal age, 
the last legislature of California 
brought upon state and county offl- 
cials a series of unexpected prob- 
lems, which are coming up for solu- 
tion.

TEXTILE WORKERS SCARCE 
Mill Girls at Lancashire and York- 
shire Dislike to Wear Clogo and 
Shawls of Factory. 

London.—There is a great dearth 
of operatives for the cotton and 
woolen mils of Lancashire and York- 
shire. The cause of this is the grow- 
ing dislike of girls to appear in the 
immemorial dress of the factory giri 
—clogsy and shawls. 

The “Lancashire lassies” point to 
their sisters who work at the shops 
or in the office, although at a much 
lower wage, who are able to wear 
costumes, brightly trimmed hats and 
gloves and shoes. 

The work of the mill girls discour- 
ages any attempt at smart or even 
neat appearance. The wearing of 
clogs instead of shoes and shawls in- 
stead of hats causes the mill girls to 
be humbled in the eyes of other girls 
whose occupation permits them to 
dress more attractively, although 
they earn only a few shillings week- 
ly as against the $5 or more earned 
by the despised and rejected factory 
operative. 

The mill managers have met to dis- 
cuss how mill work for girls could 
be made more attractive, for it is un- 
doubted that if the girls renounce 
the factories nothing remains but to 
import foreign labor. One manager 
said that the girls in his mill had 
dropped shawls and clogs and were 
going to work in flower laden hats 
and dogskin gloves. 


WAGES FOR BLOWING BREATH 


Eight Women in New York Labora- 
tories Draw Dollar a Day for 
Thus Aiding Experiments, 


New York.—A dollar a day for 
blowing one’s breath is being paid at 
the laboratories of the College of Phy 
sicians and Surgeons to eight women 
who started upon their unique occupa 
tion recently. When a representative 
of the laboratory went to the munici- 
pal lodging house to get recruits for 
the work he barely escaped being 
locked up as fit for the psychopathic 
ward. He explained, however, that 
women were wanted in connection 
with experiments in sickroom venti- 
lation. They weresto breathe into six 
teen ounce bottles imbedded in refrig 
erators, the food particles being re 
moved from the breuth during its pas 
sage through a rubber tube, 

The condensed vapor is to be chem. 
ically analyzed, and the doctors hope 
through their experiments to better 
conditions of the atmosphere in sick 
rooms.

Old Timers * Larment: Passing of 
Famous Thoroughfare. 


No Longer Do Easy Marks With 
Plenty of Money Frequent Its Glit- 
tering Resorts—‘Dart Game” 
Passes Into Oblivion. 


New York.—‘The Bowery’s on the 
bum. Say, you can go out any night 
with a cannon and fire a grapeshot up 
and down the street and not hit a 
sucker; there's nothing doing. Strang- 
ers don’t come here any more,” was 
the first thing an old timer said when 
the report went up and down the 
other day that John H. McGurk, 
whilom proprietor of “Suicide Hall” 
and of other unsavory dives, was dy- 
ing in California, 

Of course the Bowery is not entire- 
ly dead. There are still plenty of 
saloons with back rooms on it and on 
the adjacent streets and alleys where 
the ufderworld gathers and hatches 
gun plots and plans gang feuds, but 


the times when the street was 
thronged with sailors and countrymen 
apparently eager to be “trimmed” 


have gone and none know it better 
than the trimmers themselves. 

The dime museum used to flourish 
on the Bowery and the places were a 
source of great profit to their own- 
ers. You paid only a dime to get in, 
but unless you were extremely lucky 
you paid a great deal more to get out 
The blood testing apparatus, the 
phrenologist and the “envelope 
game,” with its promises of valuable 
prizes, as gold watches, if you 
guessed right, separated you from the 
rest of your property. They flour. 
ished for years and did a big trade, 
but the police got after them and they 
gradually were forced out of business. 

Lately three or four of them have 
started up again, but to judge from 
appearances and from the admissions 
of the “cappers” of the places them- 
selves they are not making any 
money. They all display outside the 
same garish lithographs of scantily 
dressed women and underneath is the 
same old sign of “Men Only” which 
served to attract thousands for s0 
many years and wkich never fulfilled 
the promise it seemed to make. Also 
outside some mechanical musical con- 
trivance jangles noisily and tuneless- 
ly. 

A reporter went into three or four 
of these places the other day and the 
prospect Was dreary. At ane of the 
places, on the east side of the street, 
when the reporter was paying his 
admission, the ticket man impressed 
on him the fact that “this isn’t a 
moving picture show.” It certainly 
was not. The “show” consisted of 
the old time hideous anatomical ex- 
hibit of diseases and freaks, ending 
with the “twWo-headed Chinese dragon 
brought to this country fifty-five years 
ago and worshipped by the people of 
that heathen land. And now, gentle- 
men’—the reporter was the only 
visitor—‘I have shown and explained 
to you all these interesting specimens, 
and that is all,” concluded the ex- 
hibitor in his sing song voice. 

“Isn't there anything else?” 

“You can stay and look around 
again if you want to,” replied the 
showman, as if surprised that any one 
should want to stay any longer. 

The paraphernalia for the “dart” 
game was in evidence, but there was 
no game. “The man who runs it,” 
explained the showman, “is at the 
bicycle show this week. He’s a bike 
fan.” 

In this pastime you throw a little 
winged dart and try to pin one of a 
hundred or more tickets hanging on 
the wall If you succeed you get as a 
prize some article corresponding to 
the number on your ticket. On the 
wall also were hanging “gold” 
watches, opera glasses, bracelets and 
other things, and in old days these 
articles used frequently to be won— 
by the “cappers” for the game, until 
you had exhausted your funds in try:

Board of Public Works Wants 
Money for Replacement of 
Water Mains 

At the regular meeting of the 
board of public works last even- 
ing, all members and 
Mayor Henchey presiding, it was 
voted to request the city council 
to authorize a loan of $20,000 out- 
side the debt limit, and a transfer 
of $10,000 from the income of the 
water department, the money to 
be used in accordance with the 
special legislative act of 1910, for 
the replacement of defective and 
worn out water mains. 

Commissioner of water and water 
supply Jones was instructed to 
submit at his earliest convenience, 
a list of streets, where in his judg- 
ment the work of replicement dur- 
ing the current year is most re- 
quired. 

Under the provisions of the 
special act of the legislature, the 
city of Woburn was originally 
authorized to spend $100,000 out- 
side the debt limit in the replace- 
ment of water mains, at a rate of 
$20,000 annually for a_pertod of 
five years. This authorization was 
granted conditionally. The act 
stipulated that after the first year 
1910 acertain specified amount of 
money from the income of the water 
department must also be expended 
in the work of replacement. In 
1911 the sum specified was $5,000, 
last year $7,500, and this year 
$10,000. 

The vote of the board last even- 
ing, asking the council to transfer 
$10,000 from the revenue of the 
water department 
in order to acquire the right to 
expend $20,000 beyond the debt 
limit. 

Commissioner Kennedy brought 
the matter up, saying that past 
experience had shown that con-

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A SERMON FROM THE BENCH 


The sensible and foreeful 
marks by Michael J. Murray, one 
of the Judges of the Municipal 
Court of the City of Boston, made 
the other afternoon in Boston 
ought to be read by all parents 
having young children. A Judge 
of this large court which has an 
immense amount of criminal busi- 
ness, has an opportunity for very 
valuable observation. Speaking 
of the careful supervision of chil- 
dren, he said: “Parents should 
never allow their children to enter 
a public park unless accompanied 
by some grown person. In the 
parks of the city there are almost 
sure to be human beasts who have 
designs of one kind or another up- 
on these little Children 
have a right to several years of in- 
nocence before they begin to learn 
some of the truths of the world. 
To guard that innocence every 
mother should keep her children 
about her knees, ought to keep 
track of them whenever they leave 
the house. I don’t want to alarm 
the timid needlessly, but there is 
danger, all around us all the time, 
and the way to guard against it is 
to recognize this fact. By ‘chil- 
dren’ I mean even boys and girls 
as old as.12 or 14 years.”’ 

The Judge then went on to speak 
of drunkenness, classifying it as a 
disease rather than a crime and 
highly commending the State Farm 
at Bridgewater as an ideal institu- 
tion for drunks; its acres are culti- 
vated by the inmates, “who get a 
chance to be out in God’s fresh 
air.” 

After speaking of shop lifting 
and picking pockets as specially 
mean crimes, the Judge asks and 
answers 2 question: “Do youknow 
what I think is responsible for 
much crime? The growing irre- 
ligion of the age. A hundred years 
ago George Washington warned 
the country that it musn’t look 
for morality without religion. THu- 
man nature is weak. It needs 
some restraining influence. Re- 
ligious people go wrong but they 
still have something which stirs 
their conscience.” 

One might infer that the Judge 
is none too devoted to that popu- 
lar notion of inherited criminal 
tendencies. We have often thought 
that to release a man from respon- 
sibility for his acts and to throw 
the blame on his antecedents is 
overwork héredity. ‘To our mind 
the Judge is quite right in laying 
a good share of the blame on en- 
vironment. “The greater number 
of wrongdoers”’ he says, “have be- 
come criminals because of their 
environment. Go into the con- 
gested sections of any city and you 
will see enough for this. 
Wrong environment, wrong bring- 
ing up—rather than originally 
criminal tendencies are responsible 
for the larger proportion of mis- 
deeds.”’ 

A good sermon from the bench, 
that to which the JOURNAL says 
a fervent Amen!

If it is all Mr. Edison 
claims it to be, it would seem pro- 
fessional actors might begin to 
worry, there would appar-

could win the plaudits of the public, 
but the work could be done in the 
picture factories. With the inven- 
tion in full swing, Madame Bern- 
hardt need not make another fare- 
well appearance. She could simply 
talk and act into the machine at 
home and her words and move- 
ments carefully “canned” may be 
shipped to all parts of the world.

( POWER OF THE SEA. 


Fearful Force of Ocean Waves When 
They Run Wild. 

The average inland American who 
has never seen the ocean has no real 
iden of the force of its waves. He 
reads about the storm, of boats being 
curried away and bulwarks stove. But 
he does not realize the steam hammer 
blows that may be struck by mere 
water, 

A recent storm on the British coasts 
received the official designation of a 
storm of “extreme force.” A _ picture 
taken in Hastings harbor shows the 
concussion with which the waves 
struck the sea wall, sending the spray 
apparently higher than the buildings 
along the street. Blocks of concrete 
and iron railing were torn from the 
new parade extension at Caroline place 
and tossed back into the roadway as if 
they bad been bits of plank. ‘Timber 
work that had withstood! the stress of 
years was torn apart and carried away. 
Busements were flooded along all the 
seaward face of the town, 

Such a storm when it sweeps over a 
ship will sometimes carry away almost 
everything on deck. Deck houses are 
often smashed, and the lifeboats are 
often stove in and ruined. 

Various attempts have been made to 
devise motors to develop power from 
the force of the waves. The amount 
of enetgy wasted through their lack of 
success is beyond estimate. If the 
power ot the sea could be used it 
would drive the machinery of an un- 
limited number of plants-—Chicago 
Tribune.

WASHINGTON SIATY- 
THREE YEARS AGO 


A Woburnian’s Impression of 
_the Capitol City in Pres. 


of Taylor’s Day 


ahe following letter written by 
a former well known citizen of 
Woburn nearly 63 years ago will 
convey to the present inhabitants 
some idea of Washington life dur- 
ing the administration of President 
Zachary Taylor. 

It will be remembered 
lovers of history that General 
Taylor was President only one 
year and four months, dying in 
office July 9, 1850 a little more 
than a months after this letter 
was written. 

It was sent to his caretaker and 
friend Mr. Archelaus Tay of Wo- 
burn. 

Mr. Baldwin was a son of 
Loammi Baldwin, a Colonial in 
the Revolution and lived on the 
Baldwin estate in North Woburn 
which he inherited from his father. 

The letter follows:— 

National Hotel 
Washington City 
June 1 (Saturday) 1860 


by the 


Sir 

Having a moment of leisure I ems 
brace it to say that I arrived at this 
place on ‘Tuesday last travelling all the 
way by railroad. You may feel 
desirous of knowing when [shall be at 
Woburn again. I hope to bein Wo- 
burn by the Jast of next week or the 
beginning of the week after, 

Mrs. Baldwin and I are in good 
health and move about a good deal 
whien the weather will admit of it. 

The season is considered backward 
here as the President’s gardener told 
me when walking over the grounds 
around the ‘“‘White House’, as they 
call that where the President resides 
although I picked up on the walk an 
apricot which had fallen from the tree 
as large as a pullets egg. ‘The Presi- 
dent’s men were mowing the grass in 
frout of his house although it was not 
very high. 

When roving round abont the Presi- 
dent’s mansion Mrs. Baldwin and self 
went tothe stable and there saw the 
groom washing the war steed of Gen’l 
Taylor called “Old Whitey’. He is 
19 years old and is well fed and taken 
care of and does nothing. While the 
groom was washing his legs 1 put my 
hand upon his neck and body and they 
seein hard as marble. 


The horse is of good size and well 


formed or rather appears plump and 
fleshy. He has what I call wall eyes 
which hurt his appearance in my view 
and he rolled them about well while 
he was tied by a short halter and 
seemed quite disposed if he would be 
let loose to clear the yard very socn: 
‘The groom gave me a few of his hairs 
one or two of which I intend to send 
you in this letter. 

A part of the White House is open 
to the inspection of strangers who be- 
have decent and are properly clad. 

Wife and I wandered into the cele- 
brated Eust room and while there 
alone, Ltook my cane and measured 
itslength and breadth, It is 78 feet 
long aud 87 1-2 feet wide and has a 
most beavtiful wilton carpet on the 
floor. ‘the English mirrors or looking 
glasses were 4 1-2 feet wide, the height 
ITeould not ascertain. The family of 
the President only occupy but a smal] 
portion of this palace of a building. 

We went to the President’s Levee 
last night where we met and shook 
hands with bim and his daughter, Mrs, 
Wood. ‘There were of the citizens, 
congressmen, ambassadors and ladies 
about 3 or 400 and the East room was 
filled and three or four others; we 
went at 9 o’clock and left before 
eleven; we had no refreshments of any 
sort except some cold water at leay- 
ing,but you never saw a more jovial 
party and the President did his part 
in'talking with everyone who was pre- 
sented to him. I said to him that I 
hoped he would come to the northward 
this summer, and he replied that it 
would depend a good deal on the 
actions of congress. 

Tis cool enough today to have our 
room windows shut, 

We attended the funeral of Mr. 
Elmure, the senator who was sent to 
tuke the va¢ant seat of your friend 
and favorite, John C, Calhoun, 

These two state senators from South 
Carolina have died 

The Treasury building is 458 feet 
long and the Post Office larger than 
our State House,

remembered to your wife and yourself, 
We dine at 4 1-2 o'clock TL.

MORE SCHOOLS — 1N RUSSIA | 


‘Czar’s Pollcy Gives “tmpetue to Popu- 
lar Education—Blg Gain In Last 
Fifteen Years. 


St. Petersburg—Popular education 
in Russia is making rapid strides in 
advance; so much so that the next 
statistics of people who can neither 
read nor write, not long ago officially 
estimated at 60 per cent, of the total 
population, will certainly indicate 4 
notable decrease. In the last iifteen 
years public instruction has immense- 
ly improved. 

The existing system of state schools 
was founded in the second half of 
the nineteenth century, when the 
edict of the abolition of serfdom ap- 
peared, Until the year 1860 Russia 
only had 4,077 public schools. When, 
in 1864, the zemstvos were estab- 
lished, the number of schools in- 
creased rapidly and at the end of the 
sixties there were in Russia 22,770 
schools with 1,140,915 pupils, 

Under Alexander III, popular edu- 
cation made further advances, and at 
the end of his reign the number of 
schools had reached 43,285 with 2,- 
970,000 pupils. Under the present 
czar educational matters have re 
ceived increased attention. Thus the 
schools opened by the zemstvos were 
granted a state subsidy of $190 for 
every fifty pupils, while the teachers 
got increases in salary, 

At the present time there are in 
Russia 100,295 elementary schools and 
6,180,510 pupils. Of these schools 
66,910 have been opened under the 
retgn of Nicholas II., the present czar, 
In the same period the number of in- 
dustrial schools has risen from 1,233 
to 2,748. A teacher in the state 
schools now begins on a salary of $172 
a year. After five years he draws 
$200, after ten years $220 and the 
maximum {s only $270 a year. 


JEZREEL TEMPLE IS FOR SALE 


Famous as Home of English Sect 
Which Put Ban on Barbers—Found- 
er Said He Would Live Forever. 
London, England.—The famous Jez: 
reel temple at Chatham has been of- 
fered for sale. The building, which ts 
a conspicuous landmark, was begun 
in 1882 by a British solder named 
White, who, after an attack of sun- 
streke in India, proclaimed himself 
the propher of a new religion and 
adopted the name of ‘James Hershon 

Jezreel,” 

An article of the new faith was 
that none of its disciples should visit 
a barber, and the Jezreelites rapid- 
ly became known in the locality and 
beyond it. “Jezreel’ gathered hun- 
dreds of followers and organized a 
little colony of farms and workshops, 
out of which he made a fortune. He 
began the construction of the temple 
with the object of accommodating 
5,000 of the faithful of the 144,000 who 
were to be saved when the end of 
the world came, 

He promised his followers that he 
would live forever, but he died before 
the tower was finighed. It remains 
unfinished today despite the fact that 
over $200,000 was spent on it, The 
building remained unoccupied  unti! 
1906, when it was taken by an Amert- 
can nemed Mills, who adopted the ti- 
tle of ‘Prince Michael,” and proclaim- 
ed himself the successor of “Jezreel.” 
About three years ago “Prince Mt}- 
chael’s followers were evicted, hav- 
ing failed to pay the rent to the own- 
er, a contractor who had taken over 
the building on the death of “Jez. 
reel,”

WOBURN CHARITABLE ASS’N: 


Officers Elected and Annual 


Re- 


ports Submitted 


MEETING OF THE TRUSTEES 


The annual meetings of the Wo- 
burn Charitable Association 
the Trustees of the Choate Memor- 
ial Hospital were held last evening. 
At the meeting of the corporation, 
the following officers were elected: 
Elmer KE. Silver, president; John 
G. Maguire and John W. Johnson, 
vice presidents; Samuel W. Men- 
dum, secretary; Carl W. Jaquith, 
treasurer; William Beggs, James 
Skinner, William F. Davis, Her- 
bert B. Dow, William HE. Blodgett, 
and B, Frank Kimball, trustees. 
The meeting of the trustees was 
held after the corporation meeting 
had been adjourned, and the sev- 
eral committees were appointed, 
practically the same as last year. 

The following report was read: 

It is the desire of the Trustees, 
in presenting their report for the 
year 1912, not only to give an out- 
line of the service rendered during 
the year, but also to emphasize the 
Hospital’s possibilities of service. 

During the past year 238 pa- 
tieuts were admitted and 66 major, 
79 minor and 20 obstetric opera- 
tions were performed. ‘The total 
of these figures is slightly under 
the total for 1911, due principally 
to the establishment of the Win- 
chester Hospital, but they repre- 
sent a substantial record of service. 

The total earnings of the Hospi- 
tal were $8,637.86 and the total ex- 
penditures $9,338.58, leaving a 
deficit of $700.67. ‘The institution 
is not self-supporting therefore, 
and its maintenauce is dependent 
upon receipts from other sources, 
such as bequests, donations, and 
the annual June 17 celebration, 
heretofore called either the County 
Fair or the Field Day. 

These last named demonstrations 
have served a useful purpose not 
only insupplying financial aid, but 
also as a means of eueciine the 


and 


purpose of the donor of the Hospi- 
tal in establishing it for the bene- 
fit of all the people of ‘‘Woburn 
aud vicinity.’? It has served to 
bring all the people of the city to 
gether in a social way such 


as no 


| previous event of the kind has done 


ie 


and has tius served to demonstrate 
the Hospital’s desire to be of the 
broadest service. 

In recognition of the generous 
returns from the patronage of the 
Coutuny Fair of 1911 and the Field 
Day of 1912, the Trustees have 
voted to set apart $600 from the 
receipts of the County Fair and 
$900 from the Field Day receipts 
toward the maintenance of free 
beds for worthy patients whose 


circumstances willnot permit them | 
of 


to pay for treatment. Some 
this money already has been speci- 
fically applied to this purpose, and 
the desire of the Trustees to ex- 
tend the Hospital’s service along 
this line is limited only by the in- 
stitution’s financial ability. 


The average charge per patient 
was 19 cents per day less than the 
average cost per patient. In many 
cases patients have been unable to 
pay promptly, some were wholly 
unable to pay, some were ap- 
parently unwilling, though able, 

to redeem their financial obliga- 
tion for treatment, 

There is outstanding the sum of 
$1,776.05 due for hospital service 
to aha 1, 1913 morethan half of 
which is uncollectible or of doubt- 

ful credit. 

The Hospital would be glad to 
extend still farther its free service 
to worthy patients wko might be 
financially unable to pay the regu- 
lar charge of $10.50 a week, if it 
could receive further donations for 
this purpose. For $300 a donor 
may endow a free bed for 30 weeks 
out of a year and designate the 
beneficiary, During 1909 two such 
free beds were established. Dur- 
ing the past year a contributor 
who preferred to remain anony- 
mous gave the sum of $5,000 to es- 
tablish a free bed in perpetuity. 

This will enable the Hospital to 
maintain such a bed for 80 weeks 
out of every year, and,if such a 
donor so desires, he may designate

ED IN MASSACHUSETTS 

If a proposed bill passes the 
legislature at the present session, 
all “school voters’? will have a 
chance to vote at the next state 
election on the question whether 
it is desired to give women equal 
right to vote with men. This 
means that all registered women 
as well as men can on the 
question. A majority in the 
affirmative would not give this 
extended suffrage right, but would 
furnish a justifiable basis for the 
submission to male voters later of 
an amendment to the constitution 
striking out the word “male’’ from 
the article determining and limit- 
ing the right to vote. 

The bill is in conformity with 
the declaration of the last Republi- 
can platform in favor of giving 
the voters an opportunity of ex- 
pressing themselves on this ques- 
tion. With the subject up for 
consideration the campaign next 
Fall will be enlivened by the 
activities of the militant advocates 
of the cause among the women. 
It will be interesting to see how 
many women take the trouble to 
vote. Undoubtedly a large part 
of those voting will declare them- 
selves in the affirmative, but will 
represent only a small percentage 
of the women who could vote if 
they wanted to. Woburn is one 
of the banner municipalities for 
registration of women, the lists 
here including over 2000 names} 
In. Boston at the last election, 
with a woman candidate for school 
committee on the ballot for the 
one place to be filled, less than 
5000 women voted. In Gloucester 
less than 50 women are registered.

the patient or patients to have the 
service of this bed, 

Inasmuch as the running ex- 
penses of the Hospital exceed the 
receipts, it is apparent that other 
charges must have a prior claitn to 
consideration, but the trustees call 
attention to the possibilities in this 
direction in the hope that individ- 
uals able and desirous of extend- 
ing assistance to worthy patients 
in need of it may interest them- 
selves not only in this particular 
direction, but also in the general 
work of the Hospital. 

ln a manufacturing community 
like ours, a hospital for treating 
accident cases plays an important 
part, and a number of synch cases 
have been received during the 
year, Many of our manufacturers 
are generous supportors of the 
Hospital, but in view of the ad- 
vantages and need of a hospital 
for the prompt and efficient treat- 
ment of such cases, the suggestion 
of free beds to be maintained by 
several lines of industry ad- 
vanced fur consideration.

At times it is possible to assign 
nurses for outside nursing at $15 
a week. Such assignments help 
swell the receipts of the hospital. 
During 1912 the sum of $839.90 
was received from this source, and 
persons desiring the services of 
nurses for outside nursing are in- 
cited to call the Superintendent, 
who will be glad to make such 
assignments whenever possible. 

The Trustees feel that the Hos- 
pital stands in the first rank of 
institutions of its kind, and inas- 
much as it depends upon the 
public for its support, they wel- 
come the public as visitors. If 
callers can come between three 
and five P. M. the Superintendent 
will be glad to welcome them and 
to show them all departments.

Mr. Kendall was born at North

dent of his native city. He had 
the honorable record of serving 
two terms of enlistment in the 
army of the union in the civil 
war. He first enlisted in Co. G, 
5th Mass. August 25, 1862 for a 
nine months term and dis- 
charged July 2, 1863. On February 
29, 1864, he re-enlisted as a mem- 
ber of Co. H, 57th Mass., serving 
until the close of the war. 

He married Miss Anna Merriam 
Hindman of Bedford, who died 
September 26, 1894. For 22 years 
he was a trusted employee of the 
Mass. Rifle association, and for 18 
years of that time was superin- 
tendent of the association’s range 
at Walnut hill. In this capacity 
he was well-known to the marks- 
men of the state; to whom he was 
always Uncle William. For two 
terms Mr. Kendall served this city 
as alderman from ward 5, and 
always evinced the liveliest interest 
in national, state and local politics.

As cord wood 
it has a low value, and as such is 
used in lime kilns and brick yards 
principally. 

Forester Rane in his description 
of the chestnut tree boils the facts 
down to this:

in this State seldom grows over 
90 feet high, with a diameter of 
1 to 2 feet. In the open it some- 
times reaches a diameter of 4 to 
4 feet, but it is then shorter and 
has a brushy crown. The leaves 
are oblong-lanceolate in shape, 6 
to 8 inches long, with acute apex, 
svedge-shaped base and dentate 
margin. The flowers; which appear 
about the 4th of July, are creamy 
white, in slender catkins 6 to 8 
inches long. The fruit is a burr 
containing from 1 to 3 nuts. 

“The typical form in which 
ehestnut occurs in Massachusetts 
is an even-aged sprout stand. This 
results from the common practice 
of clean cutting. Following such 
an operation, practically every 
chestnut stump sends up a number 
of vigorous sprouts, which soon 
close together and form a complete 
eover. The weaker sprouts are 
soon shaded out, as are any seed- 
lings which may have started, and 
the resulting stand is of nearly 
even height &s well as age. Chest- 
nut rarely reproduces. by seed in 
the forest, since it is unable to 
endure shade.

Frank G. Reynolds Served With 
Credit to Himself and His 
Native City 

Frank G, 
War veteran, who died January 
17, in the naval hospital in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. after an illness of only 
two days of pneumonia, was born 
in Woburn, February 2, 1878, the 
son of George W. and Mary A. 
(Doherty) Reynolds. 

He was one of the earliest to 
the naval service in the 
Spanish war, enlisting as 
on board the U.S.S, St. 
afterward served on 


{ 
enter 
a sailor 
Paul and 
board the 
hospital ship Lancaster. 

While aboard the St. Paul he 
was promoted to ship bugler, a 
position of much importance, as 
there were then 83 different bugle 
calls, any one of which number 
were liable to be called for at any 
time. : 

The St. Paul did good work in 
that. campaign owing to her great 
speed of 23 knots., She sunk the | 
torpedo boat Terror off San Juan, 
Porto Rico, and was also in the 
blockade of Santiago when Hobson 
made his gallant attempt to blockade 
the harbor but was not present at 
the battle with the Spanish fleet. 

At: Siboney, Reynolds was de- 
tailed for Red Cross work among 
the wounded in July 1898, when 
the field hospitals and the dock 
were crowded with patients, and 
it is to his credit, that the first 
news of the mysterious disappear- 
ance of Charles H. Moloy of this 
city was then obtained. 

He related the fact that after a 
platform car had been unloaded of 
about 20 wounded men who were 
placed along the track and before 
they could be removed, another 
train backed into it and killed them 
all, Maloy being among the num- | 
ber. 

Reynolds is said to have been 
the first Woburn man wounded in 
the Spanish war having received 
a slight flesh wound from a splinter. 

He will probably be buried in 
the naval cemetery in Brooklyn, 
although his brother-in-law, Thom- 
as Quinn Jr., went to New York to 
look after the body as soon as his 
death was known by the family. 

He had not been home for about 
ten years and it is believed by his 
family that he remained in 
the navy to the time of his death 
as he was much in love with his 
work there.

The edict, cutting off these 
special transportation rates, which 
same like a bolt from a cloudless 
sky, will make it impossible for 
many to enjoy the advantages 
provided by the state. Especially 
is. this true in relation to the state 
normal schools. A representative 
of the State Board of Education 
is authority for the statement that 
ten state normal schools will be 
seriously crippled in attendance 
by this edict of the railroad authori- 
ties. This aspect of the case finds 
apt illustration in Woburn, from 
whence many girls, after gradua- 
tion from the high school, go to 
Lowell in order that they may re- 
ceive the normal school training 
provided free by the state. 

These girls live at home, but 
travel to and from Lowell on rail- 
road trains. They mostly 
girls who cannot afford a college 
course. ‘To them the normal school 
with its prospect of a certificate 
ensuring profitable occupation, is, 
with its free tuition, a golden oppor- 
tunity. Under the long-established 
special transportation rates, the 
travelling expense per capita was 
about $11 every three months, 
Under the recent edict that item 
of outlay is raised to $21. This 
works a hardship, nd, ain a majori- 
ty of cases, upon a class the least 
able to bear it, and frequently will 
be prohibitive. It will mean that 
hopes for a higher education must 
be abandoned, that ambition must 
yield to disappointment, and that 
a goodly percentage of struggling 
girls will be prevented from be-

Leonard Page Benton, for nearly 
60 years a resident of Stoneham, 
died this morning at his home, 353 
Main street after an invalidism of 
three years. Mr. Benton was born 


at Plymouth, N. H. April 29, 
1837, son of Zenas and Priscilla 
(Flanders) Benton, He was 


shoemaker in his native state until 
the civil war when he enlisted, Oc t- 
ober 10, 1861 in Co. E. 8th N 
regiment. He served until 
uary 15, 1865 during which time he 
was in the capture of New Orleans, 
the fall of Fort Hood in 1868, and 
at the battle of Yellowstone Bayou 
in 1864. The same year he was 
taken prisoner, but later exchanged. 

Going to Stoneham after the war, 
entered a Later he 
was éngaged for years there asa 
shoe manufacturer. His last em- 
ployment was as janitor of the 
East Boston branch of the Boston

Mr. Benton was a selectman in 
1886. He was a charter member 


of Miles Standish colony U.O.P.F. 
and a member of the Supreme col- 
ony. He was affiliated with Col- 
umbian lodge, Evergreen Rebekah 
lodge, and Canton Fells Encamp- 
ment 1.0.0.F. and was a member 
of the Massachusetts Grand lodge. 
He was at the time of his death, 
surgeon of post 75 G. A. R.

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AGRICULTURE IN 
HIGH SCHOOLS 


The State Board of Education 
is taking a deep interest in the 
matter of establishing a course in 
agriculture in the several high 
schools of the state. The Patrons 
of Husbandry, through the local 
granges, is heartilly in favor of 
the proposed addition, and com- 
mittees have been named at dif- 
ferent points in the state to pre- 
sent, and urge the adoption of the 
plan before the State Board of 
Education. 

The plan is to have a definite 
time devoted week to an 
agricultural course by such pupils 
as may elect to take it, and to have 
such a supplemented by 
actual demonstration land at 
home. The Sgate Board has en- 
tered upon a campaign of education 
and in its plan 
Rufus Stimson, of the department, 
will the Woburn 
committee at its next weeting. 

It has been suggested that a por- 
tion of the high school lot, which 
comprises 30 odd acres, might be 
properly and profitably employed 
as a demonstration ground. Wheth- 
er this would be the wisest course 
to pursue is a matter to be decided 
only after careful deliberation, but 
on general principles the step, con- 
templating adding such a depart- 
ment to the regular course at the 
high school, is along the line of voca- 
tional education, which is knock- 
ing loudly at the door and demand- 
ing admission to our school system.

To the eye of the stranger,— 
landscape gardeneras well as_ or- 
dinary visitor,—our city common, 
with its inspiring soldiers’ monu- 
ment appeals as attractive not 
only in its present condition but 
in its possibilities for emphatic 
beauty. In many of our Massa- 
chusettss town,the beautiful square, 
or common, is graced by but one 
snow-white colonlial church. Wo- 
burn has three stately church build- 
ings (and a band-stand; soft pedal 
on the band-stand!) about the com- 
mon, with a beautiful temple of 
graceful elm trees. The common 
itself is a decided improvement over 
its condition only a few years ago 
but much can yet be done. 

As for the churches, what a 
wonderful change was wrought 
when the Baptist church was paint- 
ed a snow-white. On the occasion 
of the visit to Woburn in Novem- 
ber 1911, of Walter Gilman Page, 
of the Massachusetts Art Commis- 
sion, this excellent example of 
Bulfinch church architecture caught 
his eye and he expressed the wish 
that it might be painted white. 
And when it was done, old 
dents gazed at it with admiration, 
as if looking upon a new building. 
Architectural details that have 
escaped notice sprang to view and 
we were made aware that we had 
acquired an architectural treasure, 
and an added embellishment to 
our square.

Now we are not interior decora- 
tors or landscape architects. At 
editorial sanctum isn’t generally 
long on paint. Develish black ink 
is more in our line and it is slung 
without regard to the canons of 
decorative art, but we venture the 
suggestion that wehere there is 
much shade, as there is in our 
square, bright colors on woe build- 
ings are the “proper caper.’”’ We 
think that three white churches, 
a white city hall and a white court 
house, shining through our elm- 
shaded common would cheer us up, 
municipally, residentially and ar- 
chitecturally.

Land Worth $15,000,000, However, Is

New York.—The latest project for 
a New York park is the rather stag- 
gering proposition that the city take 
over the site of the Equitable build- 
ing, which burned last winter, and 
make it into an open square.

LAND OF LOST MEN’ 


Scores Mysteriously Disappear 
From Far Southwest. 


Are Opposed to Asking Strangers 
Personal Questions—No Trace 
Ie Left Behind. 


El Paso, Tex.—Is there a “port of 
missing men?” That is a: question to 
be answered as your fancy dictates, 
says a writer. But that there is a 
country from which men are. con- 
stantly ‘missing’ allows of no con- 
tradiction. A section of this great 
United States of America there is 
which literally swallows up human be- 
ings and leaves no inkling of their 
fates or their whereabouts. Such a 
section and such places are found 
throughout the great southwest from 
western Texas to the Pacific coast. 

Not one man or one woman, but 
scores of men and women, come, are 
seen and vanish in this section of the 
states each year. To disappear from 
off the face of the earth as completely 
as if one had never existed is not a 
feat easy of accomplishment even in 
the great centers of population in the 
pastern states. And in this country of 
missing men it bappens so frequently 
that only a case of extraordinary in- 
terest commands the attention of the 
natives.

alty of obscurity here, 
is indifference. ‘Who 
indeed? 

But indifference alone is not re- 
sponsible for the lack of interest in 
so small a matter as the mere disap- 
pearance of a man. No, there is that 
in the attitude of the average native 
of the southwest which makes him 
hesitate to show any interest or con- 
cern in the affairs of another man 
In the east such questions as “Where 
are you from?” or “Are you in busi- 
ness here?” are common enough. And 
such questions are asked with no pur- 
pose or intent of prying into another's 
affairs. It is a part of the social cus- 
toms of the “polite’ east to show 
some interest in another's well-being. 
But such personal, intimate questions 
never fall from the lips of the man 
born or reared in the great southwest. 

Only a few days ago the proprie- 
tress of one of the largest and finest 
boarding houses in El] Paso furnished 
mute but convincing evidence of the 
fact that men disappear all too often 
in these parts. Taking the corre- 
spondent up to a spacious garret, she 
pointed to a pile of trunks and other 
effects and said: 

“You see all

these trunks here? 


Well, they belong to men and women 
who have come to my place, taken 
rooms and suddenly departed. Do I 


never hear from them? Not in a sin- 
gle instance have I received one line 
from one of them, or from any one 
knowing them. All I know about 
them, as a rule, is their last names. 
I don’t ask them anything about them- 
selves. I know what you are think- 
ing,” she added. “You are thinking 
these are the effects of ‘board jump- 
ers.’ But you are wrong. I make 
them all pay from the day they get 
their rooms—a week in advance. I’m 
too used to keeping a boarding house 
to be ‘taken in’ by men with empty 
trunks or trunks loaded with bricks 
and the like. If you will look you will 
see that some of these trunks are not 
even locked. They are full of clothes 
—more or tess good. Sometimes one 
finds the relatives of a person who 
has disappeared by letters and some- 
times by cards and other things left 
in the trunks. 

“This trunk here,” she said, point- 
ing out a rather new trunk, “belongs 
to a young man who left here only 
about three weeks ago. The Lord 
only knows where he is. I’ve not had 
a line from anybody about him. I’m 
holding the trunk, but, of course, 
some one is in the room he had. I 
used to bother about such things, but 
{t happens so often that I have about 
got used to it.” 

Some time later a group of men 
were chatting together on this topic. 
It seemed to be a common enough oc- 
currence all throughout the southwest. 
Many reasons were given for the mys- 
terious disappearances, but none 
seemed quite good enough to answer 
satisfactorily the big query, ‘“‘What be- 
comes of the scores of human beings 
who disappear each year in the great 
southwest?”

Mrs. Hetty Green Was Actor in 


Howland Will Affair. 


Charge of Forgery Was Made—Fact 
That Signatures Were identically 
Alike Alleged to Have Proved 
They Were Not Genuine. 


New York.—Did you ever hear the 
story of Sylvia Ann Howland’s will? 

Mrs. Hetty Green, today’s queen of 
finance, was one of the actors in this 
first great will case in America. The 
story is fifty years old, but it has 
dramatic interest because in certain 
features it is analogous to the case of 
Albert Patrick, recently pardoned 
from Sing Sing by Governor Dix. It 
was in the contest of the Howland 
case that handwriting experts were 
first used,to effect before an American 
court. The next similar case was that 
of Millionaire Rice’s will, in which Pat- 
rick appeared as claimant. It is 
worth noting that the methods of the 
handwriting experts seem not to have 
advanced measurably in half a cen- 
tury. They have been refined, per- 
haps, but otherwise they have been al- 
tered very little. Even in their dif- 
ferences the experts of today resemble 
those of 1863. -Each 1s still able to 
demonstrate that the thinking appa- 
ratus of all the other side's experts 
have been clogged by blue mud. 

Patrick owed his four times repeat- 
ed death sentence to the handwriting 
experts. The state’s case on his in- 
dictment for murder was technically 
weak. It rested on the confession of 
Valet Jones that he had chloroformed 
Rice at Patrick’s orders. But the in- 
dictment was dramatically strong, be- 
cause the experts proved conclusively 
that Rice’s will had been forged. Each 
of the four pages of this document 
bore a signature which was presum- 
ably that of Rice. 

The experts showed that these four 
signatures were identical—so _ ad- 
mirably identical that when superim- 
posed each fitted the other to the 
thickness of an eyelash. The experts 
contended that no two genuine signa- 
tures are ever just alike. They even 
found the true signature from which 
the four false ones had been traced, 
and found that on the day Rice was 
supposed to have signed the will he 
had signed five other documents. The 
five genuine signatures differed widely 
from each other and from the four 
forged ones. 

Sylvia Ann Howland, an aged spin- 
ster, died in New Bedford, Mass., in 
1868, leaving an estate of more than 
$2,000,000. Two wills were produced. 
In the will of 1863 her niece and com- 
panion, Hetty Robinson, afterward 
known as Hetty Green, was generous: 
ly remembered. By the will of 1860 
Hetty Robinson inherited practically 
all.

The bene- 
ficilaries under the will of 1863 charged 
that the signatures on this duplicated 
“second page” had been forged by 
Miss Robinson. Overy handwriting 
expert of note in the United States 
was engaged. 

Through experts Miss Robinson met 
the contentions of the defense, point 
for point, statement for statement. 
She is supposed to have spent $150,000 
for counsel and experts, that being 
by far the greatest sum ever expended 
for such employment in an American 
law suit up to that time. In the end 
a compromise was reached. This com- 
promise, according to the Law Report- 
er, “is understood -to be the with- 
drawal of the complainant’s appeal on 
payment of her expenses, costs and 
counsel fees, etc. The will of 1863 re- 
mains the will of Sylvia Ann How- 
land.”

In the discussion of fire depart- 
ment expenditures, it should be 
remembered at the outset that it 
costs more to run a city today 
than it did even ten years since, 
for the reason that in many depart- 
ments there has been an improve- 
ment or increase in the service or 
both, and furthermore in many in- 
stances the State has stepped in 
and demanded enlarged eXpendi- 
tures, which the city has been 
forced to make; but so far as the 
fire department is concerned, this 
has very little application here in 
Woburn, the equipment and

It is per- 
fectly obvious to even the most 
elementary mind that practically 


the only source of income to a city 
is what is received by way of taxa- 
tion, and in whatever way the mon- 
either from the annual 
appropriation bill or by borrowing, 
it must finally be paid by tax on 
property, and the value of that pro- 
perty is the measure of the city’s 
spending capacity. We find that 
in 1901 the valuation was ten and 
one-half millions and the expendi- 
ture in the fire department was 
less than twelve thousand five 
hundred dollars. We find that in 
1911 the valuation of the city had 
increased one million, less than ten 
per cent, while the expenditures 
of the fire department had_ in- 
creased to nearly twenty-one thous- 
and dollars, or an _ iner of 
nearly seventy per cent. That is, 
the fire department expenses had 
increased seven times more rapidly 
than the city’s ability to pay had 
been increased. Of this expendi- 
ture of nearly twenty-one thousand 
dollars in the fire department dur- 
ing the year 1911,sixthousand dol- 
lars was openly and frankly bor- 
rowed, and hundreds of dollars 
were actually borrowed through 
the well-worn device of transferring

five hundred dollars that went into 
this department which was _ bor- 
rowed on notes running from one 
to ten years.

GOLD AND PROOF ARE GONE 


Thieves Stole $50,000 From Bank of 
England—Evidence Is Now 
Missing, 


London.—The international gang of 
thieves, which planned and executed 
the recent theft of $50,000 from a con- 
signment of $1,000,000 from the Bank 
on London to the Credit Lyonnais in 
Alexandria, Egypt, is proving more 
than a match for the English and con- 
tinental police. When the consign- 
ment reached Alexandria it was found 
all the boxes were sealed, but that two 
contained lead instead of sovereigns. 

According to the messengers of the 
Bank of London great precaution was 
taken in preparing the consignment of 
gold. It was first packed in bags con- 
taining $5,000 each. Five of these were 
placed in each case, The 40 cases, each 
clamped with iron bands and bearing 
eight seals, were loaded on a steamer 
and carried to Bremen. On the ship 
they were kept in a strong room to 
which there were three keys, kept by 
the captain and the chief officer 

Representatives of the Credit Lyon- 
nais received the cash at Bremen and 
transported it by rail to Trieste, where 
{t was transferred to an Austrian 
steamer, which delivered it to Alex- 
andria. 

Although the theft was not discov- 
ered until the cases of gold arrived 
in Alexandria, it is believed the theft 
occurred on the railroad portion of 
the journey.

New York.—A novel charity move 
ment which proposes to assist 800,- 
000 rent-paying families of New York 
in their struggle agalnst the high cost 
of living has just been inaugurated 
by the Tenants’ union, 

The union, which is an organization 
devoted to the interests of rent-paying 
families of New York, plans to enlist 
the aid of the clergy in an effort to 
help the poor families of thé city by 
having landlords remit ten per cent.

The 
condemnations made by the 100 in- 
spectors of the health department 


represent but a small fraction of the 
real waste in the markets of the 
city. 


WAR TOLL IN FIFTY YEARS 


Over Two Million Men Have Been 
Killed in Battles of Modern 
Times. 


London.—The Balkan war has given 
the generation some idea of what war 
means in detail. It is significant of 
the growing horror that a Bavarian 
newspaper should present its readers 
with a striking record of the wars of 
the last 50 years. 

Under a series of little pictures of 
fallen soldiers on the battlefield it 
gives the number killed in each great 
war of the past half century, with the 


strange exception of the Boer war. 
Here is the record: 

Crimean war, 750,000; Italian war 
of 1859-60, 45,000; American Civil war 
og 1861-65, 800,000; .Danish war of 
1864, 8,000; Austro-Prussian war of 
1866, 45,000; Franco-German war, 215,- 


000; Russo-Turkish war, 250,000; Rus- 
so-Japanese war, 200,000. 

The addition of these figures shows 
that no less than 2,313,000 men were 


killed in these wars. 


CONVICT FOUR RUSS OFFICERS 


Policemen Beat a Peasant Almost to 
Death and Are Sent to Jail for 
Twenty-One Days. 

St. Petersburg.—At the trial of Po- 
lice Inspector Makaronka and three 
policemen at Vilna on the charge of 
inhuman brutality to an arrested peas- 
ant it was proven that they had bound 
their victim hand and foot with 
chains, laid him on the ground, 
jumped on him, beat him about the 
head and finally flung him, half dead, 
into an underground cell. They were 
let off with sentences of 21 days’ im- 
prisonment for the inspector and 
seven days each for the policemen.

The 
vulcanization of rubber, the master 
secret of this rubber age, was due 
to an accident. And Champollion 
guessed—just plain guessed—the 
meaning of the Egyptian hierogly- 
phics.

—the alert mind. 

Luck is the pitcher; the alert mind 
is the catcher, 

The formula for success is half 
luck—half me. 

All the good fortune in the world 
will be of no use if I am not wide 
awake and do not grab the ball when 
it is thrown.

It’s all 
luck” is wrong. It is also an error 
for one to imagine he can win the 
game of success with mathematical 
certainty.

Adornments of the Table Must by 
No Means Be Kept “Anywhere”"— 
Should Have Most Regular 
Care and Attention. 

There is not the slightest doubt that 
& certain quantity of silver goods adds 
& wonderful charm to the appearance 
of a table—a charm which can be im- 
parted in no other way. At the same 
time there is equal certainty that the 
possession of any quantity of silver 
means a very real addition to the do- 
mestic labors of the housewife. Few 
housewives, though, are there who do 
not prefer the additional labor rather 
than forego the pleasure of counting 
more or less silver» among their 

their household treasures. 

Whenever there is the possible 
choice always buy silver goods as 
plain as possible—they are more cost- 
ly than when elaborately chased and 
engraved, but they are also far less 
trouble to keep in order and look in- 
finitely worth the extra value. 

Because there is not enough silver, 
perhaps, to warrant the adoption of a 
silver pantry or great canteen, do not 


fall into the error of keeping silver 
“anywhere.” If there is no small cup- 
board fixed in the house which can 


be used for the purpose, have a silver 
cupboard made—a good strong cup- 
board lined right through with green 
baize. With larger things—cake and 
bread baskets, cream-jugs, and so on 
—just stand them on the shelves of 
such a cupboard, Small cutlery things 
are better if kept in baize rolls, which 
are quite easily made Take two 
Strips of baize, one wider than the 
other. Join them together in en- 
velop fashion, and stitch across in a 
succession of pockets. Slip a fork or 
spoon into each of the pockets, fasten 
the flap over with a couple of patent 
clips, and the result is a thing which 
will keep the silver much better than 
any baize-lined baskets. It is not wise 
as a rule to keep silver goods in satin 
or velyet-lined jeweler’s cases, as fre- 
quently in time the color or friction 
of the lining affects the color of the 
silver 


Silver must be attended to regular- 
ly—not once in three months. Keep 
a special china or earthenware bow! 


for washing the silver in each time it 
{fs used. Simply make a good soap 
lather with boiling water, adding a 
tablespoonful of broken soda for every 


quart of water. 


Three Good Recipes. 

Lemon Sherbert.—The juice from 
eight lemons and one oragne; grate 
the rind from one of the lemons and 
the orange also. Add four cups sugar, 
one pint cream, two quarts milk and 


freeze. 

Peach Short Cake.—One cup sugar, 
a quarter cup butter, one egg, one 
cup milk, two cups flour, two tea- 


spoons baking powder and a little salt 
Bake in two layers and spread be: 
tween and on top with peaches stewed 
down thick with plenty of sugar. Serve 
with whipped cream. 

Norfolk Stew.—Take two and a half 
pounds of smoked ham, cut in small 
pieces. Cut off the fat and brown 
down with one onion; then put in the 
lean ham with a quart of tomatoes; 
add just enough water to cook. Cover 
and cook slowly two hours; if the ham 
{s salt freshen first. 


Jelly Roll That Will Not Break. 


Six eggs beaten separately, very 
light; then mix and beat light to- 
gether; add one scant cup sugar and 


beat some more. Fold in one scant 
cup flour with one level teaspoon bak- 
ing powder. Flavor with lemon and 


/vanilla. Bake 80 minutes, adding a 
pinch of salt last. Turn out on cloth 
wrung out of cold water. Beat the 


jelly slightly with fork so it can be 
quickly spread on with a _ butcher 
knife. Currant or blackberry jelly is 
best. Don't use tough jelly, as it is 
hard to spread. Roll quickly. Dell- 
cious and healthful. 


Macaroon Coffee Custard. 

One-half scant cup sugar, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one large teaspoon corn 
starch, one cup milk, one cup very 
strong coffee, one egg slightly beaten, 
one dozen macaroons crumbed, Mix 
Bugar, salt and cornstarch together, 
moisten with a little of the milk, add 
egg, mix thoroughly, then rest of 
liquid slowly, stirring to keep mix- 
ture smooth. Then add macaroon 
crumbs and cook in double boiler un- 
til thick. Serve cold.

THE WOBURN 
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LIES HERMIT LF 


Degas, Greatest Living French 
Artist, Becomes a Recluse. 


Well Known Painter Calls Pictures 
“Murmured Prayers” and Rarely 
Opens His Doors for Visits 
of Strangera 


Paris.—Degas, who has suddenly be- 
come famous to the larger public at 
the age of sixty-nine, through the sale 
of one of his paintings for $86,000, is 
very much of a hermit. 

Failing eyesight has prevented him 
from painting for some years now, and 
his door is rarely open to strangers. 
Art discussions do not interest him. 

“No, sir,” he once said, “I cannot 
talk painting; no one does who is a 
real painter. It is discussed in omni- 
buses, in cafes, in drawing rooms, But 
not here. Painting is like a mur- 
mured prayer.” 

After the sale in which his picture, 
“Les Danseuses a la Barre,” for which 
he originally received only $100, sold 
for $86,000, he went to Neuilly, on the 
outskirts of Paris. From the window 
of a friend’s house he looked in aston- 
ishment at the peopled avenues. “In 
my time,” he said, “there was nothing 
here,” 

As a rule he stays in Montmartre, 
and knows nothing of the newer parts 
of the city. Though he is the greatest 
living French painter, he never has 
been decorated. His hobby is collect- 
ing the pictures of Ingres. Every 
scrap of drawing of the great academic 
artist he treasures, which practice is 
an example of his contradictions, for 
he is one of the founders of the oppo- 
site school. 

Nor is he kind to contemporaries, 
labeling one “The Little Steam Wat- 
teau” and another “The Rag-Pickers’ 
Raphael.” 

Some residents of the aristocratie

partisans who do not like the republic 
are showing their opposition to the 
government by issuing stamps—like 
the French feminists and the anti-al- 
coholic league—inscribed with more 
or Jess scurrilous sentiments.

Sometimes the Duc d’Orleans figured 
on the stamp; sometimes an unflatter- 
ing caricature of President Falieres, 
or an ugly-looking female to represent 
the republic. The propaganda had be- 
come so active that the government 
decided to take action. 

The biology of the bathypelagic ani- 
mals or creatures who live in the low- 
est depths of the ocean is little known 
and mostly hypothetic. In a recent 
communication to the Academy of 
Sciences, M. Bouree, who accompanies 
all the oceanagraphic expeditions of 
the Prince of Monaco, has given the 
results of his observations on the mi- 
grations of these animals. 

He has observed that many species, 
notably the fish whose normal lair is 
during the day at a depth varying 
from 4,000 to 6,000 yards, rise during 
the night to a short distance from the 
surface. 

Similar migrations had already been 
observed among the smaller species 
known as plankton, but had never 
been noticed in the case of creatures 
of a larger order

VALUE OF THE COMMON ONION 


English Expert Says the Vegetable Is 
Worth Its Weight in Gold—lIs a 
Good Medicine, 


London.—The great value of onions 
in diet was empathized in an address 
at the Royal Horticultural hall here 
by one of the board of education lec- 
turers, Herman Senn. 

Mr, Senn, who is managing director 
of the Universal Cookery and Food 
association and one of the best known 
English experts on food and cookery, 
spoke on “The Cooking of Root Vege- 
tables.” He went so far in his praise 
of the onions as to declare that it was 
“worth its weight in gold.” The onion 
he said, possessed an important medi- 
cinal value which could not be over- 
looked. It was considered a cure for 
skin disease, and when eaten late at 
night was the finest antidote for 
sleeplessness. 

Mr. Senn had a good deal to say, 
too, on the subject of potatoes. He 
remarked that although there were 
known to be no fewer than three hun- 
dred methods of cooking potatoes, the 
only methods practiced in English 
homes were boiling, baking and fry- 
ing. The main nutritive qualities of 
potatoes existed immediately under 
the skin, and were often lost by care- 
less peeling. 

W. A. Bilney, who presided, said the 
best way of cooking potatoes was to 
boil them and skin them afterward in- 
stead of the abominable system 
which cooks adopted of peeling. When 
potatoes were peeled he never a‘3 
them.

San Francisco.—‘Jack” Black, a 
California convict, was able to reduce 
a twenty-five-year sentence to one 
year, when it was found that the 
erthquake and fire six years ago had 
destroyed the record which would put 
the longer sentence into force.

New York.—Two specimens of the 
giant forest pig, captured by Alfred 
J. Klein near the Channa river tn Af- 
rica, have been presented to the Mu- 
seum of Natural History. They have 

been mounted by F. Blaschke. 

The forest pig is exceeded in size 
only by some long extinct spectes 
whose fossil remains are found in the 
western states. It is comparatively 
unknown, partly on account of its 
habits, which are nocturnal, It thrives 
in the grass of the African jungle. 
High up on the slope of Mount Kenia 
at an elevation of about 6,000 feet, 
Carl B. Akeley, the elephant hunter, 
found traces of these pigs, their tracks 
following the elephant trails for long 
distances. 

The head of the forest pig is long, 
with ugly upturned tusks. Its legs 
am slender, supporting a heavy, 
stocky body. It is agile and power- 
ful as it goes cavorting through the 
brush of the jungle. 

For about 15 years it was suspected 
that the forests of central Africa har- 
bored some gimnt specimen of the pig 
family In 1964 one of these curl- 
ous animals was captured by a natu- 
ralist, and thus it became known to 
science

HAD PROT WIRELESD 


African Tribes Used Drums, Ete, 
to Convey Messages. 


News of Important Events in Heart 
of Sudan Sent to Trading Posts 
on the Coast—Had Their Own 
Telegraph Code. 


Paris.—The principle of telegraphy 
would appear to have been anticipated 
by the savage tribes in the heart of 
Africa. This barbaric system of com 
munication, at once practical and ef- 
fective, survives to this day, and fits 
value has been tested many times. 

French explorers seem to have beem 
the first to bring this system to the 
knowledge of civilized people. By 
means of it news of important events 
in the interior of the Sudan reaches 
all the trading ports on the coast im 
a short time. 

The communication is made by 
means of various instruments, the 
most common ones being horn, tom- 
t@ms and whistles. The horns are 
made of solid ivory, hollowed out of 
elephants’ tusks. The mouthpiece is 
at the side. These trumpets are of 
various sizes, but the favorite ones 
are very long and give seven distinct 
notes, produced by plugging the 
mouthpiece with corks of different 
sizes The ordinary tomtom is @ 
hollow bit of wood, with a goatskin 
over one end 


The following instance illustrates 
the manner in which the native tele- 
graph is employed The post com- 


mander at Stanle y Falls was once in- 
formed by a native of a neighboring 
village that a provision train had been 
attacked two day before at a point 
he Kongo. A

At a later period, when an officer of 
the French Kongo came to grief in the 
rapids, the accident was reported the 
next morning at a village 186 miles 
distant 

Among the Bengali tribe a sort of 
xylophone is used with four notes, by 
means of which the natives communi- 
cate over great distances in a kind 
of telegraphic language. 

An American missionary working 
among the Basutos discovered that 
the villages had means of conveying 
messages from one chief to another 
or of transmitting the intelligence of 
defeat or victory. 

The Basutos hollow out a large 
gourd and thoroughly dry it. Then 
kidskin as hard and as thin as parch- 
ment is stretched across the hollow of 
the gourd. When beaten with a pad- 
ded drumstick this gives forth a sound 
that may be distinctly heard at a dis- 
tance of from five to eight miles. 

In every village here is a class of 
men who are utilized as scouts. Among 
these there are always some trained 
to the use of the gourd drum. The 
code is what might be called an Af- 
rican Morse alphabet and is beaten on 
the drum in the open air. 

The sound is carried across -he val- 
leys and glens to the next yillage, 
where it is interpreted by ancther 
scout. If the message is for a distant 
village he repeats it on his drum, 
and ‘n this way it is carried from vil- 
lage to village, with very little loss 
of time until it reaches the person 
for whom it is intended. 


PAINTER IS GAY SUICIDE 


Artist Clinked Glasses With Guests, 
Borrowed Revolver Bullets and 
Then Shot Himeeif. 


Paris.— After threatening suicide so 
many times that his friends only took 
his threats as a joke, Marcelin Ader, 
& young painter of Bordeaux, has car 
ried out his threat in a highly spectac- 
ular manner. It is learned that when 
he invited his friends to a banquet 
he warned them that it would be a 
suicidal affair, and that his friends 
would witness his self-destruction. 

Believing this another of his jests, 
his circle of friends spent a merry 
evening. They were horrified when, 
after dinner, Ader produced a revolv- 
er. When he said he had no car 
tridges, the diners laughed, however, 
and one of his friends, still thinking 
that be was joking, furnished the 
ammunition. The young artist loaded 
the revolver, clinked glasses with his 
guests, and, putting the weapon to his 
forehead, killed himself

BEFORE WORK IS BEGUN. 


Proper Preparation Means the Dif: 
erence Between Satisfactory and 
Unsatisfactory Appearance— 
Scheme to Be Considered. 


Before starting to finish a floor be 
pure that you put it in good condi- 
tion for the new coat {t is to receive. 
{t should be absolutely clean and for 
this purpose special preparations are 
now made that will remove any stain 
or grease that may have collected on 
the boards. 

If the floor is ole and the boards 
have shrunken apart; if it is cracked, 
or ff it is new and the boards do not 
fit together parfectly, it is best before 
applying any kind of finish to fill up 
the cracks and seams with putty or 
paper pulp, so that a smooth and even 
surface may be obtained to work on. 

A painted finish is suitable for any 
room in the house whete the floors 
are of soft wood. Hardwood floors, 
such as maple, hard pine, oak, birch, 
ete., which have a varnish finish, need 
not be painted unless they ure 80 
badly disfigured or marred that they 
do not look well when varnished. 

Where the floor is to be varnished 
the object is to bring out the natural 
grain of the wood. On open grained 
woods, first fill the floors with good 
filler in whatever shade you may 
have selected, then apply the varnish. 
The close grained woods do not re- 
quire a filler.

Wipe, core and pare six large ap- 
ples. Put in baking dish. Mix three- 
quarters cup sugar, three-quarters tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-quarter teaspoon 
salt and “(fill cavities. Add one- 
quarter cup water and bake until ap- 
ples are soft, basting frequently with 
syrup in the dish. Remove from oven, 
cool slightly and pile meringue on top 
of each apple. Return to the oven and 
bake eight minutes. Chill and serve

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KITCHEN DESERVES ATTENTION 
BEFORE ANYTHING ELSE. 


If Necessary to Stint, Let It Be Any- 
where But There—Too Frequently 
Most Unsanitary Corner of 
the House. 


A writer on hygiene has said that 
“the modern kitchen is a refinery, a 
laboratory and disinfection station and 
a factory.” 

If so, it is important to run it on hy- 
gienic lines; in many homes it is the 
unsanitary corner of the hous¢. 

With the kitchenette habit less and 
less attention is paid to sunlight; in- 
stead of being the cheeriest room in 
the house, the kitchen is often the 
darkest and worst ventilated. 

While it is not always possible to 
get the ideal kitchen, the woman who 
rents a house should see that it is not 
shaded by balconies, that the range is 
not in some dark aleove where light 
and air never reach, and that the sink 
has proper drainage and is free from 
backboards where grease can lodge. 

In building a house stint on wood 
work and furnishings rather than on 
the kitehen, It should be built with 
at least two windows, preferably so 
there may be a cross draught, and a 
third small window above the range

DRY-CLEAN YOUR CURTAINS 


By This Easy Method the Color Will 
Be Preserved and the Life of 
Material Lengthened. 


Many housewives own curtains of 
Arabian lace. They realize that a 
great amount of their beauty is lost 
after washing. The lovely ecru tint 
has disappeared, and to recolor them 
is not always satisfactory. 

These curtains can be dry cleaned 
in the following manner: 

Spread a sheet or two upon the 
floor and lay the curtains carefully on 
them. 

Mix two parts of bolted cornmeal 
with one of salt. 

With a clean brush rub the mixture 
thoroughly through the curtains. 
Hang out of doors for a couple of 
hours and the curtains will be sweet 
and clean. 

In this simple way they may be fre- 
quently cleaned. If the dust is not al- 
lowed to settle in them for any length 
of time, they will wear much longer. 

This bit of information should be 
well received by the housekeeper, for 
it saves a wonderful amount of time 
and labor.

It has the appearance of being made 
of bronze and silver and is in an ex: 
cellent state of preservation. It is 
two and a half feet high and besides 
the date has a broad arrow mark, 
which is understood to have been on 
all the bells given by Queen Anne to 
the American colony churches. 

Another bell the church got from 
Queen Anne was melted ‘up some 
years ago and used in moulding an- 
other, now used in the church clock. 
No record of the other bell can be 
found. 

Another Trinity church historic relic 
has also recently come to light. Years 
ago in the chancel there were two 
quaint mahogany armchairs that had 
been brought from England. These 
later were stored away and when the 
late Henry Morgan Stone was rector 
he found one and put it in use again. 
No trace of the other chair could be 
four’: until this week, when a local 
dealer in antiques found it in his 
shop. He has since presented it to 
the church.

WITT Tht WOUNDED “BUY IT AT HOME” 


Victims of Balkan War Saved 
From Death by New Surgery. 


Wonderful Work of Doctors and 
Nurses at Hospital in Belgrade— 
Men Shot Through Head or 
Heart Often Recover. 


Belgrade, Servia.—The human side 


of war, as shown in the improvised 
military hospitals of Belgrade, pre- 
sents many touching scenes. Every 


school in Servia has been turned into 
a hospital. Here, where there are a 
great many wounded from the battle 
of Koumanova, and from the _ skir- 
mishes about Monastir, not only the 
schools, but every available building, 
including the local barracks and a su- 
gar factory, has been transformed into 
wards with neat rows of white beds. 

Practically every country in Europe 
has sent a corps of surgeons and 
nurses to the war. The United States 
has done its share by contributing to 
the work of these devoted.Red Cross 
toilers about $12,000—more than any 
other nation. The surgeons are all 
greatiy interested in their cases, for 
modern warfare, with small, powerful- 
ly driven steel bullets, presents re- 
markable wounds. 

At the time of the American Civil war 
arms and legs were lopped off by thou- 
sands to prevent blood poisoning. In 
these days of antiseptic surgery there 
is almost no amputation. One soldier 
was shot through the middle of the 
finger; his whole finger has been 
saved. A number were struck when 
firing from lying posture, the bullet 
passing through the head, straight 
down through the heart and out at 
the thigh. The lives of several so 
wounded have been saved. 
be considered fatal to be struck in 
heart or head. In these hospitals there 
men who have been shot right 
through heart or head and who will re- 
eover. Often it is not considered nec: 
essary to extract bullets which have 


lodged in the body. The wound is sim: | 


ply disinfected and allowed to heal. 

Nothing is more significant of the 
fine quality of the Servian peasantry 
than the speed with which their 
wounds have cicatrized. The surgeons 
are amazed, and lay the phenomenon 
to pure blood, untainted by alcohol. 
Many brought here within the last two 
months have recovered, and gone back 
to the front. 

One of the most interesting hos- 
pitals is in charge of the Russian 
corps, in the local exposition building. 
Nearly all the nurses here are women 
of good family, a number of whom got 
experience in the Russo-Japanese war. 

Enter this ward. That blond young 
woman ironing sheets near the door in 
the corridor is the daughter of the 
Russian ambassador. These are 
wounded Servian officers in here. It 
is the visiting hour. In Servia, it is 
the custom to congratulate a soldier 
who receives a wound. In comes a 
dumpy old peasant woman, her wrin- 
kled face beaming, and drawing forth 
an orange from her clothes she toddles 
straight, toward one of the beds, where 
follows a tender greeting between her 
and her soldier son. Speak to this 
handsome young fellow. 

“Yes, sir, I was one of the 60,000 
Servians who went to help the Bul: 
garians around Adrianople after our 
own work was done. I was wounded 
in a, skirmish in the trenches. But 
you should talk to that officer over 
there. He is a major and a hero.” 

“IT got my wound at Koumanova— 
or, rather, my five wounds.” His face 
lighted up with pride as he spoke. “We 
had driven the Turks back that day 
and at night they tried to retaliate. 
We charged them through the dark 
and I was caught in their volley. The 
Servian officer, sir, is always at the 
head of his men.” 

In the next ward are some private 
soldiers nearly well. One is playing a 
rustic flute and other are dancing 


“kolo,” the national country dance, 
with some of the pretty Russian 
nurses. 


Here are more serious cases. That 
old man—what is he doing here? 

“Yes, sir, I am a ‘last defense’ man. 
I was engaged with others in the rear 
guard, burying some dead, when a 
band of Moslem villagers suddenly 
fell upon us. I was shot before | 
could drop my spade. We drove them 
off, though, and they ran up into the 
hills.” 

Upstairs is a large ward of Turkish 
wounded. Do not imagine because Rus: 
sian sympathies are with the Servians 
that these stricken enemies get any 
the worse treatment. On the con. 
trary, it is almost as if the doctors 
and nurses took a pride in being kind 
to these vanquished ones,

When heating flatirons, especially 
the kind with removable handles, turn 
an old pan or kettle over them as 
they are grouped together and they 
will heat much quicker and more 
evenly. 

A tin pail will be found very use- 


ful to shut fish in before putting it in 
the icebox. Fish has a strong odor, 
which permeates other food, and 
should never be put in the icebox un- 
less closely covered. 

In ironing embroidered table nap- 
kins, iron them first on the right side, 
then on the wrong side and back on 
the right side, being careful not to 
press the embroidery design into the 
linen. Iron the embroidered corner 
over a soft cloth. 

This is a very useful hint to clean 
lavatory basins, marble washstands, 
etc. Put some powdered bathbrick 
into an old saucer and add a little 
paraffin oi! to moisten. With a soft 
rag rub the article to be cleaned with 
this mixture, then wash with warm 
water. You will find that all stains 
and dirt will disappear. 

Parsley may be kept green and 
fresh all winter. Put it in a strong 
boiling hot brine of salt and water. 
Leave in a half hour and then hang 
it in a dry room with the blossoms 
down. Kept in this way it is as nice 
for flavoring soups, dressings, ete., as 
when it is freshly grown and gathered. 


Pot Roasted Chicken, 


Draw and clean one good _ sized 
chicken, rub on salt and pepper and 
dredge with flour, then truss it and 


lay on either side of the breast under 
the twine a strip of bacon. Put two 
tablespoons of butter and two of lard 
in a kettle and brown the chicken on 
all sides. Add one cup of boiling wa- 
ter, cover tightly and simmer two and 
a half or three hours, being careful 
not to let the water boil away, adding 
a little water from time to time. Re- 
move the chicken when tender and 
superfluous fat from the gravy. Add 
as much water as required for the 
gravy and thicken with a little flour 
mixed with water. The gravy is 
greatly improved by adding a little 
sour cream. An old chicken can be 
made very palatable cooked in this 
way 
Shredded Orange Peel. 

Four orange’ peels, cut them into 
strips like straws with an old pair of 
cover them with‘cold water 

to a boil, then drain and 
cover with boiling water, and _ boil 
until tender; make a sirup the same 
as for the lemon rinds, put the shred 
ded orange peel in this sirup and cook 
until transparent; dry on a sieve, and 
while drying dust occasionally with 
fine granulated sugar and pack away 
when dry in a box lined with wax pa- 
per. The sirup can be used for a 
sauce.—Farmers’ Guide,

By this apparatus germs are to, be 
destroyed by the principle of long con- 
tinued heat. The object of its in- 
stallation is to protect patrons from 
danger of contagion and at the same 
time preserve books where contagious 
diseases have prevailed, 

The heat is supplied by gas jets in 
the base of a metal cabinet. Tem- 
peratures ranging from 150 to 200 de- 
grees Fahrenheit are maintained by an 
automatic device.

GET SUITABLE WALL PAPER 


Point of Importance in the Household 
That Is Too Frequently Set 
Aside, 


most of the days and 
nights in the house. Always your 
gaze is on its walls. If the walls are 
right the room is right, but if they 
are wrong you can never do a thing 
with that room until the walls are 
done over. Make a study of wall pa- 
per. Go to the paper dealer’s sev- 
eral times and do not be in a hurry 
about making the selection. Have 
two rolls of the paper you think will 
suit sent home. Arrange the widths 
side by side in the room the paper 
is intended for. Let them remain 
there for a day or two, and, take every 
opportunity to study the effect, noting 
how the color and design agree with 
the carpet, the furniture, and the gen- 
eral aspect of the room. Two widths 
are better for this purpose than one, 
as the larger expanse gives a better 
opportunity of judging the effect.

either be spitted or baked in an oven

The Renaissance is pronounced 
accent on the last sylla- 
ble, not Renaysans, and Salome gets 
her last syllable pronounced. 

Poets are filed with the divine “af- 
filaytus,” not the divine “afflaatus.” 

The ruler of Japan is the mikado, 
with the accent on the second sylla- 
ble, as all serious minded students of 
tilbert and Sullivan know, and never 
the mickadoo. 

Gibberish is pronounced with a hard 
g, and not “jibberish,” and the word 


“finnan- 


flaccid is ‘‘flaksid,”’ nor ‘‘flasid.”’ 
Amateur is ‘‘amaturr,” not ‘ama- 
toor”’ or “amachoor.” 
The Antipodes—Australia, you 


know—are pronounced ‘antipodeez.” 

When the wind soughs through the 
branches it “sows”; never ‘‘suffs.” 

A faucet is a “fawsett,” not a “fas- 
set.” 

These are only a few examples. 
The book contains two thousand 
words, which are commonly mispro- 
nounced, and eight hundred proper 
names, which are frequently improp- 
erly spoken. A little study of it will 
enable you to bawl out almost any of 
your friends frequently, besides tend- 
ing to improve your own vocabulary. 

“Careless and slipshod enunciation 
among presumably cultivated people,” 
the author says, “is probably more 
common in the United States than in 
any other country in the world, A 
Frenchman is proud of his speech and 
treats it as a fine art, while an Amer- 
ican regards his speech with indif- 
ference or contempt.”

At least the novelist has done his

The Stand- 
ard correspondent makes his state- 
ment in the hope of discovering fur- 
ther evidence, and we are led to in- 
fer that he will presently publish 
what he now has.

DESOLATE AND BLEAK COUNTRY 
OF THE NORTH. 


Valuable Ivory Still Vielded From Anl- 
mals That Lived Centuries Ago— 
Reindeer and Dogs Used as 
Beasts of Burden. 

It is not generally known that St- 
beria furnishes a large quantity of 
ivory to the markets of the world, 
but the production of it belongs to an- 
other age and to a species of animals 
that does not now exist. 

The ivory is cut from the tusks of 
mammoths whose skeletons are found 
frozen in masses of ice or buried in 
mud of Afctic rivers and swamps. 

Even to wild animals these bogs 
are forbidden ground. The nimble 
reindeer can sometimes cross them 
safely in the summer, but most other 
large animals would be engulfed. With 
the summer thaw that penetrates 
more deeply than usual into the 
ground some of these antediluvian 
monsters are always exposed. 

It is to recover these valuable fos- 
sil tusks, also to hunt and trap the 
fur-bearing animals and transport the 
pelts of the sable, ermine and sea ot- 
ter back to civilization that forms a 
chief occupation of many of the Siber- 
ian natives. According to the Rail- 
road Man’s Magazine, they make the 
most perilous freighting journeys in 
the world, beset by all sorts of hard- 
ships. 

The people are divided into two 
classes, the reindeer breeder and the 
dog-breeding tribes. The former live 
entirely on the products of their rein- 
deer herds. Some of the reindeer 
tribes use their animals for riding 
and sledge driving only and not for 
food purpose. The Yakuts, one of the 
largest and most progressive tribes, 
use their deer entirely for transporta- 
tion purposes. 

Two large animals are always used 
to a freight sledge. These carry mer- 
chandise, mail and furs all over the 
northern part of the province of Ya- 
kutsk. Their reindeer.are of great 
size, larger than those possessed by 
the other reindeer people. 

If well pastured and not overwork- 
ed a trained pair of harnessed rein- 
deer can make 50 to 75 miles a day, 
provided that the snow is thin and 
hard on the tundra. When tired the 
deer must be immediately rested. If 
compelled to travel further they be- 
come exhausted and often drop dead. 

The team dogs serve till 10 or 12 
years old. After the sixth or seventh 
year they begin to decline. The dogs 
are harnessed in pairs to a strong seal 
thong, which serves the place of a 
wiffletree. A full team consists of six 
or seven pairs. 

The course is directed by special 
call words. These are understood by 
the leading dog, which is trained es- 
fecially for that purpose. The har. 
ness consists of a breastpiece and 
two or three bands across the back 
The dogs pull on the traces somewhat 
obliquely, so as to leave sufficient 
room between them to avoid jostling 


, Even when a young or badly trained 


dog is matched to an old one the elder 
will actually prevent fts companion 
from causing trouble, biting it, severe. 
ly every time it tries to leap across 
the strap. 

Shy or disobedient dogs are placed 
nearer to the sledge, where they can 
be reached by the whip. At the rear 
more exertion is required, since the 
sledge, on every undulation of the 
ground, pulls backward. Strong ant. 
mals somewhat slow from age or from 
lack of mettle are usually placed at 
the rear and those that are more brisk 
in the front. 

With a light sledge and good dogs 150 
miles can be traveled in 24 hours. Two 
hundred miles have been made in twa 
days. The dogs are fed once a day, 
usually in the evening. A piece of 
blubber about two inches square and 
some shreds of walrus meat, dried o1 
frozen fish, form the daily ration o) 
every dog. 

A good team of 12 dogs can haul 
from 400 to 600 pounds. One of the 
long sledge journeys made by the in 
land reindeer people is over 500 milea 
in March and April, when they make 
up a trading caravan of reindeer skine 
for boots and clothing, etc., which 
they take to East Cape on the Pacific 
to barter to Americans and whalers.

Partridge, Cooked Hunter's Style. 

Use the yeung birds for broiling or 
roasting and the older ones for stew- 
ing purposes. Cut them up as you 
would chicken. Season well with salt 
and pepper and place in a stewing 
pan with two ounces of butter.

Baked Halibut, 

Cut about two pounds of halibut 
into pieces two inches square, clean 
and wipe dry and put in a dish with 
four wineglasses of sherry wine, turn- 
ing them from tiine to time and let 
remain in the wine two hours. Then 
put the pieces of fish into a baking 
pan, moisten well with melted butter, 
sprinkle lightly with bread crumbs 
and let bake until done and nicely 
browned. Take up the fish and pour 
into pan in which it was baked half 
a pint of cream. Heat on top of 
stove, thicken with a little flour, 
garnished with parsley. Or if pre- 
ferred melt a little more butter in 
pan, add a little lemon juice to it 
and pour over fish. If the wine is not 
objectionable you will find this deli- 
cious and half the portion sufficient 
for two.

Experiments Throw an Interesting 
Light on Ideas That Have Shape 
in the Minds of the Blind. 


Observation of the fact that the 
blind associate color with sounds and 
give shapes to ideas, has led Profes 
sors Herman Schenk and Ludwig 
Regner, of Heidelberg, to carry on @ 
series of curious experiments to de 
termine the dominant conceptions of 
sounds and abstract ideas in terms of 
color and form. 

The experiments have been made 
with 1,000 blind persons and 6,000 
persons with sight. From the masse 
of answers to the questions the ex 
traordinary fact has been ascertained 
that there is an unexplained unity fn 
the minds of both seeing and blind. 

To the question: “What is the 
shape of a year?” 300 blind and 600 
seeing answered: “A hill.” Some 
amplified it by saying: “A hill lead 
ing up to summer and down to win, 
ter.” 

One hundred blind and 50 seeing 
answered: “A tunnel.” Amplification 
—"light at the opening, getting dark 
er and darker.” 

Another favorite answer was: “A 
long strip—brightening in the center 
and getting dark at the end.” 

To the question: ‘What 
hunger,” the dominant answer was 
“gray.” The second average was: 
“Black with a dull red core.” 

To “what shape is Christmas? 
three-quarters answered: “Round.” 
Amplifications were: “Because every 
one a family circle’; “money 
is round, so are plum puddings” 
“because most people are contented 
and contentment is round.”

To Study Legislative Bills 


Winchester women are thorough- 
ly awake upon the equal suffrage 
question, and the league in that 
town is an aggregation of earnest 
workers and sincere believers in 
the justice of the demand. 

Mrs. Mary E. Allen chairman of 
the Press Committee of the Win- 
chester league attention to 
two bills now in legislative com- 
mittee, House bill 19 which pro- 
vides for a constitutional amend- 
ment which if approved by the 
people confers the suffrage right, 
and House bill 542 providing for 
a referendum to school voters, 
the latter being looked upon by 
the Suffragists political chi- 
canery. 

The Massachusetts Equal Suf- 
frage association has the 
following warning, and urges friends 
of suffrage, to see to it that their

“The only way in which the 
ballot can be legally given to 
women in Massachusetts is by an 
amendment to the State Consti- 
tution. Such an amendment must 
pass two successive legislatures, 


and then be ratified on a referend- 
um to the voters at the polls. 
The Suffrage Association has asked 
the legislature to submit Woman 
Suffrage to the voters in the form 
of a constitutional amendment. 
If it carries on the popular vote, 


it then becomes law. In _ place 
of this legal and constitutional 
referendum, opponents of equal 


suffrage are pushing a bill to take 
a “straw vote,’’ which will have 
no legal validity, and will give the 
women nothing if it goes in their 
favor. Every effort is being made 
to persuade the many members 
of the legislature who are pledged 
to vote for submitting the woman 
suffrage constitutional amendment 
to the voters, that the straw vote 
proposed by the anti-suffragists 
will be either the same thing or 
just as good. We protest against 
this as an entire misrepresentation, 
and we denounce as a discreditable 
subterfuge the effort to substitute 
the straw vote for the legal and 
constitutional referendum asked 
for by the suffragists. If the ma- 
jority of the voters are willing to 
give women the ballot, we ought 
to have it; if they are not willing, 
we shall not get it; but we demand 
that the matter be submitted in 
legal form, so that the verdict at 
the polls shall settle the question.”

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| ARRAIGNS THE MODERN CHAIR 


Writer Declares It a Menace 

Health as Well as Uncomfortable 

to the Occupant. 

“Is that chair comfortable?” asks 
our hostess, and when we have an- 
awered, truthfully or otherwise, she 
considers her duty done. 

“Is that chair deadly?” is a question 
I have begun asking myself when I 
fee persons try to adjust themselves 
to chairs manifestly unfitted to them 
and to any other person of normal 
structure. 

As a friend and apostle of health 
I arraign the chair as one of the dis- 
ease makers of the age. 

A chair, to be healthful and rest- 
ful, should be adapted to the human 
figure, but an intelligent glance at 
a chair will prove that it is far from 
it, 

If a chair were adapted to the fig- 
ure the seat would be hollow, but 
it is flat. No person was ever s0 
constructed as to sit with ease on a 
chair seat as chair seats are made. 

The back of a chair is straight. 
That is contrary, too, to the lines of 
the human figure. The lower part 
of a chair back, to conform to human 
anatomy, should be hollowed out for 
a depth of six or more inches. To fit 
the back, the upper half of it should 
be straight and form a support for 
the back, 

Chairs have committed the crime 
of curvature of the spine. Spines, es- 
pecially those of children, are twist- 
ed out of place, far to one side, in 
an effort at adjustment. They cause 
a crowding and displacement of the 
vital organs by forcing persons to slip 
down at an angie upon them, thrust 
out the abdomen and commit that vul- 
garity which is called “sitting on the 
spine.’—Chicago American.

“Varnish Tree’ of the Orient. 

One of the most unusual trees in the 
Orient is the ‘“‘varnish tree,” the Rhus 
vernicifera, cultivated in many parts 
of China or Japan. In general it is 
the basis of all lacquering in these 
countries. This tree in many respects 
resembles an ash. It grows fifteen to 
eighteen feet high and can be tapped 
after seven years. The varnish is ob- 
tained by making incisions in the bark 
of the tree near its base before day- 
light during July and August and 
catching the sap, which exudes as a 
mixed cléar and milky product. This 
sap is placed in tubs or similar ves- 
sels, which are set in the sun to evapo- 
rate all moisture. It separates into a 
clear, almost colorless, resinous liquid, 
which rises to the top and into a thick- 
er, more resinous, and darker liquid 
mass, which settles to the bottom. 
The qualities are then separated by 
decanting, the top representing the 
finer grades and the bottom the lowest 
grades used for ordinary paints, 
“Ningpo varnish,” and similar ordinary 
work. So powerful and penetrating is 
the varnish that persons often ‘con: 
tract poisoning from passing through 
a grove of the trees while they are 
being tapped.
